Parents, Students Reminded Of 
Public Schools' Winter Procedures 


RR Crossing In 
Oakland To Be 
Closed Dec. 7-9 

According to the staff at 
Oakland Town Hall, the CSX

Second Street will be closed 
to traffic next Monday, Dec. 
7, through Wednesday, Dec. 
9. The purpose is for repairs 
that are needed at the cross- 


With winter weather ex¬ 
pected soon, the transpor¬ 
tation department of Gar¬ 
rett County Public Schools 
(GCPS) has issued reminders 
and information as the winter 
phase of operations begins for 
this school year. 

Collectively, the school 
buses travel 6,000 miles daily 
while transporting students 
to and from school, not in¬ 
cluding daily field trips and 
evening activities that require 
school bus services. While 
education officials agree that 
students are better served by 
being in school, the priority 
in winter weather conditions 
is to keep children and staff 
safe in any decision to close or 
delay the opening of school, 
a spokesperson said. 

School officials monitor 
weather forecasts from multi¬ 
ple weather sources through¬ 
out the winter months. Of¬ 
ficials communicate directly 
with staff at the National 
Weather Service’s Pittsburgh 
office to obtain vital, real¬ 
time, and personalized weath¬ 
er information specific to 
Garrett County. 

The National Weather 
Service’s (NWS) Pittsburgh 
office summarizes prediction 
challenges in Garrett County 
as follows: 


“Garrett County experi¬ 
ences its fair share of winter 
weather as a result of the 
higher elevation of the county 
compared to adjacent areas. 
This, in combination with 
predominate west-northwest 
winds, enhances snowfall 
amounts. When winds are 
northwest, moisture from 
Lake Erie is tapped and works 
with the elevation increase 
from southwestern Pennsyl¬ 
vania into western Maryland, 
producing additional signifi¬ 
cant accumulations." 

The NWS spokesperson 
explained further that snow 
showers extend only half or 
three quarters as high into 
the atmosphere as summer 
time thunderstorms, making 
those systems less obvious to 
Doppler radar. Therefore, it 
is common in the winter time 
to see nothing on radar, but to 
have moderate to heavy snow 
occurring. When radar does 
not show anything across 
western Maryland, meteo¬ 
rologists have to rely on a less 
sparse data source to verify 
what is happening. 

"This is the primary chal¬ 
lenge faced by meteorologists 
during winter season,” the 
NWS spokesperson said.

Community Action 
After-School Prog. 
Awarded $20,000 

Gov. Larry Hogan and 
the Maryland Department 
of Housing and Community 
Development announced on 
Monday that 15 Maryland ju¬ 
risdictions will receive $1.75 
million in tax credits - a total 
of 62 awards - in fiscal year 
2016 through the depart¬ 
ment's Community Invest¬ 
ment Tax Credit Program. 

The awardees include the 
Garrett County Community 
Action Committee, which 
will receive $20,000 for the 
continuation of an after- 
school program for at-risk 
youth. 

The tax credits provide 
non-profit organizations with 
tax incentives for individuals 
and businesses who donate 
money, goods, or real prop¬ 
erty to support operational 
and programmatic costs asso¬ 
ciated with local community 
projects across the state. 

"Supporting vital non¬ 
profit organizations helps 
keep our communities 
strong," Hogan said. "These 
awards are an important 
tool to change Maryland for 
the better by helping these 
organizations raise capital to 
support their operations or 
capital needs." 

Maryland Department of 
Housing and Community 
Development secretary Ken¬ 
neth C. Holt added, "The 
Community Investment Tax 
Credits help to bolster these 
organizations that are doing 
significant good on behalf of 
Marylanders and our com¬ 
munities." 

Awardees include renova¬ 
tion of a program facility for 
individuals with develop¬ 
mental disabilities in Anne 
Arundel County, funding for 
life-saving care for homeless 
children and families in Bal¬ 
timore City, and construction 
of affordable housing in the 
towns of Easton, Cambridge, 
and Hurlock in Dorchester 
County.

Follow a trusted weather 
source, such as the National 
Weather Service and local 
news media, to be aware of 
any predicted frozen precipi¬ 
tation or severe cold. 

In addition, the GC De¬ 
partment of Public Safety 
and Emergency Management 
recommends taking the fol¬ 
lowing actions prior to the 
winter season: 

• Build a home prepared¬ 
ness kit that includes winter 
supplies such as snow shovels, 
ice melting products, extra 
warm clothes and blankets, 
flashlights, and batteries. 

• Insulate your home by 
installing storm windows 
or covering windows with 
plastic from the inside to keep 
cold air out. 

• If you will be going away 
during cold weather, leave the 
heat on in your home and set 
the thermostat to no lower 
than 55° Fahrenheit. 

• Check and winterize your 
vehicle, including all fluids, 
wiper blades, lights, and sys¬ 
tems before the winter season 
begins. Have a car emergency 
kit in your vehicle. 

• Keep your gas tank near 
full to avoid ice in the tank 
and fuel lines. 

• ID your pet with up-to- 
date name tags and rabies 
tags; include your cell phone 
number on the tag.

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Let's Hear It, NRA... I 


The mass shooting in San Bernardino yesterday 
was the 355th such incident in the United States so 
far in 2015. That is an average of more than one such 
horrible event per day. No other developed country in 
the world has a death-by-firearms statistic remotely 
close to that of the U.S. 

Just about every elected official as well as those 
wanting to become elected officials keep saying things 
like "Something absolutely must be done to address 
these recurring acts of violence." But those are just 
words. So little is actually being done, and day after 
day after day we all await with angst for the electronic 
media to report the next murderous spree, and how 
many innocent lives are snuffed out. 

The solution to the problem is not a simple one, 
as access to firearms, mental illness, terroristic ten¬ 
dencies, utter despair and frustration with life, and 
uncontrollable rage are among the multiple reasons 
that play a role in this ongoing plague. 

Most other civilized nations have kept a lid on such 
activity simply via strict gun control. But, of course, in 
this country if one even suggests the slightest strength¬ 
ening of gun control laws, the collective shorts worn 
by members of the NRA and ultra conservative politi¬ 
cians immediately spasm into knots, and they begin 
spewing fire from their eyes and screaming about how 
the U.S. Constitution gives them every right to possess 
whatever weapons they want. 

So, here is a challenge to the NRA - Reduce the 
number of mass shootings in the United States. You fix 
it. Come up with a detailed, step-by-step plan. Instead 
of spending all of your energy and all your money 
in fighting every shred of proposed gun control, "set 
your sights” on how to stop mass shootings. For just 
once in your collective lives, suggest something that 
can be done rather than just say what you will not do. 
This problem is not someone else's problem; it is our 
problem 

Now, .t’idoubtedly some of the most narrow¬ 
minded (OK, stupid) members of the NRA and those 
non-members who "think" similarly will claim that 
they already have the solution: Get rid of all gun 
control. Make sure every adult - in our schools, in 
our offices, in public buildings, in commercial aircraft, 
on the streets - make sure they are all armed. Then 
everyone will be positioned to kill or be killed. Yeah, 
that would fix everything. 

Not all NRA members are that narrow-minded, 
fortunately, so we go back to the original challenge: 
Come up with a plausible, reasonable plan of action 
that will reduce the average annual number of mass 
shootings in the United States. Let's hear it, fellows.

My roots go deep in Gar¬ 
rett County. My ancestors 
were some of the early settlers 
of Garrett County. My claim 
to fame is that the highest 

E oint in Maryland on Back- 
one Mountain is named for 
my father's family - Hoye 
Crest. For the last 26 years, I 
have lived in Frostburg. 

Although I’m not new to 
western Maryland, I am new 
to the debate about fracking, 
and I have faced a steep learn¬ 
ing curve to educate myself 
about the pros and cons of 
unconventional natural gas 
development. I have been 
reading a lot of material, 
I’ve attended meetings of the 
Marcellus Shale Safe Drilling 
Initiative Advisory Commis¬ 
sion, I’ve seen documentary 
movies on fracking, and I’ve 
talked with a lot of people. 
The missing link, however, 
was that I needed to see 
fracking for myself. Thanks 
to Engage Mountain Mary¬ 
land, I had that chance on 
Sunday, Nov 15. That trip has 
haunted me ever since. 

I cannot get out of my 
head the images of clear-cut 
hillsides awaiting the develop¬ 
ment of pipelines, hoses snak¬ 
ing over the hillsides pumping 
water to an active fracking 
site, and hired sentries with 
out-of-state license plates 
announcing our caravan by 
radio to the sentries farther 
up the road. I cannot stop 


hearing the well heads "burp." 
I cannot stop seeing truck 
after truck carrying loads of 
"brine" on winding country 
roads. I cannot stop smelling 
the odors emanating from the 
well pads. Mostly, I cannot 
forget the family in Wetzel 
County that is being relocated 
from a home that the man has 
lived in since he was 3 years 
old in order to make way for 
a gas pipeline. 

I also couldn’t help but feel 
sad that there were no elected 
officials on the tour. I wish 
they had experienced what I 
experienced. 

Fracking is corporate greed 
run amok. The practices that 
energy companies engage in 
are disrupting community life 
and threatening the health 
of residents. Fracking is ev¬ 
erywhere in Wetzel County. 
It dominates the landscape. 
It has annihilated communi¬ 
ties. It has taken over wildlife 
sanctuaries and other open 
spaces. It has led to soil ero¬ 
sion and toxic spills that have 
bespoiled local waterways. In 
short, fracking is a nightmare. 

My ancestors would roll 
over in their graves were 
it ever to come to western 
Maryland. Our beloved coun¬ 
tryside would never be the 
same. It would be ruined 
forever. We must never let 
that happen.

Schools’ transportation de¬ 
partment begins road condi¬ 
tion evaluations as early as 3 
a.m. Monitoring continues 
as conditions warrant and 
includes gathering input on 
road conditions from multiple 
sources and agencies through¬ 
out the county. Pavement 
temperatures are monitored 
when conditions require it. 

Delayed openings of 
school, usually 2- to 3-hour 
delays, are designed to allow 
for conditions to improve, 
additional road condition 
evaluations, and for weather 
updates. 

The entire Garrett County 
Public Schools district may 
close, or a region closure may 
occur specific to either the 
northern Garrett or southern 
Garrett regions. In the case of 
a regional closure, students in 
the closed region will be given 
excused absences and will 
not require notes from par¬ 
ents for the day their schools 
were closed because of the 
weather. 

On occasion a closure may 
be specific to a particular 
school within a region, the 
school spokesperson noted. 
For instance, if an elementary 
school closes because of the 
adverse weather conditions, 
students attending the middle 
and high school from the el- 
enu^H^ry school’s region will 
fcfot be transported by fchool 
buses. Students in the cl3§ed 
“school and the middle and 
high school students from the 
elementary region will also be 
excused on those days. 

It is possible that an initial¬ 
ly announced 2- or 3-hour de¬ 
lay may change to a closure as 
conditions warrant. Weather 
conditions can change rapidly 
in Garrett County, and not 
all regions experience the 
same weather conditions at 
any given time. For these rea¬ 
sons, it is recommended that 
parents, caregivers, staff and 
students continue to monitor 
media outlets throughout the 
morning. 

The decision to adjust the 
school day schedule must 
be made by officials no later 
than 6 a.m. Adjustments to 
an initial delayed opening 
announcement may be made 
as weather conditions change. 

Early-out decisions be¬ 
cause of the weather are typi¬ 
cally made 2 hours in advance 
of the planned early dismissal 
time, the spokesperson said. 

A new component for 
staff has been introduced this 
year. A series of codes will be 
announced to alert staff of 
an adjustment to their work 
hours. A list of the codes are 


available on the transporta¬ 
tion page of the GCPS web¬ 
site (garrettcountyschools. 
org). 

The new code system has 
nothing to do with the stu¬ 
dents' schedule for the day, 
the spokesperson said. 

To keep the public in¬ 
formed of all delay/closure 
decisions, public announce¬ 
ments are made immedi¬ 
ately on local radio stations, 
on the district website, and 
via Facebook and Twitter.

PIKESVILLE - Book¬ 
keeping errors by the Mary¬ 
land Department of State 
Police contributed to what 
looked to be questionable 
spending and inaccurate 
handgun records, according 
to an audit released Tuesday 

The audit found the de¬ 
partment had been lump¬ 
ing together expenditures 
in its state accounting re¬ 
cords rather than identifying 
the specific activities it was 
spending money on. That 
practice resulted in unusually 
large balances across certain 
accounts, including one with 
a $44 million deficit and 
another with a $34 million 
surplus - “neither of which 
were reasonable,” according 
to the audit. 

The audit also concluded 
the department failed to pro¬ 
vide enough evidence to but¬ 
tress several of its budgeting 
claims and decisions. 

Audits serve to “find 
things that we could be do¬ 
ing better,” said Greg Shipley, 
spokesman for the State Po¬ 
lice Department. “This was, 
as audits go, a very good 
audit for the Maryland State 
Police.” 

For example, a June 2014 
record showing $28.2 million 
in revenue that could have 
been used to cover the depart¬ 
ment’s incurred expenses was 
not supported by additional 
documents. And for four 
contracts totaling $9 million, 
the department did not offer 
a sufficient breakdown as to 
how it selected the contract 
recipients, how it determined 
the necessary price of the 
contracts, or how the monev 
would be spent, the audit 
found. 

The audit also found dis¬ 
crepancies in roughly 4,000 
handgun serial numbers in a

10-month period across two 
electronic databases - the 
Maryland Automated Fire¬ 
arms Services System and 
the Information Sharing for 
Applicant Background and 
Licensing - that the depart¬ 
ment uses to keep track of 
registered firearms. 

The discrepancies 
stemmed largely from the 
systems’ different purposes, 
according to Shipley. 

MAFSS is a legacy sys¬ 
tem that tracks firearms and 
firearm ownership in Mary¬ 
land, and is the system law 
enforcement officers actively 
use, Shipley said. Conversely, 
ISABL is a new database 
not currently used by police. 
Rather, the department’s 
licensing division developed 
the database in an effort to 
make the tracking process 
more automated. 

The department estab¬ 
lished the newer system ear¬ 
lier this year, but the system 
is still a work in progress, 
accounting for some of the 
discrepancies between the 
systems, according to Ship- 
ley. Given the accuracy of 
MAFSS, the handgun serial 
numbers were not lost or un¬ 
accounted for, Shipley said. 

In October 2013, the Fire¬ 
arms Safety Act amped up 
gun regulations throughout 
Maryland. The law made it 
so that anyone selling, rent¬ 
ing, or transferring a gun 
in Maryland may only do 
so if the person receiving 
the gun has and can show a 
valid handgun qualification 
license. 

To obtain a license, indi¬ 
viduals must pay a $50 fee 
and undergo fingerprinting, 
a handgun safety course, and 
a criminal background check. 

The newer system is part 
of a larger push from the 
department to automate the 
licensing process to make it 
more streamlined and “elimi¬ 
nate a lot of these errors,” 
Shipley said. And prior to 
the audit’s release, the depart¬ 
ment had been working to 
improve its record-keeping. 
Earlier this year, it established 
a three-tiered quality control 
system for data, part of which 
provides a full-time employee

for data entry, Shipley said. 

The department agreed 
with all but one of the sug¬ 
gestions provided in the audit. 
The lone exception was a 
critique that the department 
require a paper copy of in¬ 
dividuals’ handgun licenses. 
While the department plans 
to follow that guideline, the 
recommendation doesn’t fit 
into its move toward elec¬ 
tronic documentation and is 
somewhat redundant, accord¬ 


ing to Shipley. 

“There’s no need for the 
dealer to provide us a piece 
of paper with a photocopy of 
your HQL on it because we’re 
the ones that issued it to you,” 
Shipley said. 

“A comparison of this 
would be like the Motor 
Vehicle Administration re¬ 
quiring that you send them a 
photocopy of your license to 
verify that you have a driver’s 
license,” he added. 


A representative from Gov. 
Larry Hogan’s office had not 
responded to a request for 
comment by late Wednesday 
afternoon. The audit, which 
looked at financial records 
from 2011 to 2014, covered 
the last three years of former 
Gov. Martin O’Malley’s sec¬ 
ond term. Representatives 
from O’Malley’s presidential 
campaign also did not re¬ 
spond to a request for com¬ 
ment.

There are always gifts waiting for you at 
Grandma’s, and in the new book Grandma’s Christmas Wish 
by Helen Foster James, illustrated by Petra Brown, you’ll 
see what they might be. 

Grandma loves you. That’s important to know. She loves 
you every day, especially at Christmas because you 3 ye her 
“Jingle Bells Baby.” She likes spending the holiday^ with 
you, hanging stockings, and decorating the tree. She likes 
to play in the snow, catch you when you slide, and watch 
you open your gifts. 

So will Grandma give you presents? Yes! For sure, snug¬ 
gles and kisses. Mistletoe and bedtime stories, memories, 
happiness, and everything a kid like you needs at Christmas 
and beyond.

Schllpp Takes Over NHS Hoops 
Program; Klotz To Anchor Squad 


The Northern High varsity 
basketball team, under the 
leadership of head coach 
Brian Schilpp in his inaugural 
season, will begin its quest to 
improve on last season’s mark 
of 6-16 at Allegany on Dec. 
4, but will need to replace the 
void left by three graduating 
seniors to do so. 

Schilpp replaced Oliver 
Jones, whose 4-year stint at 
the helm of the Huskies' bas¬ 
ketball program produced a 
record of 20-71. 

Lost to graduation from 
last year's team, which fell in 
the first round of the 2014-15 
Maryland Class 1A playoffs 
to Fort Hill, 53-51, was All- 
Area Honorable Mention 
guard Trevon Jones, as well 
as Brett Oates, and Jonah 
Schneider. The trio accounted 
for 60% of the team's scoring, 
rebounding, and assists from 
a year ago. 

"Inexperience and depth 
could be concerns, but it all 
depends on how quickly [the 
players] gel with their team¬ 
mates and the new coaching 
staff," said Schilpp. 


Joining Schilpp on the 
Huskies' staff is Ron Opel, 
Blake Walker, and Brian 
King. Schilpp will lead both 
the varsity and junior varsity 
squads into action, with Opel 
serving as an assistant to 
each. The head coach of the 
freshman team is Walker, and 
he will be assisted by King. 

Schilpp will look to 6'5" 
senior center Kyle Klotz to 
lead the somewhat inexpe¬ 
rienced Huskies. He returns 
for his third season at the 
varsity level, and will give the 
Huskies a dominant inside 
presence. 

As a sophomore, Klotz 
scored 151 points, and fol¬ 
lowed that up with 337 points 
last season, while shooting 
51% from the floor in 22 
games played. Klotz did more 
than score for the Huskies a 
year ago, as he also led the 
team in rebounds with 7.9 
per game. 

Expected to join Klotz in 
the starting lineup are senior

Austin Evans. 

The 6' Mallow shot 40% 
from behind the arc in 2014- 
15, draining 19 of the 47

rience in the back court for 
Northern. As a sophomore, 
the 5T0" guard scored 49 
points, grabbed 25 rebounds, 
and dished out 34 assists, but 
saw his numbers diminish in 
his junior campaign.

Wesleyan. Reams is now 
playing basketball at Mount 
Aloysious College, Adams 
is attending Westmoreland 
College, Cvetnik will suit 
up for the W.Va.

Replacing those departed 
seniors will prove to be a tall 
task, as the Rams graduated 
95% of their scoring from last 
season.

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Hogan Pursues 
Penalties, Repairs 
From Volkswagen 

The Hogan administra¬ 
tion announced this week its 
intention to seek penalties 
and corrective actions from 
automaker Volkswagen for 
installing devices that allowed 
thousands of vehicles to pol¬ 
lute Maryland's air at up to 
40 times the federal emissions 
standard. 

Maryland intends to join 
with other states in asserting 
environmental enforcement 
claims against Volkswagen 
and pursuing joint settlement 
negotiations to require the 
carmaker to take corrective 
actions and pay financial 
penalties. Volkswagen has ad¬ 
mitted to installing software 
known as "defeat devices" to 
circumvent emissions stan¬ 
dards. Such action violates 
Maryland law. 

"Maryland is working 
hard to cut smog from power 
plants in Maryland and from 
upwind states - and from the 
cars and trucks that travel 
our roads," said Maryland 
secretary of the environment 
Ben Grumbles. "We will work 
to make sure that Volkswagen 
cleans up its act." 

In September, the U.S. En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agen¬ 
cy (EPA) issued a Notice of 
Violation of the Clean Air 
Act to Volkswagen AG, Audi 
AG, and Volkswagen Group

EPA issued a second no¬ 
tice in November alleging 
defeat devices were installed 
in certain Volkswagen, Audi, 
and Porsche light duty diesel 
vehicles for model years 2014 
through 2016. 

The Department of the 
Environment estimates that 
about 10,000 Maryland vehi¬ 
cles were affected by Volkswa¬ 
gen's actions. The department 
estimates that the affected ve¬ 
hicles emitted more than 700 
tons of additional NOx since 
2009 - the equivalent of an 
additional 300,000 vehicles 
on Maryland roads each day. 

All vehicles sold in the 
United States must comply 
with EPA or California Air 
Resources Board (CARB) 
emissions standards. Mary¬ 
land, through its Clean Cars 
Program, adopted the CARB 
standards. 

Maryland is one of 12 
states outside California to 
pdopt the CARB standards. 
Gov. Larry Hogan said that 
Maryland will work with 


California and these other 
states to ensure that Volks¬ 
wagen repairs the vehicles 
and provides appropriate 
compensation.

DECEMBER SUN AND MOON - As December be¬ 
gins, the sun appears in front of the stars of Ophiuchus, 
appearing to drift a degree per day eastward relative to the 
stars. On Dec. 18, the sun moves into Sagittarius, where it 
stays until Jan. 19. (These times correspond to the actual 
star group boundaries, not the dates of the astrological 
signs.) Both these star groups will be lost in the sun’s glare 
in December. At dusk, the star group Capricomus may be 
seen low in the southwest. The best zodiac group seen on 
December evenings is Taurus, the Bull in the East. On De¬ 
cember dawns, the star group Libra may be seen low in the 
southeast. Prominent zodiac groups seen in the December 
predawn skies are Leo and Virgo. In early December, sun¬ 
rises in Garrett County are at about 7:20 a.m. Sunsets are at 
about 4:55 p.m. (9.6 hours of daylight). On the first day of 
winter, Dec. 21, the sun rises in Garrett County at 7:34 a.m. 
and sets at 4:57 p.m. This is the shortest amount of daylight 
for the year at 9.4 hours. Around the end of December, 
sunrises are at around 7:38 a.m., while sunsets are at about 
5:05 p.m. (9.45 hours of daylight). So during December, the 
brighter stars are last seen at around 6:30 a.m. (early dawn) 
and then reappear at about 6 p.m. (late dusk). 

At the start of December, the morning moon (waning) is 
two thirds full, shrinking to half full on Dec. 3. The moon 
will appear close to the planet Mars in the predawn sky of 
Dec. 6. The crescent moon will appear above Venus at dawn 
on Dec. 7 and below Venus on Dec. 8. The moon will swing 
from the morning to the evening side of the sun on Dec. 
1 1. On Dec. 14, a slender crescent moon may be seen in the 
southwestern dusk. The nearly full moon will appear near 
the bright star Aldebaran on the evening of Dec. 23. The 
moon will be full on the morning of Dec. 25, so Santa will 
have a bright evening moon to assist him with his deliveries 
on Christmas Eve. For the rest of December, the moon will 
steadily narrow, appearing near the planet Jupiter on New 
Year's Eve in the late evening sky. 

DECEMBER PLANETS - The five nearest planets 
are easily seen by eye during a year, four of them shining 
steadily in contrast to the twinkling stars. (Mercury, only 
seen close to the horizon, may flicker.) In late December, 
the planet Mercury may be seen low in the southwest dusk. 
Look about 40 minutes before the sun sets. Venus (east) 


and Mars (southeast) may be seen for several hours before 
sunrise. Jupiter can be seen in the late evening sky in the 
east, as well as in the predawn sky in the south. 

DECEMBER STARS - December is the month when 
the star group Orion appears low in the east in the evening 
sky. Orion's trademark is his belt of three stars in a row. 
The belt points upward to the bright orange star Aldebaran 
of Taurus. Close to the top of the evening sky is the bright 
golden star Capella. High in the north is Cassiopeia, a 
group that resembles a flattened letter "M.” 

DECEMBER PROGRAMS - December Planetarium 
presentations will be held in the MLC (Multimedia Learn¬ 
ing Center) in Room 186 of FSU's new technology building 
at 4 p.m. and 7 p.m. on Dec. 6, 13, and 20 (all Sundays). 
The program is titled "Wonders of the Winter Skies,” last¬ 
ing about 45 minutes. These programs are live, and time 
is allowed for questions. Room 186 is near the FSU clock 
tower. The cylindrical wall of the MLC can be seen from 
both inside or outside the technology building. Admission 
is free, but food and beverages are not are permitted. (A 
cooler is provided for those who bring such items.)

Western Md. Dental 
Programs Lauded 
By National Group 

The American Associa¬ 
tion of State and Territorial 
Dental Directors (ASTDD) 
recently published on its 
website a synopsis of two lo¬ 
cal dental referral programs 
orchestrated by the West¬ 
ern Maryland Area Health 
Education Center (AHEC) 
and Allegany Health Right 
(AHR). 

ASTDD invited oral health 
providers and organizations 
across the United States to 
submit a detailed accounting 
of a successful public oral 
health program. The AHEC 
and AHR worked together 
to submit an accounting of 
the emergency department 
dental referral programs both 
agencies orchestrate in the 
western Maryland region and 
parts of West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. 

Allegany Health Right 
has worked to provide low- 
income residents with dental 
care at no cost to them for the 
past decade. AHR has tapped 
grant funding to help pay for 
services for walk-ins, as well 
as patients referred from other 
agencies and the Emergency 
Department at the Western 
Maryland Health System. 

AHR helps those patients 
connect with area dentists, 
who provide services to AHR 
referrals at a reduced rate. It 
also refers patients to dental 
clinics at area health depart¬ 
ments. 

Since its inception, the 
AHR Dental Access Program 
has provided dental care in 
excess of $2.1 million, with 
AHR paying over $807,000 
via grant funding and dental 
practitioners donating over 
$1.3 million in care. Over 
2,400 people have received 
services. 

This year, AHEC insti¬ 
tuted a similar emergency 
department (ED) referral 
program with Potomac Valley 
Hospital in Keyser, WVa., 
and Garrett Regional Medi¬ 
cal Center in Oakland. This 
work is via a large regional 
collaboration of health care 
agencies called Mountain 
Health Alliance (MHA). 

ED patients sign a release 
form allowing MHA's Com¬ 
munity Health Workers to 
contact the patient directly to 
arrange dental care services. 
MHA has created a network 
of dentists in Garrett County, 
Mineral County (WVa.), and 
Washington County who 
provide services at a greatly 
discounted hourly rate. 

In addition to the dental 
service provided, the MHA 
and AHR Community Health 
Workers establish ongoing 
relationships with the people 
served in the program, work¬ 
ing to improve overall health 
by altering behaviors and as¬ 
sisting people in finding the 
support they need through 
a variety of community re¬ 
sources. 

The ASTDD vetted entries 
on addressing oral health in 
the public health arena from 
throughout the United States.

Shadowhunters brings heaven and hell to ABC Family

A ll is not well In Storybrooke, 
Maine. A hero has become a 
villain, and it looks as if someone 
is about to lose their life. Or are 
they? Fans who want to know 
have to tune in to the midseason 
finale of 'Once Upon a Time,' air¬ 
ing Sunday, Dec. 6, on ABC. 

Set simultaneously in a small 
Maine town and an enchanted 
realm, the fantasy drama follows 
familiar fairy-tale characters who 
also exist in present day. The series 
began when Emma Swan (Jennifer 
Morrison, 'House') was reunited 
with the son (Jared Gilmore, 'Mad 
Men') she gave up for adoption. 
He led her to Storybrooke, where 
she learned she's really the daugh¬ 
ter of Snow White/Mary Margaret 
(Ginnifer Goodwin, 'Big Love') 
and Prince Charming/David (Josh 
Dallas, 'Thor,' 2011), and that she 
held the key to breaking a power¬ 
ful curse cast by the Evil Queen/ 
Regina (Lana Parrilla, '24'). 

Mixing fairy-tale characters with 
the modem world was a big gam¬ 
ble, but the show was a hit when 
it first premiered in October 2011, 
despite many predictions that it 
would be the first series canceled 
that season. Now in its fifth sea¬ 
son, the series is still chugging 
along — 'Once Upon a Time' has 
had its ups and downs when it 
comes to ratings, but the network 
knows the show has millions of 
fans who are as loyal as they 
come. 

The premise is an unusual one for 
prime-time network television, but 
co-creator and executive producer 
Edward Kitsis offered some insight 
into why it has connected with 
viewers when he spoke at a panel 
at this year's San Diego Comic-Con. 


'I think that this is a show for 
believers and people who want to 
believe, and l think that it united a 
lot of people that were tired of 
cynicism and believe in magic,' he 
said. 'I think the reason that we 
created this show was to add a lit¬ 
tle hope to the world in any way 
we could.' 

It was Kitsis' fellow creator and 
executive producer, Adam 
Horowitz, who sparked a fan fren¬ 
zy in October when he tweeted a 
picture of the cover of the season 
5 midseason finale's script, which 
showed the episode's title: 'Swan 
Song.' For those not in the know 
(spoiler alertl), Emma Swan was 
transformed into The Dark One at 
the end of season 4. Fans and crit¬ 
ics have been speculating about 
whose 'swan song' the episode 
features, especially since the pro¬ 
ducers have promised more than 
one death this season. 

Many are likely hoping the 
'swan song' in question brings 
Emma back to the light, though 
Morrison said at Comic-Con that 
playing The Dark One has been 
exciting. 'There is some fun to the 
villainy,' she admitted, and went 
on to explain that Emma had been 
through some tough times in her 
life and that 'she's going to face 
the darkness in herself and figure 
out what that means and how to 
truly overcome it instead of just 
repress it.' 

Regardless of what happens to 
Emma, the episode should set the 
tone for the second act of season 
5. The midseason finale is the last 
opportunity for fans to visit the 
Storybrooke characters until 'Once 
Upon a Time' returns in March 
2016 with its milestone 100th epi¬ 
sode. Horowitz and Kitsis have 
teased that the second half of sea¬ 
son 5 will be hell, leading many to

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: As the holiday 
season swings Into full gear, many 
people may be looking to do something 
more enriching than just shopping for 
gifts and getting things we don’t really 
need. Please encourage your readers to 
consider donating to their local shelter 
or offering some of their time as 
volunteers to help pets during the 
holidays and year-round. -- Avid 
Volunteer in Virginia 

DEAR AVID; You told them, and I thank 
you! The holidays can be a very hectic 
time for many people. But finding time 
to volunteer at your local shelter, or 
helping to host a fundraising or pet- 
supplies drive, can be an enriching 
experience and a break from shopping 
and planning for holiday events. 

While some local shelters don't have a 
formal volunteer program, many do. 
The first step is to contact the shelter or 
visit its website to find out if it accept 
volunteers, what jobs they're expected 
to do, and how to apply. If you have 
children who are interested in 
volunteering, find out the minimum age 
and what kids can do if they're too 
young to volunteer. 

For example, the adoption center at 
Boston's MSPCA Angell center requires 
a six-month commitment of two hours 
per week from volunteers, who handle a 
variety of tasks from cleaning habitats 
to feeding the animals, walking dogs, 
socializing with smaller animals, or 
Interacting with visitors. That's quite a 
commitment, but the volunteer 
program often is completely filled each 
year. 

Single-day or weekend volunteer 
activities also may be available, often as 
group events. These are a great way to

AIRPLANE EAR POPPING 
by Dr. Thomas Sheahen 

Q. Here's a puzzling thing about airplanes: Why is it that, 
even though the cabin is pressurized, one still experiences the 
continual "popping" of the ears when ascending and descendr 
ing? Why does that pressure control not prevent that? 

A. What you're experiencing is a delayed effect of the 
pressure changing. You're right that it happens while ascend¬ 
ing and descending. 

Typically, when a plane is flying above 30,000 feet, the 
air pressure inside the cabin is set to the equivalent of no 
higher than 10,000 feet altitude. That actually saves quite 
a bit of weight! If the plane took off from, or intends to 
land at, an airport near sea level, there must be a transition 
period on both the way up and the way down while the 
pressure is being adjusted. 

Meanwhile, your eardrum is open to the ambient air 
via the ear canal, and even with a little earwax present, the 
pressure from the outside on your eardrum immediately 
becomes equal to the pressure in the cabin. However, on 
the inside of your ear, there is a eustachian tube going from 
your eardrum to your throat. It is very common for that to 
have gunk in it, such as mucus lining your throat. 

Under normal circumstances, the pressure is the same 
on both sides of your eardrum. But if the pressure is higher 
on the inside, the eardrum will start to bow outward; and 
conversely, higher pressure on the outside will make it bow 
inward. In adults, this is slightly uncomfortable; in babies, 
it hurts. 

Imagine a time when you've been flying along for a 
couple hours, and you don't even notice the lower cabin 
pressure. Also, by this time you've forgotten about any 
ear discomfort during the ascent. Then the plane begins 
to prepare for landing, so the pilot sets the air pressure to 
gradually increase to ground-level pressure. 

The air on the outside of your eardrum quickly equals 
whatever the new cabin pressure is. But the air in your eu¬ 
stachian tubes is still at the previous pressure, which only 
slowly increases, as the air from inside your throat creeps 
past the gunk.

that period of adjustment, your eardrum is bowed inward. 
If you hear a baby aboard the plane start crying, you can 
bet that’s the reason. 

To hurry the adjustment process along, you need to ex¬ 
ercise your eustachian tubes. The best way to do that is to 
yawn - a really big, big yawn if you can manage it. Stretch¬ 
ing the jaw muscles makes your throat change shape, and 
wiggles the eustachian tubes a little. Swallowing also causes 
a little motion. When some air gets through, the pressure 
suddenly equalizes, and there will be a gentle "pop” felt in 
your ear. Keep on yawning and swallowing as the plane 
descends. One side might take longer than the other to 
equilibrate. 

To help a baby handle the changing pressure, this is the 
ideal time for nursing the child. If you have a slightly bigger 
toddler, challenge him/her to a yawning contest. The pain 
goes away instantly when the air pressure is equal across 
the eardrum. 

Through long experience, the airlines have figured out 
what passengers can tolerate, and so the minimum cabin 
air pressure (highest equivalent altitude) is reached very 
gradually. On the way down, to avoid ear pain, the pressure 
increase is also very gradual. Ideally, by the time passengers 
are standing up to walk off the plane, nobody's ears feel 
weird any more.

Be Discussed At 
Dec. 17 Meeting 

An informational meeting 
and listening session about 
the formation of the West¬ 
ern Maryland Food Council 
will be held on Thursday, 
Dec. 17, at 6 p.m. at Garrett 
College in Room 202. The 
council will address food 
system-related issues in the 
three westernmost counties. 

“The food system in 
America today is complex 
compared to decades past,” 
said Willie Lantz of the Uni- 
versty of Maryland Exten¬ 
sion. “With less than 1% 
of the current population 
actively engaged in farming, 
a majority of the food moves 
through intricate channels 
of transportation, process¬ 
ing, regulation, and market¬ 
ing before being consumed. 
Many issues ranging from 
health issues such as obesity 
and diabetes to environmen¬ 
tal issues to local production 
issues complicate our cur¬ 
rent food system. 

“To help us better under¬ 
stand and enhance the food 
system in western Maryland, 
Town Creek Foundation has 
awarded a grant to Western 
Maryland RC&D to form 
the Western Maryland Food 
Council.” 

Town Creek Foundation 
supports the development of 
food councils in Maryland 
to help achieve the goals of 
systemic change for sustain¬ 
ability, improved quality of 
the Chesapeake Bay, and 
efforts to address climate 
change. 

Town Creek Foundation 
supports sustainable agri¬ 
culture and local food as 
a means to contribute in 
positive ways to all of these 
goals. A steering committee 
led by Dan Fiscus and Corey 
Armstrong with Frostburg 
State University has devel¬ 
oped the framework for the 
Food Council. 

The draft mission of the 
Western Maryland Food 
Council is to bring together 
diverse stakeholders to in¬ 
tegrate the aspects of the 
food system to sustain and 
enhance the environmental, 
economic, social, and nu¬ 
tritional health of western 
Maryland. It is envisioned 
that food system stakehold¬ 
ers such as farmers, food 
processors, educators, health 


care providers, food banks, 
and government officials 
will make up the Food 
Council. 

The following goals have 
been outlined for the Food 
Council: 

1. Increase local food pro¬ 
duction and the number of 
growers; 

2. Develop markets and 
distribution channels for lo¬ 
cal food; 

3. Provide a clearing¬ 
house for information and 
help coordinate efforts by 
networking; 

4. Address food policy 
and help inform about food 
policy via the statewide net¬ 
work of all food councils.

Vilsack Notes 
Enrollment For 
CRP Underway 

U.S. agriculture secretary 
Tom Vilsack this week re¬ 
minded farmers and ranchers 
that the next general enroll¬ 
ment period for the Con¬ 
servation Reserve Program 
(CRP) began Tuesday and 
will remain open until Feb. 
26,2016. 

December 2015 also marks 
the 30th anniversary of CRP, 
a federally funded program 
that assists agricultural pro¬ 
ducers with the cost of restor¬ 
ing, enhancing, and protect¬ 
ing certain grasses, shrubs, 
and trees to improve water 
quality, prevent soil erosion, 
and reduce loss of wildlife 
habitat. 

As of September 2015, 
24.2 minion acres were en¬ 
rolled in CRP. The program 
is also protecting more than 
170,000 stream miles with 
riparian forest and grass buf¬ 
fers, enough to go around the 
world seven times. An inter¬ 
active tour of CRP success 
stories from across the U.S.

“Over the past 30 years, 
farmers, ranchers, conserva¬ 
tionists, hunters, fishermen, 
and other outdoor enthusiasts 
have made CRP one of the 
most successful conservation 


programs in the history of 
the country,” said Vilsack. 
“Today, CRP continues to 
make major environmental 
improvements to water and 
air quality. This is another 
longstanding example of 
how agricultural production 
can work hand in hand with 
efforts to improve the environ¬ 
ment and increase wildlife 
habitat.” 

Participants in CRP es¬ 
tablish long-term, resource- 
conserving plant species, such 
as approved grasses or trees 
(known as “covers”) to con¬ 
trol soil erosion, improve 
water quality, and develop 
wildlife habitat on marginally 
productive agricultural lands. 
In return, FSA provides par¬ 
ticipants with rental payments 
and cost-share assistance. 

At times when commod¬ 
ity prices are low, enrolling 
sensitive lands in CRP can be 
especially attractive to farmers 
and ranchers, as it softens the 
economic hardship for land- 
owners at the same time that 
it provides ecological benefits. 
Contract duration is between 
10 and 15 years. The long¬ 
term goal of the program is to 
re-establish native plant spe¬ 
cies on marginal agricultural 
lands for the primary purpose 
of preventing soil erosion and 
improving water quality and 
related benefits of reducing 
loss of wildlife habitat. 

Contracts on 1.64 million 
acres of CRP are set to expire 
on Sept. 30, 2016. Producers 
with expiring contracts or pro¬ 
ducers with environmentally 
sensitive land are encouraged 
to evaluate their options under 
CRP. 

Since it was established on 
Dec. 23, 1985, Vilsack says 
CRP has: 

•Prevented more than 9 bil¬ 
lion tons of soil from eroding, 
enough soil to fill 600 million 
dump trucks; 

•Reduced nitrogen and 
phosphorous runoff relative 
to annually tilled cropland 
by 95 and 85 percent, respec¬ 
tively; and 

•Sequestered an annual 
average of 49 million tons 
of greenhouse gases, equal 
to taking 9 million cars off 
the road. 

Since 1996, CRP has cre¬ 
ated nearly 2.7 million acres 
of restored wetlands.

Maryland state conser¬ 
vationist Terron Hillsman, 
Ph.D., visited Grantsville 
last week to announce new 
funding to protect the health 
and productivity of Mary¬ 
land’s agricultural land. 

According to a spokes¬ 
person, Hillsman joined lo¬ 
cal conservation leaders to 
encourage Maryland farm¬ 
ers and forest land owners 
to sign up for the Environ¬ 
mental Quality Incentives 
Program (EQIP) adminis¬ 
tered through the Natural 
Resources Conservation Ser¬ 
vice (NRCS), and recognize 
the high-impact conserva¬ 
tion work being, implement¬ 
ed in Garrett and Allegany 
counties. 

EQIP is reportedly one of 
NRCS’s most popular farm 
bill conservation programs. 
Under this program, NRCS 
offers technical and financial 
assistance to plan and install 
conservation practices on 
cropland, pastureland, and 
non-industrial private for¬ 
estland. 

This year, farmers have 
the opportunity to apply 
forj conservation practices 
identified as local priorities. 
County Soil Conservation 
Districts worked with local 
stakeholders and NRCS to 
create local funding pools 
that address resource con¬ 
cerns specific to each county 
in Maryland. 

Farmers can sign up 
for conservation programs 
throughout the year, but 
funding selections are made 
at specific times, and the lo¬ 
cal EQIP sign-up deadline is 
Dec. 18. 

The partnership event 
was hosted by the Garrett 
County Soil Conserva¬ 
tion District, and included 
presentations from district 
manager Shaun Sanders and 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) area co- 


son. 

Together, the Maryland 
Association of Soil Conser¬ 
vation Districts, MDA, and 
NRCS form the Maryland 
Conservation Partnership. 

Dr. Hillsman noted that 
locally led conservation 
must be driven by natural 
resource conservation needs 
rather than by legislated pro¬ 
grams. 

“The local EQIP funding 
pools put Soil Conservation 
Districts in the driver’s seat 
and ensure that locally iden¬ 
tified resource concerns are 
addressed with federal assis¬ 
tance for conservation prac¬ 
tices,” he said. “I encourage 
Maryland producers to take 
advantage of this opportu¬ 
nity to improve the natural 
resources in their farm.” 

After presenting infor¬ 
mation on the vital conser¬ 
vation services the Garrett 
Soil Conservation District 
provides to the community, 
Sanders noted that the fed¬ 
eral, state and local staff 
work side by side in the ser¬ 
vice center. 

"Often times, a produc¬ 
er comes in the door and 
doesn’t even know which 
agency the staff member 
they’re talking with works 
for,” he said. “By under¬ 
standing each other’s pro¬ 
grams and objectives, we’re 
able to provide our custom¬ 
ers the best service possible.”

House Democrats

WASHINGTON - For¬ 
mer Maryland Gov. Martin 
O'Malley met with the House 
Democratic Caucus Tuesday 
morning in an effort to earn 
more support for his presi¬ 
dential run as he continues 
to struggle in the polls. 

Democratic frontrunner 
Hillary Clinton has been 
ehdorsed by 38 senators and 
144 House members, includ¬ 
ing every Democrat in the 
Maryland delegation. 

"I certainly asked all the 
members if I could not to¬ 
day be their first choice, if I 
could today be their second 
choice, and I look forward to 
their support in the future,” 
O’Malley said in a press 
conference after the meet¬ 
ing, responding to a Capital 
News Service question. "So 
I don’t expect any endorse¬ 
ments today, but I do expect 
endorsements later in this 
process once the people start 
to decide.” 

In addition to not receiv¬ 
ing any endorsements from 
Maryland’s congressional 
Democrats, O'Malley also 
has struggled to earn support 
from the voters of his home 
state. Just 7 percent of Mary¬ 
land Democratic voters listed 
the former governor as their 
top choice in a Maryland 
public opinion survey con¬ 
ducted in November by St. 
Mary’s College and released 
Tuesday. 

That survey also showed 
O'Malley holding a 26 per¬ 
cent approval rating among 
Maryland residents, with 66 
percent rating him unfavor¬ 
ably. 

Hillary Clinton led with 
48 percent of Maryland re¬ 
spondents, while Vermont 
Sen. Bernie Sanders received 
19 percent. 

Speaking to reporters, 
O'Malley drew a contrast 
between himself and the 
two Democratic frontrun¬ 
ners on economic policy, 
trying to position himself 
between Clinton and Sanders, 
a self-described Democratic 
socialist. 

"The economy we build 
is a product of the choices 
we make," O'Malley said. 
"Between the sort of crony 
capitalism and Wall Street 
capitalism, an economy by 
the few and for the few, and 
the proven failure that is so¬ 
cialism, there is a better way 
forward and it is fair market 
American capitalism where, 
when people work hard, they 
are able to get ahead." 

House Democratic Cau¬ 
cus chairman Rep. Xavier 
Becerra of California said 
O’Malley received a warm 
reception from Democrats in 
the closed meeting. 

"Not only was he well- 


received, he received a stand¬ 
ing ovation and quite a bit 
of applause. And so he’s 
considered a great fiiend, a 
great Democrat, and one of 
the best governors we’ve seen 
in quite some time,” Becerra 
said in a press conference 
after the caucus meeting. 
"All of us were thrilled and 
pleased that he took the time 
to visit with us and give us 
more words about his leader¬ 
ship and what he would do 
for this country." 

O'Malley has been en¬ 
dorsed by one member of 
Congress, Rep. Eric Swalwell 1 ] 
of California, a University^ 
of Maryland College Park" 


alumnus. 

"What I most admire is 
his perspective as someone 
who is willing to, day in and 
day out, make the case liter¬ 
ally doorstep to doorstep, 
main street to main street, 
across Iowa and New Hamp¬ 
shire, and he believes that 
the time he puts in now will 
pay dividends come January 
and February,” Swalwell told 
reporters after the meeting. 

On the Republican side, 
the St. Mary’s College survey 
showed strong support in 
Maryland for Donald Trump 
and Ben Carson, with 27 
percent and 24 percent, re¬ 
spectively. The survey was 


conducted via e-mail and had relatively high margin of error 
116 respondents, giving it a of plus or minus 9.1 percent.

NOW ON DISPLAY at the Garrett County Historical Society Museum in downtown 
Oakland s this rare fossil that was found 65 years ago on a local farm. According to 
the Carnegie Museum of Natural History, this is a stem section of a lepidodendron 
tree, also known as a scale tree, an extinct prehistoric plant that was abundant in 
the Carboniferous Period 350-286 million years ago. The plant thrived in the wettest 
parts of prehistoric coal swamps and commonly grew in dense stands. The tree could 
reach a height of over 180 feet, and have a trunk of over 6 feet in diameter. The tree 
died out by the end of the Mesozoic Era, which was 252-66 million years ago. This

office stopped 314 fraudulent 
returns worth approximately 
$656,000. As of the end of 
October 2j015, the office had 
stopped 18,709 fraudulent 
returns totaling more than 
$38 million, according to 
Franchot. 

Since he took office in 
2007, the comptroller’s office 
has stopped approximately 
$152 million in tax fraud, 
Franchot said. 

Franchot did not say how 
much fraudulent tax returns 
have cost the state. 

The act would increase 
the statute of limitations for 
tax-related crimes to six years, 
allowing officials more time 
to fully investigate crimes 
and press charges. The cur¬ 
rent statute of limitations is 
three years. 

Under the proposed law, 
people committing certain 
tax-related crimes would 
face felony instead of misde¬ 
meanor charges, according to 
the comptroller's office news 
release. 

For those tax preparers 
under investigation for com¬ 
mitting fraud, officials could 
place injunctions to stop them 
from filing more returns. 

The act would also provide 
officers in the comptroller's 
field enforcement division 
with additional powers need¬ 
ed to enforce tax law, includ¬ 
ing issuing subpoenas and

Emissions Controls On CoaPFired 
Power Plants Making A Difference 


Emissions controls on 
coal-fired power plants are 
making a difference in re¬ 
ducing exposure of mercury 
to people, especially in the 
western Maryland area. A 
study of air quality from the 
University of Maryland Cen¬ 
ter for Environmental Science 
found that levels of mercury 
in the air from power plant 
emissions dropped more than 
half over a 10 -year period, 
coinciding with stricter pol¬ 


lution controls. 

"I was surprised when I 
first saw it," said the study's 
author Mark Castro, associ¬ 
ate professor with the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland Center 
for Environmental Science's 
Appalachian Laboratory in 
Frostburg. "We've been mea¬ 
suring mercury for years. To 
see such a dramatic drop was 
exciting."

The sheer ignorance and uninformed grandstand¬ 
ing of Donald Trump have reached the point that he 
is now clearly putting our country in greater jeopardy 
of terrorism, particularly with his latest assessment 
that all Muslims - all 1.6 billion of them, less those 
currently in the U.S. - should be banned from entering 
the United States.

In 
order for ISIS' plan to work, it needs to dehumanize 
its enemies, but perhaps more importantly, it needs 
Americans and Europeans to dehumanize Muslims. 

"ISIS and al Qaida are global movements, and with 
the Internet and social media, they can recruit people 
from all over the world, including people on American 
and European soil. And they only have to recruit a 
tiny number of Americans and Europeans, initiate a 
single attack, and kill a few people to cause the huge 
overreactions that they want from their opponents. Let 
us not react in ways that ISIS wants.” 

So very well said, Paul. It is hoped that persons who 
have so far been duped by Mr. Trump into thinking he 
is the best candidate for president of the United States 
will heed the words of Mr. Chappell and many other 
informed, experienced, intelligent people before actu¬ 
ally casting their vote in next year’s primary elections.

Your editorial goes on to 
demand that NRA members 
solve the gun violence prob¬ 
lem. Before you demand that 
the NRA solve a problem it 
did not create, I suggest you 
extend your problem-solving 
philosophy to other national 
crises. 

Is everyone who drinks 
alcohol responsible for the 
violence associated with al¬ 
cohol abuse? Why don’t we 
require ignition interlocks on 
all cars? 

How about the people 
who eat Big Macs? Are they 
responsible for the obesity 
epidemic, diabetes, heart dis¬ 
ease, etc., which are caused 
by fatty food? Perhaps fast- 
food lovers should be required 
to propose solutions to our 
health problems before they 
are allowed to buy their next 
hamburger or pizza.

John Frank, Garrett County 
Department of Public Safety 
and Emergency Manage¬ 
ment, worked together to 
bring the cost down. 

"That’s a big amount for 
a bond issue," Beitzel said 
about the $500,000 request, 
noting that other local enti¬ 
ties, including the Board of 
Education, will be asking for 
funding. 

Sen. Edwards concurred. 

"I represent three counties, 
so I get requests from three 
counties, and there is only so 
much money you can get," he 
said. "The most you can get is 
about $250,000." 

He said if Beitzel does 
not get any other local bond 
requests for Garrett County 
and/or the part of Alleg¬ 
any County that he repre¬ 
sent, they will put in the full 
$500,000 request and see 
what happens. 

"We’ll do the best we can," 
the senator said. 

The commissioners also 
requested a $ 1.2 million bond 
bill to provide water and 
sewer infrastructure at Key¬ 
sets Ridge Industrial Park. 
The cost of that project is es¬ 
timated at $2.2 million, with 
approximately $ 1 million cur¬ 
rently available to the county. 

Commissioner Edwards 
said the project includes con¬ 
struction of a 200,000-gSllon 
water storage tank and a 
waste treatment plant. 

"For water and sewer infra¬ 
structure, $1.2 million would 
probably be beyond the realm 
of possibility for a bond is¬ 
sue," Beitzel said. 

He said the General As¬ 
sembly will probably want 
the commissioners to explore 
other options, including ob¬ 
taining low-interest loans and 
grants from the Appalachian 
Regional Commission (ARC) 
and Rural Development, be¬ 
fore submitting a bond bill. 

"We’ll discuss that with 
MDE (Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment) 
officials to see if there are 
some other sources of pos¬ 
sible funding," Beitzel said. 

For future projects, he 
suggested the commissioners 
contact the governor early in 
his capital budget drafting 
process to see if they can be 
included for allocations. Beit¬ 
zel indicated it is much easier 
to get funding approved if it is 
in the governor's budget 

"There's no way you're go¬ 
ing to get a bond bill for $2.2 
million," Sen. Edwards told 
the commissioners. 

He suggested they divide 
the Keyser’s Ridge initiative 
into two separate projects 
- water and sewer - and out¬ 
line how much is needed for 
each aspect. This information 
should then be included in 
budgetary request letters to 
the governor and Secretary 
David Brinkley, Maryland 
Department of Budget and 
Management. 

The next General Assem¬ 
bly session starts on Jan. 13, 
2016, so the senator stressed 
that the letters be sent as soon 
as possible. 

"The likelihood is slim, 
because you do have these 
other funds," he said about 
being including in the budget. 

The commissioners also 
requested a $50,000 bond to 
help fund a study to examine 
the impact of Marcellus shale 
drilling on the local economy. 
Commissioner Edwards said 
the commissioners would be 
willing to match that funding 
from other sources. He noted, 
however, that the county has 
"beaten the bushes" at the 
state level to get money for 
the project, but to no avail. 

"The county has allocated 
$75,000 for the study," he 
said, noting that half of that

To get the study started, 
the commissioners award¬ 
ed a $13,325 bid Monday 
afternoon to Downstream 
Strategies, Morgantown, 
W.Va. The company has up 
to four months to establish 
the study’s parameters. 

Beitzel said he and the 
senator would have to discuss 
the $50,000 request to see if 
funding is available. 

Sen. Edwards said he has 
written a letter to MDE sec¬ 
retary Ben Grumbles to see if 
he has funding available for 
the study in his budget. 

"At this point, I haven't re¬ 
ceived a response," the sena¬ 
tor said. "I think he’ll come 
back and say, ’We (the state) 
already did an economic de¬ 
velopment study.’" 

The senator said that study 
could have been done better. 
He indicated he would ask 
Grumbles again about the 
funding after the session starts 
if he does not hear from him 
in the near future. 

Also at Monday's meet¬ 
ing, administrator Debbe 
Owston presented a request 
to the commissioners and 
lawmakers from the local 
liquor control board to cre¬ 
ate a new seven-day license. 
Currently, businesses that 
sell alcohol obtain a six-day 
license. If they are located 
in voting precincts that allow 
Sunday sales, they may also 
get a Sunday option license. 

The LCB requested that 
the six-day licenses be re¬ 
pealed and new seven-day 
ones be cieated. This would 
enable businesses that cur¬ 
rently cannot sale alcohol on 
Sunday to do so without a 
referendum being presented 
to voters again. Local resi¬ 
dents were able to vote for 
or against on-premises and 
off-premises Sunday sales in 
November 2014. 

Commissioner Edwards 
said the commissioners were 
not willing at this time to sup¬ 
port changing the licensing 
process, g ven that a Sunday 
sales referendum was recently 
held. 

"It would be very difficult, 
in our opinion," he said, "to 
justify overriding the voice of 
the people who voted in that 
referendum, and tell them, 
'You voted this way, but we 
don't care. We're going to 
implement it this way.’" 

He said the commissioners 
did support putting it back 
on a referendum for voters in 
precincts that currently do not 
have Sunday alcohol sales. 

About 30 local residents 
attended the commissioners’ 
meeting with Del. Beitzel and 
Sen. Edwards, but no public 
commentary was allowed. 
The local lawmakers held a 
forum for public comment 
last week at Garrett College. 

Eric Robison, Engage 
Mountain Maryland, asked 
Beitzel and Edwards to in¬ 
troduce the "Water Resources 
and Fractured Rock Aquifers 
Act." The proposed legisla¬ 
tion would establish a work 
group to review the 2008 
Wolman Report and collect 
data and water samples from 
wells and streams in Garrett, 
Allegany, Frederick, and 
Washington counties. 

Robison indicated that 
identifying and defining wa¬ 
ter resources and their uses, 
based on the data, would es¬ 
tablish a comprehensive plan 
for all counties in Maryland. 

Friendsville town council¬ 
man Jess Whittemore urged 
the lawmakers to protect 
his town's water source, the 
Youghiogheny River water¬ 
shed. 

"Friendsville is in a very 
uniquely vulnerable position 
when it comes to our drinking 
water," he said, noting that 
virtually the entire watershed 
drains into the town’s water 
intakes. 

Whittemore indicated 
town officials are concerned 
about the effects of Marcellus 
shale drilling on the Yough 
watershed, which makes up 
a little more than half of the 
entire county. 

"Friendsville should be 
concerned because we drink 
half of the county, basically," 
he said. ".So, if this industry 
(drilling) comes to the county, 
we’re concerned a contamina¬ 
tion will shut our drinking 
water source down.” 

He voiced his concerns 
about the possibility of the 
town's 200 residents, many 
of whom are low-income, 
having to pay for a new $2 
million well/water system. 

"How are you going to

Level 4 or 5 indicates that 
the student met or exceeded 
the academic expectations at 
grade levels.

The scores required to 
meet the five performance 
levels were determined over 
the summer by Maryland 
educators and their peers 
around the country. 

“The new PARCC as¬ 
sessments are designed to 
measure students’ progress 
toward college and career 
readiness using the Maryland 
College and Career Readiness 
Standards (MCCRS), and 
our teachers and administra¬ 
tors will continue to work 
diligently to meet the needs of 
every student,” said Dr. Janet 
Wilson, superintendent. “We 
will analyze the results and 
continue to make alignment 
adjustments to curriculum, in¬ 
struction, and local formative 
and summative assessments 
to improve upon this baseline. 

“One new component of 
this testing program is the 
individual home reports stu¬ 
dents will receive,” the super¬ 
intendent continued. “It is im¬ 
portant to consider that these 
new assessments are just one 
way to evaluate a student’s 
progress in selected areas. I 
appreciate all of the focused 
work that has occurred to es¬ 
tablish this baseline and look 
forward to working with the 
staff to make changes based 
on the students’ needs.” 

Interim State Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Jack R. Smith 
said these initial results pro¬ 
vide “a new springboard” for 
Maryland students. 

“We have set the bar high, 
and this data reflects that,” 
Smith said. “These results 
should be viewed in combi¬ 
nation with other measures 
when assessing student prog¬ 
ress.”

needed for instruction, and 
other educational decisions, 
Wilson said. 

School officials noted that 
PARCC results cannot be 
compared with the Maryland 
School Assessment (MSA), 
which the state used for a 
decade, as PARCC is a new 
and different test. It is the first 
assessment aligned to Mary¬ 
land’s College and Career 
Ready Standards, which set 
a more rigorous standard for 
student learning. The tests go 
beyond the former “fill in the 
blank” model of standardized 
tests by emphasizing the need 
for students to demonstrate 
critical thinking, problem 
solving, and clear writing. 

These tests also will show 
growth in student achieve¬ 
ment over time, officials said. 
For example, parents and 
teachers will better be able to 
determine if students taking 
the math and reading as¬ 
sessments in third grade are 
progressing in their under¬ 
standing of the subject matter 
when they reach fourth grade 


set at a less rigorous target. 
As a result, most students 
were considered proficient 
in the subject matter when 
Maryland adopted the plan 
for higher standards and more 
advanced assessment in 2010. 
This pattern of raising stan¬ 
dards and creating new as¬ 
sessments has been in place 
in Maryland since the 1980s. 

“Maryland continues to 
incrementally strengthen its 
learning standards, and we 
expect our students to im¬ 
prove dramatically over time, 
as they have in the past,” Dr. 
Smith said. “With each new, 
more difficult target, our 
students and teachers have 
worked to make the grade. 
The end result has been bet¬ 
ter prepared graduates, and 
a momentum which must 
continue.” 

Future PARCC test results 
will be available sooner as 
more students are assessed 
online, the officials noted. 
More than 99 percent of 
Garrett County students took 
online assessments during 
the spring administration. 
Paper-pencil assessments are 
available as needed in the first 
three years.

Continued from Page A-4 
keep our drinking water safe?’ 
Whittemore asked Edwards 
and Beitzel. 

The senator noted it is not 
known what the state’s “rules 
and regulations” will be con¬ 
cerning drilling because they 
have not yet been drafted by 
the state. The deadline for 
their completion is Oct. 1, 
2016. 

“So, until you’ve got rules 
and regulations in place, say¬ 
ing what approach is going to 
be taken, it’s speculation on a 
lot of things,” Edwards said. 

He said if something 
would happen, down the 
road, to the town’s water be¬ 
cause of fracking or another 
type of situation, monies 
would be available to help 
fund the cost of drilling a well 
and putting in a new system. 
Funding sources would in¬ 
clude state and federal grants 
and low-interest loans. 

“All the burden would not 
fall on just the users,” Ed¬ 
wards said. “There is money 
available.” 

Beitzel said he shared 
Whittemore’s concerns about 
water quality issues. 

“I’d hate to see anything 
happen that would cause any 
regression of water quality, 
not only for Friendsville but 
for anyone else in Garrett 
County,” the delegate said. 

Later in the meeting, Beit¬ 
zel talked about the economic 
benefits of natural gas drilling 
for the country and Garrett 
County. 

“I think we ought to be 
able to develop that resource,” 
Betizel said. 

“I think this country 
should be eneigy independent 
and the sooner the better,” 
Edwards said.

Continued from Page A-l 
their fetuses, and young chil¬ 
dren, are highly susceptible 
to the neurological effects. 
Important sources of mer¬ 
cury in the United States have 
been power plants and waste 
incinerators. Some regions 
in the U.S., particularly those 
downwind of large sources of 
mercury, receive 60-80% of 
their atmospheric mercury 
deposition from these man¬ 
made sources. 

In 2005, the EPA issued 
the Clean Air Mercury Rule 
(CAMR) to reduce mercury 
emissions from power plants, 
and in 2011, the EPA issued 
the Mercury and Air Toxic 
Standards (MATS) to re¬ 
duce mercury emissions by 
90% upon full compliance 
in April 2016. (Note: The 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
recently that MATS needs to 
be re-examined by the D.C. 
Circuit Court.) 

Maryland, with one of 
the most aggressive power 
plant control programs in the 
nation, has in place regula¬ 
tions such as the Healthy Air 
Act that require significant 
reductions in mercury from 
coal-burning power plants. 
The Healthy Air Act required 
an 80 percent reduction in 
mercury in 2010 and a 90 
percent reduction by 2013. 

The purpose of the study 
was to determine if power 
plant emission reductions 
have affected the atmospheric 
concentrations of mercury 
entering western Maryland 
before being transported to 
population centers farther 
east by prevailing westerly 
winds. Measurements were 
made at the Piney Reservoir 
Air Monitoring Station in 
Garrett County, a spot sur¬ 
rounded by forest and farm 
land, where winds arrive 
commonly from the west and 
northwest. 

“Our site is located down¬ 
wind from three states that 
arfef top mercury emitters^ 
said Castro. “We are in It 
hot spot to be impacted by 


regional emissions. If those 
emissions change, we are in 
a good spot to see it.” 

Models predicted that 
power-plart emissions from 
the states of Ohio, Penn¬ 
sylvania, and West Virginia 
contributed up to 50% of the 
mercury that was deposited 
in Maryland. The reductions 
in emissions could be seen in 
the frequency and maximum 
concentrations of the short¬ 
term episodic events of emis¬ 
sions, and the annual average 
concentrations. 

There was a statistically 
significant decrease in the 
annual average concentra¬ 
tions from 2006 to 2013 and 
a strong correlation with 
annual power plant mercury 
emissions from the upwind 
states of Ohio, Pennsylvania, 


and West Virginia. Castro 
said that this was a relatively 
large reduction and strong¬ 
ly suggested that the emis- 
sions reduction strategies 
of CAMR and MATS were 
very effective at reducing the 
concentration of mercury in 
western Maryland. Full com¬ 
pliance with MATS, which 
includes a 90% reduction in 
power-plant mercury emis¬ 
sions, is expected to lower 
concentrations even further. 

The paper, titled “Effec¬ 
tiveness of Emission Controls 
to Reduce the Atmospheric 
Concentration of Mercury,” 
was published by Castro of 
the University of Maryland 
Center for Environmental 
Science’s Appalachian Labo¬ 
ratory and John Sherwell of 
the Maryland Department 


of Natural Resources’ Power 
Plant Research Program. It 
was published in Environmen¬ 
tal Science & Technology. 

This project was funded 
by the Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources and the 
U.S. EPA’s Clear Air Markets 
Program. 

For 90 years, the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland Center 
for Environmental Science 
has assisted with manage¬ 
ment of Maryland’s natural 
resources and the protection 
and restoration of the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay.

Bird Count Set 
For December 19 


Between Dec. 14, 2015, 
and Jan. 5, 2016, volunteers 
across the country will endure 
various weather conditions to 
count birds during the annual 
Audubon Christmas Bird 
Count (CBC). Birders and 
nature enthusiasts in Garrett 
County will take part in this 
tradition on Saturday, Dec.

According to local count 
coordinator Connie Skipper, 
the Audubon Christmas Bird 
Count mobilizes over 70,000 
volunteer bird counters each 
year in more than 2,000 lo¬ 
cations across the Western 
Hemisphere. The count uti¬ 
lizes the power of volunteers 
to track the health of bird 
populations at a scale that 
professional scientists could 
never accomplish alone. Data 
compiled in Garrett County 
will record every individual 
bird and bird species seen in a 


specified area, contributing to 
a vast citizen science network 
that continues a tradition 
stretching back more than 
100 years. 

"The efforts by our Christ¬ 
mas bird counters contribute 
to bird conservation,” said 
Skipper, "however, we all love 
the time spent outdoors with 
friends and with the birds. 

"We had perfect weather 
for last year’s Christmas Bird 
Count in Garrett County,” 
she continued. "One of our 
counters wrote, 'What a great 
day... the duck flocks were 
truly impressive; it seemed 
like every open bit of water 
south of the Glendale Bridge 
was occupied by some water 
fowl.” 

Counts took place in all 
50 states, all Canadian prov¬ 
inces, and over 100 count 
circles in Latin America, the 
Caribbean, and the Pacific 
Islands. The overall count 
tallied over 68 million birds 
and 2,106 different species. 

"This is not just about 
counting birds,” said Gary 
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For more information, 
including session pricing, 


Langham, Audubon’s chief 
scientist. “Data from the 
Audubon Christmas Bird 
Count are at the heart of 
hundreds of peer-reviewed 
scientific studies and inform 
decisions by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, the Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior, and the 
EPA. Because birds are early 
indicators of environmental 
threats to habitats we share, 
this is a vital survey of North 
America and, increasingly, 
the Western Hemisphere.” 

The Audubon Christmas 
Bird Count began in 1900 
when Dr. Frank Chapman, 
founder of Bird-Lore - which 
evolved into Audubon maga¬ 
zine - suggested an alter¬ 
native to the holiday "side 
hunt,” where teams competed 
to see who could shoot the 


most birds. 

“CBC has become a trea¬ 
sured holiday tradition, a 
reunion with birding friends 
and a way to play a small part 
in a big conservation picture,” 
said Langham. "The growing 
combined pool of contributed 
sightings helps researchers 
understand how birds are 
faring in a way that Frank M. 
Chapman could never have 
conceived of back in 1900.” 

The annual Christmas 
Bird Count is organized 
by the National Audubon 
Society. There is no fee to 
participate, and the annual 
published report, American 
Birds, is available online.

CARBON AND CARBON GASES 
by Dr. Thomas Sheahen 

Q. I hear a lot about “carbon pollution" and “carbon di¬ 
oxide." Are they the same thing? 

A. They are definitely not the same thing at all. That 
confusion is probably the foremost reason for all the hostil¬ 
ity and controversy over climate change. 

A carbon atom iall by itself (a “gas” of carbon atoms) 
never appears in any setting we experience. For carbon 
atoms to be free, it would require temperatures near that 
of the surface of the sun. Carbon does bond with other 
carbon atoms in a solid state. The most familiar form is 
graphite, which is what a “pencil lead” is made of. An¬ 
other solid form of carbon is diamond. Tiny particles of 
accumulated carbon atoms result from burning fuels, and 
are called “soot." 

There are two common molecules where carbon com¬ 
bines with oxygen and forms gases: carbon monoxide (CO) 
and carbon dioxide (CO2). Certain other exotic molecules 
(e.g., carbon suboxide, C3O2) are possible, but very rare. 
Carbon also bonds with hydrogen, forming molecules like 
acetylene (C2H2), methane (CH4), ethane (C2H6), propane 
(C 3 H 8 ), etc. Carbon forms compounds with sulfur, too. 

Where the confusion arises is between C, CO, and CO2. 
In nature, carbon is often bound to hydrogen, either as 
coal (C3H5), oil (CH2), or natural gas (CH4). When those 
fuels burn, oxygen combines with carbon to form CO or 
CO2 and releases energy. CO is in a lower-energy state 
than C, and CO2 is in a still-lower-energy state. These 
downward steps in energy make it possible to burn coal or 
wood twice. First, energy is released when C burns to CO; 
second, more energy is released when CO burns to CO2. 

Meanwhile, the hydrogen in fuels combines with oxy¬ 
gen to form water vapor (H 2 O), also releasing energy. 

Carbon monoxide is a poisonous gas, formerly emit¬ 
ted in great quantities by automobile exhaust. Soon after 
World War II, the automobile population of certain cities 
(Los Angeles comes to mind) greatly increased, and soon 
there was a grayish-brown haze all around the city, known 
as “smog.” Since the invention of the catalytic converter in 
the 1970s, most of the CO in auto exhaust gets converted 
to CO 2 , so the gases exiting the tailpipe are much less haz¬ 
ardous and the smog has abated. What makes CO so poi¬ 
sonous is that it is quick to interact with another oxygen 
molecule, including those in your lungs and bloodstream. 
It is energetically downhill for CO to convert to CO 2 . 

To the extent that CO is still around, we certainly call it 
a pollutant. So both soot and carbon monoxide are forms 
of “carbon pollution.” 

However, when CO 2 is formed, that is the bottom of 
the energy basement. There is no further “downhill” to 
go, and hence CO 2 doesn’t react with anything in your 
body. When you breathe out CO 2 , it doesn’t harm anything 
else. CO 2 is a totally worthless molecule - to any type of 
animal life! 

However, there is a way out of the deep energy well that 
CO 2 is in. Sunlight comes along carrying energy, photons 
are absorbed, and the process of photosynthesis in plants 
combines CO 2 and H 2 O to make sugars, feed the plant,

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and promote growth. 

Worldwide, a lot of CO 2 is used up that way. Estimates 
are that the continent of North America, despite all its 
cars and trucks, actually captures more CO 2 than it emits. 
There are a lot of trees between here and the Arctic Circle. 
We call that a net carbon sink. The amount is in the billions 
range. CO 2 is observed,^ swing up and down sea¬ 
sonally each year at monitoring stations around the globe, 
a^gplants grow in springy and then.later the leaves die. 

The story of what becomes of carbon has many more 
chapters, because carbon in the soil, tree roots, and trunks 
takes a different path around the carbon cycle. Organisms 
in the soil exchange carbon with the surroundings. When 
a tree dies, termites convert the wood back into methane 
(CH4). The details are an important aspect of environ¬ 
mental science. 

The confusion comes when these other entirely natural 
molecules containing carbon, notably carbon dioxide, are 
labeled pollutants. Any plant is always happy to see an¬ 
other molecule of CO 2 - it’s a form of plant food. When 
people speak of "reducing your carbon footprint,” too 
often they’re talking about reducing CO 2 , instead of reduc¬ 
ing the real pollutants (soot and carbon monoxide). That’s 
a futile effort, which goes against nature. 

Does CO 2 cause the earth to warm up? Yes, a little, but 
not enough to be worrisome. That’s a longer discussion, 
which we’ll hold off until a future column.

books because they told of this 
world where 'Here is the scaffold¬ 
ing. Here is how it got built. Here is 
who built it. Here is how humanity 
started looking at itself differently 
and getting rid of old fonns of rac¬ 
ism and creating new forms of rac¬ 
ism." 

Part of the 'we' Fergus is talking 
about is his partner in crime. Hawk 
Ostby. The screenwriting duo 
penned the Oscar-nominated 
film 'Children of Men' 
(2006), the mega-hit super¬ 
hero film 'Iron Man' (2008) 
and the Daniel Craig and Olivia 
Wilde-starring film 'Cowboys & 
Aliens' (2011), and now they 
make their first foray into TV writ¬ 
ing with 'The Expanse.' 

The co-creators have a lot of 
material to draw from as the series 
progresses — there are currently 
five novels, two short stories and 
two novellas, and four more nov¬ 
els and three more novellas are 
planned for the book series 
— and, if reaction from 
San Diego Comic-Con 
in July and New 
York Comic Con 
in October is

cation, the series looks primed for a 
long run after its initial 10 episodes. 

'Welp, we have a new favorite 
show,' io9.com's Lauren Davis 
wrote following the July screening. 
'At San Diego Comic-Con, we got 
to watch the entire pilot... and we 
were blown away.' Max Nicholson 
from IGN said that the pilot episode 
'looked gorgeous. The exterior 
space shots and zero gravity effects 
in particular were top notch, espe¬ 
cially for television,' and after the 
viewing in New York, Blastr's Cher 
Martinetti said that Syfy 'has a 
winner on their hands,' judging by 
fan response. 

Of course, the true test comes 
now as sci-fi fans get introduced en 
masse to the story and characters, 
especially if they haven't read the 
books and this is the first time 
they're delving into the world of 
'The Expanse.' They're in capable 
hands, however, as the series has 
lined up an (interstellar cast. 

Alongside Jane and Strait the 
ensemble includes Oscar-nominated 
and Emmy-winning actress Shohreh 
Aghdashloo ('House of Sand and 
Fog,' 2003), Chad L. Coleman ('The 
Walking Dead,' 'The Wire’), Wes 
Chatham ('lhe Help,' 2011), 
Gemini Award nominee Cas Anvar 
('The Tournament') and Dominique 
Tipper ('Vampire Academy,’ 2014).

H umans have always had a pen¬ 
chant for exploring — from the 
depths of the ocean to the vastness 
of the universe, we want to know 
what's out there.

Syfy is based on the international 
bestselling series of novels of the 
same name from James S. A. Corey 
(the pen name used by authors Ty 
Franck and Daniel Abraham), and 
stars three-time Golden Globe nom¬ 
inee Thomas Jane (’The Mist,' 

2007) as Det Josephus Miller, and 
Steven Strait ('Magic City’) as 
rogue ice freighter captain 
James Holden. The pair are on 
the hunt for a missing woman, 
and ultimately end up hot on 


the trail of the biggest con¬ 
spiracy in human history. 

If the source material is 
any indication, 'The 
Expanse' promises to be 
an intriguing tale that 
doesn't need to zip- 
zoom to the outer 
reaches of the galaxy 
to make for good TV.

Divine drama 

ABC brings the biblical melodrama of King Saul to prime time

Divine drama: One of the world's oldest stories is 
coming to the small screen. There have been some 
setbacks since its inception, but ABC has finally 
announced a premiere date for its drama based on 
the story of King Saul of Old Testament fame: 'Of 
Kings and Prophets' premieres Tuesday, March 8, on 
the alphabet network. 

The biblical drama stars Ray Winstone ('The 
Departed,' 2006) as Saul, first king of the united 
Kingdom of Israel, around 1,000 B.C. When Saul 
defies an order from God relayed to him by the 
prophet Samuel (Mohammad Bakri, 'Tyrant'), he 
finds that all his power and might may not be 
enough to keep him on the throne. Oily Rix (’The 
Musketeers") also stars, playing David, a lowly shep¬ 
herd who becomes a serious threat to Saul's kingship. 

If the series sticks with the biblical telling of the 
tale (and why wouldn't they when there's so much 
drama to be found there?), and if it lasts long enough 
to get to the meat of the story, viewers will be treat¬ 
ed to lots of political intrigue, bloody batties and 
steamy romances. 

I question the show's staying power not because I 
doubt its quality, but because Tuesday nights have 
been problematic for the network for a while now. Six 
shows have premiered and been canceled in short 
order in the past three years alone, the newest casu¬ 
alty of the cursed time-slot being freshman serial kill¬ 
er drama 'Wicked City." 

Originally slated to premiere in the fall of 2015, 

'Of Kings and Prophets' has undergone extensive 
revamping on its journey to prime time, it seems that 
ABC has put a lot of eggs in this basket, and network 
execs are taxing no chances. The setbacks have been 
largely due to the decision to rewrite; recast and 
reshoot — that's some serious retooling, effort that 
demonstrates ABC's dedication to making the pro¬ 
gram work, and to bringing the best version of the 
story possib e to television. With great production 
value and herculean efforts by the network to get 
everything just right it should be worth tuning in just 
to see what the finished product is like. 

Showrunners are hoping 'Of Kings and Prophets' 
is the series that breaks the Tuesday night curse and 
boosts the network's ratings. A biblical drama certain¬ 
ly is a new tactic, with the potential to attract a 
broad spectrum of fans.

* It was noted American journalist, fabulist 
and satirist Ambrose Bierce who, in his 
work "The Devil's Dictionary," deflrted 
"painting" as "the art of protecting flat 
surfaces from the weather and exposing 
them to the critic." 

* A married couple in Batavia, New York, 
had such a turbulent marriage that the wife 
had a restraining order issued to keep her 
husband away from her. After the divorce, 
though, they worked things out and 
planned a second wedding. At the 
reception, the second-time groom got into 
an argument with one of the guests, and the 
police were called. The argument didn't 
end up being the real problem; the officers 
on the scene arrested the groom on charges 
of criminal contempt. It seems the original 
restraining order was still in effect - it was 
illegal for him to be near his bride on their 
wedding day. 


* On Dec. 16, 1773, in,Bpstpn Hafbqr,, 
Massachusetts colonists disguised as 
Mohawk Indians board three British tea 
ships and dump 342 chests of tea into the 
harbor in protest of the British 
Parliament's Tea Act of 1773. 

* On Dec. 18, 1865, following its 
ratification by the requisite three-quarters 
of the states earlier in the month, the 13th 
Amendment is formally adopted into the 
U.S. Constitution, ensuring that "neither 
slavery nor involuntary servitude ... shall 
exist within the United States." 

* On Dec. 14,1909, workers place the last 
of the 3.2 million 10-pound bricks that 
pave the Indianapolis Motor Speedway in 
Indiana. Since then, most of that brick has 
been buried under asphalt, but a 1-yard 
strip remains exposed at the start-finish 
line. 


* Those who study such things say that 
dead people can get goosebumps. 

* Arguably, the best-known battle of the 
U.S. Civil War occurred in Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania, in the summer of 1863. This 
battle saw the mo st casualties o f any during 
the war, and it is considered by many 
historians to be a turning point. Many don't 
realize the sheer volume of gunfire that 
occurred there, though; so many bullets 
were fired during the three-day battle -- 
and so many went astray — that trees near 
the battlefield later died from lead 
poisoning. 


* On Dec. 15,1936, writer George Orwell 
delivers the manuscript for his book "The 
Road to Wigan Pier," which chronicles the 
difficult life of the unemployed in northern 
England. Orwell's last novel, "Nineteen 
Eighty-four," brought him lasting fame 
with its grim vision of a future where all 
citizens are watched constantly. 

* On Dec. 20, 1963, more than two years 
after the Berlin Wall was constructed by 
East Germany to prevent its citizens from 
fleeing its communist regime, nearly 
4,000 West Berliners are allowed to cross 
into East Berlin for one day to visit 
relatives.

DEAR PAW'S CORNER: My veterinarian 
recommended that I buy pet insurance 
for my puppy, "Max." Should I purchase 
the insurance that the vet recommends, 
or can I choose my own policy? -- New 
Owner In Nashville 

DEAR NEW OWNER: Pet owners should 
always compare pet insurance policies 
to see what wiii work best for their 
budget and breed of dog (or cat, or 
other pet). There are a number of 
questions you should ask. Each 
insurance provider wiii have a slightly 
different answer, price and type of 
coverage. Here are a few things to iook 
for when considering a policy, courtesy 
ofDVM360: 

* Does your pet's veterinarian accept 
the type of insurance coverage you're 
considering? 

* Is the insurance company licensed in 
your state? 

* Does the policy cover "wellness" or 
"preventive care" such as annual 
checkups and shots? 

* What are the minimum and maximum 
petages for enrollment? 

* What is the policy's deductible? Can 
you change that deductible from year to 
year? 

* What kind of health conditions or care 
are not included? 

* What are the annual and lifetime care 
limits, Ifany? 

* What If your pet has a pre-existing 
condition? 

* Are there any extra fees that could be 
charged? Are any discounts available? 

* How much will you pay per month for 
the policy? Will those rates increase? 
These are just some of the important 
questions you should ask of a pet policy 
provider. You'll want to find a balance 
between the cost of the policy and the 
amount of coverage it provides for 
different health situations. Ideally, Max 
won't suffer a serious illness or 
accident, but a policy can help defray 
the costs should something happen.

In my 
opinion, you bought a reproduction. I base 
this opinion on two things: The piece does, 
indeed, look like new, and the price you 
paid was too good to be true. Many 
commemorative plates are being 
reproduced by the evil elves in China. For 
example, in the area where I live the 
market is being flooded with cobalt 
Shirley Temple mugs -- all fakes. My 
advice is do your homework before 
making a purchase and when a price seems 

to be too low to be real, alas, it generally is.

Q: My uncle recently died in the Napa area 
of California. He had an incredible vintage 
wine collection. My sister and I have 
decided to dispose of the collection, which 
includes more than 1,000 bottles. Can you 
help us? -- Stephen, Coral Gables, Florida 
A: The first idea that occurred to me after 
reading your question was to consider an 
auction house. Heritage Auctions in Dallas 
has liquidated wine collections in the past 
and might be a good source to contact. The 
company generated annual sales last year 
of $900 million and is always accepting 
quality consignments in more than 40 
categories.

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LEGO TEAM URGES RECYCLING - Kim Madigan, 
the recycling coordinator for Garrett County, and Justin 
Baker, a landfill operator, recently gave the members 
of the local NeXT Gen FIRST LEGO League (FLL) team 
an extensive tour of the landfill operations. FLL teams 
all over the world are currently doing research on this 
year's FLL theme, which is titled Trash Trek. Teams are 
being challenged to come up with innovative solutions 
to the problems of pollution. After the local team's visit 

Christmas Day. Additionally, the landfill is closed on Me¬ 
morial Day and Labor Day. 

Patrons are requested to come through the landfill main 
gate no later than 3:15 p.m. on weekdays and 2:15 p.m. on 
Saturdays (during the summer season). No large loads or 
commercial waste are accepted after 2:30 p.m. on Saturdays 
(during summer season). 

All recycling is free of charge in Garrett County. Elec¬ 
tronics recycling is the newest program added in Garrett 
County. Electronics are accepted at the main landfill and 
the Bumble Bee, Grantsville, Kings Run, and Garrett High¬ 
way refuse and recycling sites. Office paper like envelopes, 
copy/fax paper; colored, computer, legal, and carbon-less 
paper are accepted at the landfill, Bumble Bee, Grantsville, 
King’s Run and Garrett Highway, and it is okay to leave 
the staples, tape, and envelope ’’windows” in the paper 
materials. 

Corrugated cardboard (two pieces of flat board with a 
ruffled layer in between) and shiny cardboard like the kind 
that toys are packaged in can be recycled at all locations. 
However, you need to remove any packaging and flatten 
ihe boxes at sites that do not offer a compactor for accept¬ 
ing the materials, but you can leave the tape and staples in. 

No waxed cardboard, cereal boxes, shoe, shirt or soda 
boxes, or yellow cardboard will be recycled. Glass with 
necks (such as bottles or jars) is okay at all locations. Ce¬ 
ramics, mirrors, crystal, windowpane, light bulbs, dishes, 
milk, and auto glass should not be recycled with the glass 
at the recycling centers. At the landfill and the Bumble Bee, 
Grantsville, King's Run, and Garrett Highway locations, 
you can recycle shiny and slick papers, brochures, catalogs, 
phone book covers, and coupons in the magazine recycling 
container. 

All locations accept clean dry newspapers and phone 
books. You can recycle #1 plastic (like water, soda, and 
ketchup bottles) or #2 bottles (such as milk, bleach, deter¬ 
gent, shampoo, or plastic coffee containers) at the landfill 
and the Grantsville, King’s Run, Bumble Bee and Garrett 
Highway refuse and recycling sites. Any plastic containers 
must have a neck to be eligible for recycling. Tires, brush, 
branches, grass clippings, and leaves are accepted at the 
landfill only, and there is a tipping fee for those items.

Doug Bittinger Finds New Trade, 
And With It Personal Satisfaction

He’s pretty sure that he's 
the only one of his kind for 
miles around, the sustainer 
of a service that has gone out 
of vogue in these throw-away 
times. He has over 800 cus¬ 
tomers coming to his work¬ 
shop, most of them carrying 
treasured boots and shoes in 
need of repair. 

Doug Bittinger is proud 
of what he does in his small 
shop, located in the Oakland 
area. 

"In these tough times, 
more and more people are 
focusing on keeping things 
important to them rather 
than just tossing them out," 
he said. 

Bittinger came to his trade 
late in life. He put in 25 years 
as a miner and retired from 


that profession at 55 years 
of age. He was working on 
setting up a trade when he 
received a call from Beitzel 
Corporation, who hired him 
for "a part-time job." 

But that "part-time job" 
found him working 12 hours a 
day or more, including many 
weekends, so after six years, 
he decided that he would 
move on to something else. 

Shortly thereafter, while 
still thinking about some 
kind of trade to occupy his 
time, he was strolling through 
downtown Oakland one day 
and saw that Gary's shoe and 
boot repair shop was for sale. 
After negotiating what he 
terms a "very fair price," he 
was all set up with the equip¬ 
ment and had his own shop 
at 340 Monte Vista Drive just 


south of Oakland, to begin 
his new trade. 

"What I like about this 
business is getting to meet 
people face to face," Doug 
said. "For example, some¬ 
times some of the older men 
who have lost their wives 
come in just to talk. 

"And there have been oth¬ 
er rewards," he continued. 
"A Mennonite woman came 
in with her young daughter 
carrying a hard-plastic doll 
whose cloth leg had been torn 
off. The mother was unable 
to force any of her needles 
through the doll to refasten 
the leg. With my equipment, 
I quickly fastened the leg back 
on. You should have seen the 
smile on that little girl's face." 

Bittinger finds himself 
somewhat of a psychologist 
as part of his craft. 

"Sometimes, people who 
don't have two quarters to rub 


together come in with shoes 
and boo's in real bad shape," 
he said. "I used to tell them 
that there was no charge. But 
after a few of these instances, 
I noticed that they didn't like 
the idea of accepting charity. 
So now I charge them a dol¬ 
lar and they seem to like that 
better." 

Bittinger occasionally em¬ 
ploys the honor system at his 
shop. If for some reason he is 
not in the shop, his customers 
leave their items with a note 
as to what they want done. 
The same goes when people 
come to get their leather 
goods and he's not there. The 
bill and the finished work are 
left in plain sight. 

"I've had all kinds of work 
in my life, but now I feel like I 
have finally 'made it.'"

Many in 
Garrett County use biomass, 
but not as many as should, 
nor to the best of the avail¬ 


able technology. This is an 
educational issue and will be 
addressed sometime in the 
near future. 

Being from Doddridge 
County and seeing the de¬ 
struction of your community, 
for gas (and to lessor degree 
oil) would you agree that 
fracking has had an impact 
that was detrimental? What 
if you were able to have a 
renewable source for those 
oils that manufacture those 
plastics we all need?

Cannabis sativa L. (hemp) 
has been around since 2,800

navy used canvas (derived 
from "cannabis," because 
that’s what canvas was). Sails 
were made of hemp because 
salt water deteriorated cot¬ 
ton.

And 
the pressed oil from hemp 
seeds was used for paints and 
varnishes. 

Today’s technology would 
allow us to leave most fossil 
fuels in the ground and use 
renewables. Having renew¬ 
ables within our communi¬ 
ties, whether grown or used, 
would put local jobs within 
reach of our children and 
create a healthy and vibrant 
future.

The State of the Coun¬ 
ty update on Monday was 
competently presented and 
thorough, with one exception 
- natural gas development. 
So, it was not surprising that 
there were nine questions on 
this topic from the public. 
Two of these' were read and 
were about health. 

The county’s response to 
addressing health concerns 
related to gas development 
was that this must come from 
the state, and indeed, respon¬ 
sibility for public health is 
the mission of the Maryland 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene, including 
local health departments. 

As was evident in this 
State of the County presenta¬ 
tion, the county has been and 
plans to be quite active with 
state agencies when they feel 
the needs of Garrett County 
are not being met. Examples 
were given of efforts by the 
county to influence the state 
regarding appropriations for 
highway user fees and educa¬ 
tion. Collaboration with our 
western Maryland delegation 
in these efforts was described. 

Though not reported on 
12/14/15, the county also 


has been proactive in working 
with state agencies in seeking 
additional funding for the 
economic study of tourism 
and natural gas development. 
This is important, as six of 
nine 2016 growth opportuni¬ 
ties presented by the county’s 
economic development direc¬ 
tor were tourism-related. 

Although the county ac¬ 
curately sees state agencies as 
responsible for public health, 
will our county government 
provide the same level of 
leadership and advocacy for 
citizens’ health and safety as 
they do for tourism, highway 
use, and education?

Continued from Page A-l 
left vacant, and four have 
been contracted out. This has 
saved the county $700,000, 
according to Weeks. 

He indicated the county 
needs to continue to cut costs 
and to “do more with less.” 

Another one of the com¬ 
missioners’ goals is “popula¬ 
tion growth.” The county’s 
population has remained at 
about 30,000 for a decade, 
Edwards said. To entice peo¬ 
ple to relocate or stay here, 
the commissioners recently 
partnered with the Maryland 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development 
and created a local homeown- 
ership program. 

Qualifying applicants can 
receive grants and/or low- 
interest loans to construct 
new homes or renovate exist¬ 
ing ones. 

“I think this is going to 
be the most exciting thing 
we’ll do while we’re in of¬ 
fice,” Edwards said about 
the program. “This is going 
to be big.”

Economic Development 
is another goal of the com¬ 
missioners. 

Garrett County Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Develop¬ 
ment director Alex McCoy 
gave an overview of current 
and future projects. The long 
list included the expansion 
of such local businesses and 
organizations as Beitzel Cor¬ 
poration, Pillar Innovations, 
Total Biz Fulfillment, FireFly 
Farms, HART for Animals, 
and Garrett Regional Medi¬ 
cal Center. 

McCoy noted the county 
recently awarded a bid for 
completion of the Cherry 
Glade Project at the former 
county roads garage in Oak¬ 
land. He said a developer 
has expressed interest in ac¬ 
quiring the remaining three 
building lots at the site. 

The Cornucopia Cafe re¬ 
cently opened in Grants¬ 
ville. Also planned for that 
area are High Mountain 
Cre&fnery, IHop Express, 
and MacJohn Indoor Sports, 
a 140,000-square-foot facility. 

McCoy also reported that 
infrastructure projects are 
proposed for the Keyser’s 
Ridge Business Park to help 
attract more businesses. 

He added that Wisp Re¬ 
sort owners have submitted 
preliminary documents to 
the Garrett County Depart¬ 
ment of Planning and Land 
Management for construction 
of a new hotel. 

Edwards noted the com¬ 
missioners met with Gov. 


Larry Hogan at Wisp last 
week and looked over the 
owners’ comprehensive plan, 
which will “radically” trans¬ 
form the resort. 

“If they’re able to accom¬ 
plish what they want to ac¬ 
complish over there, it’s [go¬ 
ing to be] a game-changer for 
the entire county,” Edwards 
said. "It’s really impressive. 
It’s significant.” 

The commissioners’ fourth 
overarching goal is “relation¬ 
ship building.” During their 
election campaigns, Edwards 
said, people said they wanted 
the commissioners to be able 
to work together and get 
along well. 

“I think we have a won¬ 
derful working relationship,” 
Edwards said. "We get along 
really well.” 

- • He indicated that the com¬ 
missioners also have good a 
relationship with local towns 
and organizations, state of¬ 
ficials, the GC Board of Edu¬ 
cation, Sheriff’s Office, and 
county employees. 

“We have an outstand¬ 
ing staff,” Edwards said. “I 
think we work well together. 
They’re very innovative.” 

Another goal is for county 
personnel to become more 
“business friendly” when 
dealing with the public. Ed¬ 
wards indicated the public 
will have to determine if this 
has been accomplished. 

When people have prob¬ 
lems, he said, they usually 
contact a department head 
or staff member, not a com¬ 
missioner. 

“We expect them to be 
responsible, respectful, and 
I think they are,” Edwards 
said about county workers. 
“We’ve gotten a lot of posi¬ 
tive feedback on that to vali¬ 
date that.” 

He added that the commis¬ 
sioners try to practice what 
they preach as well and try 
to be receptive. 

The commissioners’ sixth 
goal is “assist and try to 
become better partners with 
municipalities.” 

“We take that very seri¬ 
ously,” said Edwards, who is a 
former mayor of Grantsville. 
“We heard a lot of that in the 
campaign.” 

He stressed the importance 
of helping the towns stay vi¬ 
able and be able to provide 
services to their residents. 
Edwards noted that the com- 
missioners helped obtain 
about 40 new water/sewer

taps for Friendsville. 

"You can’t grow without 
water and sewer taps,” Ed¬ 
wards said. 

The commissioners’ sev¬ 
enth goal is “make timely 
decisions.” 

“When things come up, 
we try to gather as much 
information as we can, and 
then we try to act on it,” Ed¬ 
wards said. 

The commissioners’ first 
decision when they took of¬ 
fice was to adopt the county’s 
new water and sewer master 
plan. 

“Garrett County was in 
noncompliance on the plan 
for about 10 years,” Edwards 
said. 

He acknowledged, how¬ 
ever, that the commissioners 
“dropped the ball” in timely 
decision making regarding 
approval of the Deep Creek 
Lake Watershed Manage¬ 
ment Plan. Edwards indi¬ 
cated the sticking points are 
being worked on between 
the various parties involved. 
Hopefully the plan can move 
forward soon, he said. 

Following the commis¬ 
sioners’ presentation, audi¬ 
ence members were invited 
to submit written questions. 
Those pertaining to a similar 
topic were to be “merged” 
together by county adminis¬ 
trator Null. Nine questions 
were related to natural gas 
“fracking.” 

Eric Robison, Engage 
Mountain Maryland, asked 
if Null could read all nine 
questions. 

“In the interest of time, 
probably not,” Null said. 

He summarized the nine 
questions as follows: When 
will the county commission 
a study on the health effects 
of fracking? The county com¬ 
missioners sit as the county 
board of health. What ac¬ 
tions would you as the county 


board of health take to ensure 
that fracking will not endan¬ 
ger the public’s health? 

“Those are very good 
questions,” Edwards said. 
“The long story short, a lot of 
that is going to have to come 
from the state.” 

He said there is some con¬ 
fusion as to what the local 
board of health is and what 
it can and cannot do, par¬ 
ticularly regarding a nuisance 
clause. 

“But you’ve got to un¬ 
derstand, whether you like 
it or not, the fact is fracking 
doesn’t exist here, and we, 
as the board of health, can’t 
legislate it under the nuisance 
plan,” Edwards said. “You 
can’t legislate something that 
doesn’t exist.” 

He said fracking may cause 
health problems, but the state 
will say, “But it hasn’t hap¬ 
pened here yet.” 

“And, therefore, you can’t 
legislate it here yet,” Edwards 
said. “Smoking is a little dif¬ 
ferent.” 

He said people know about 
the effects of smoking, and 
counties have banned it un¬ 
der their boards of health 
nuisance clauses. 

“But you can’t legislate 
something that currently 
doesn’t exist under that 
clause,” Edwards said. 

As far as the county com¬ 
mencing with a health study 
is concerned, he added, that 
will probably be something 
that is driven by the state. 

Null said the meeting’s 
PowerPoint presentation 
would be made available on 
the county’s website, gar- 
rettcounty.org. 

Robison said it would also 
be great to see the questions 
posted. Another audience 
member said her question 
pertaining to what Edwards 
spoke about was not ad¬ 
dressed.

Continued from Page A-l 
tions of this bird’s behavior, 
it appears that hp must have 
been relying on someone for 
food early on in his life, which 
would explain his lack of 
fear of humans,” continued 
Kottyan. 

“Our response team re¬ 
ceived multiple reports of 
the crane before we were able 
to get our hands on him,” 
Maryland Wildlife and Heri¬ 
tage associate director Karina 
Stonesifer said. “Every time 
we would get to the site he’d 
be gone. We finally met the 
bird atx)ut a week later, and 
he was pretty funny, coming 
toward us as if wanting to 
be acknowledged and then 
quickly dipping off and run¬ 
ning. This was the first time 
any of us had every handled 
this species in the wild.” 

Sandhill cranes are rela¬ 
tively tall, slate-grey birds 
with a long neck, long legs, 
and bare crimson skin on 
the front of the head. They 
are usually found in flocks 
numbering in the thousands 
in central and western North 
America. They breed and 
forage in open fields and 
wetlands, migrating in the 
early fall to the southern 
U.S. and northern Mexico. 
They are not endangered and

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populations thrive in their 
natural range, but they are 
infrequently seen this far east. 

According to the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
however, their range is gradu¬ 
ally spreading east, and this 
past summer one breeding 
pair nested in Garrett County.

THE MISTLETOE INN 
by Richard Paul Evans 
C. 2015, Simon and Schuster, $19.99, 301 pages

The issue you wrestle with is a thorny one. It’s been 
literally hanging over your head for days: Does mistletoe 
require you to kiss someone, or is nose-rubbing permis¬ 
sible? Will a firm handshake be sufficient, or does protocol 
demand something more lipstick-laden? And, as in the new 
novel The Mistletoe Inn by Richard Paul Evans, can the rules 
be rewritten? 

Ever since she was 11 years old, Kimberly Rossi hated 
Christmas. She hated it all: snow, the lights, the carols. 

They only reminded her of Christmas Day 1995, the day 
her mother committed suicide. 

Despite being abandoned (which is just how she per¬ 
ceived her mother’s death), Kimberly had a good child¬ 
hood. Her father made sure of it; he was her biggest fan 
and her best friend. He supported her when her first fianc6 
left her for another woman, and when her second fiance 
broke up with her via text, en route to an out-of-state job. 

Even after she’d left her childhood home in Las Vegas and 
moved to Denver, her father helped her, long-distance, to 
get through a messy, scandalous divorce. 

He was also the one who knew her deepest dream of 
becoming a romance writer, which is why he gave Kimberly 
the gift of a lifetime: an all-expenses-paid trip to Vermont, 
and a writers’ conference. She hadn’t wanted to attend; her 
father had just given her some bad news and the conference 
was scheduled right before the dreaded Christmas week, but 
she didn’t want to disappoint him. Besides, H.T. Caldwell, 
her favorite author ever, was scheduled to speak. 

And so, with manuscript in hand, Kimberly checked 
into The Mistletoe Inn, a postcard-perfect hotel. There 
were workshops to attend, although they were generally of 
no help. There were friends to be made, although most of 
the potential author-attendees were awfully cliquish. There 
were critiques to collect, although Kimberly learned the 
hard way that criticism was like a knife to her heart when 
her “writing buddy” Zeke, a handsome fellow attendee, 
promised to give her manuscript a truthful assessment. 

Too truthful was more like it, and Kimberly was hurt. 

Her novel-in-the-making deserved better judgment. And, as 
it turned out, so did Zeke... 

I was quite amused at The Mistletoe Inn, but not for the 
reasons you’d think. There’s a nice, very sweet but juicy 
romance inside the covers of this book; in that respect, 
author Evans, who’s known for such things, keeps his fans 
very happy. This story of girl-meets-boy, girl-loses-boy, 
girl-gets-boy-anyhow with a twist of “dirt,” as Evans says, 
might even jerk a few tears. It’s sparkly warm and “Christ- 
masy,” just as you like. 

What I found so fascinating, though, was Evans’ behind- 
the-scenes asides about the publishing industry!

Conservation 
Programs For 
'16 Announced 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) now has 2016 federal 
conservation program funds 
available for Maryland farm¬ 
ers and forestland owners. 

Farmers and forestland 
owners may apply for fund¬ 
ing under the Environmental 
Quality Incentives Program 
(EQIP) and the Agricultur¬ 
al Management Assistance 
(AMA) program at any time 
throughout the year, but fund¬ 
ing selections are made at 
specific times, and the 2016 
sign-up deadlines are Jan. 15 
and Feb. 19. 

A total of $8.1 million in 
EQIP funds and $152,000 in 
AMA funds are available for 
Maryland projects in federal 
fiscal year 2016. 

Both programs were au¬ 
thorized under the 2014 Farm 
Bill. EQIP provides financial 
and technical assistance to 
agricultural producers and 
forestland owners to address 
natural resource concerns and 
deliver environmental ben¬ 
efits such as improved water 
quality, reduced soil erosion, 
and improvements in soil 
health, wildlife habitat, plant 
and animal communities, and 
energy conservation. AMA 
is designed help with water 
management and irrigation 
systems. 

A conservation plan must 
be completed before an ap¬ 


plication can be considered 
for funding, so farmers are 
encouraged to call or stop by 
their local NRCS field office 
as soon as possible.USDA 
Service Center locations are 
listed online at http://offices. 
usda.gov or in the phone book 
under Federal Government, 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture. General program in¬ 
formation is available on the 
NRCS Maryland website at 
www.md.nrcs.usda.gov. 

"If you operate a farm 
or manage forest land and 
want to improve your land, 
we can help," said Jackie 
Byam, acting assistant state 
conservationist for programs 
in Maryland. "A planner will 
discuss with you your vision 
for your land, and will explain 
the conservation planning 
process and how to apply for 
financial assistance." 

Eligible producers who 
sign up for the program may 
receive a payment based on 
the statewide average cost for 
installing planned conserva¬ 
tion practices. Socially dis¬ 
advantaged, limited resource 
and beginning farmers and 
ranchers are eligible for a 
higher payment rate. Veteran 
farmers who are also new or 
beginning farmers receive the 
higher payment rate and will 
be funded first. 

Special pools are also 
available for on-farm energy, 
organic, and seasonal high 
tunnel conservation practices, 
as well as a number of land¬ 
scape-based initiatives. All 
offer technical and financial 
assistance through the EQIP 
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Solutions in your community

Enrollment Pd. 
For Safety Net 
Coverage Noted. 

U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture (USDA) Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) administrator 
Val Dolcini announced this 
past week that producers 
who chose coverage from 
the safety net programs es¬ 
tablished by the 2014 Farm 
Bill, known as the Agriculture 
Risk Coverage (ARC) or the 
Price Loss Coverage (PLC) 
programs, may visit their FSA 
county offices now to sign 
contracts to enroll in coverage 
for 2016. The enrollment peri¬ 
od will continue until Aug. 1, 
2016. 

"The choice between ARC 
and PLC is completed and 
remains in effect through 
2018, but producers must still 
enroll their farm by signing a 
contract each year to receive 
coverage," said Dolcini. 

Producers are encouraged 
to contact their local FSA 
office to schedule an appoint¬ 
ment to enroll. If a farm is 
not enrolled during the 2016 
enrollment period, produc¬ 
ers on that farm will not be 
eligible for financial assis¬ 
tance from the ARC or PLC 
programs should crop prices 
or farm revenues fall below 
the historical price or revenue 
benchmarks established by 
the program. 

The two programs were 
authorized by the 2014 Farm 
Bill and offer a safety net to 
agricultural producers when 
there is a substantial drop in 
prices or revenues for covered 
commodities. Covered com¬ 
modities include barley, cano¬ 
la, large and small chickpeas, 
corn, crambe, flaxseed, grain 
sorghum, lentils, mustard 
seed, oats, peanuts, dry peas, 
rapeseed, long grain rice, 
medium grain rice (which in¬ 
cludes short grain and sweet 
rice), saffiower seed, sesame, 
soybeans, sunflower seed, 
and wheat. More details re¬ 
garding these programs can 
be found online at www.fsa. 
usda.gov/arc-plc. 

Producers are also encour¬ 
aged to visit their local FSA 
office for more information. 

The ARC and PLC pro¬ 
grams were made possible 
by the 2014 Farm Bill, which 
builds on historic econom¬ 
ic gains in rural America

Future efforts will remain 
focused on greenhouse gas 
reduction strategies that will 
have a positive impact on 
the state’s economy so that 
any efforts implemented are 
sustainable, benefiting both 
the environment and the 
economy.” 

The commission is charged 
with advising the governor 
and general assembly on 
ways to mitigate the causes 
of, prepare for and adapt to 
the consequences of climate 
change, and maintaining 
and strengthening the state’s 
existing Greenhouse Gas 
Reduction Plan. Commission 
priorities include building 
broader partnerships with 
federal, state, and local gov¬ 
ernments and the private 
sector to reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions and prepare for 
the likely impacts of climate 
change in Maryland; better 
communicating with and 
educating Marylanders about 
the urgency of the challenge 
and options to address it; and 
establishing action plan goals 
and timetables for implemen¬ 
tation.

Number Of Holiday Travelers 
Expected To Top 100 Million 
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The American Automobile 
Association (AAA) projects 
that the number of year-end 
holiday travelers nationwide 
will top 100 million for the 
first time on record. Nearly 
one in three Americans will 
take a trip this holiday season, 
with 100.5 million expected 
to journey 50 miles or more 
from home. This represents a 
1.4 percent increase over last 
year and the seventh consecu¬ 
tive year of year-end holiday 
travel growth. 

A record number of Mary¬ 
landers are expected to travel 
as well, with the auto club 
forecasting nearly 2.2 mil¬ 
lion state residents, a nearly 
1 percent increase, will get 
away over the 12-day year-end 


holiday travel period defined 
as Wednesday, Dec. 23,2015, 
to Sunday, Jan. 3, 2016. 

"The increase in holiday 
travel this year is being driven 
by continued improvement 
in the labor market, rising 
incomes, and low gas prices 
that remain well below last 
year's levels, which is help¬ 
ing boost many Americans' 
disposable income. However, 
some consumers continue to 
remain cautious about their 
finances as they head into the 
holiday season,” said Ragina 
Cooper Averella, manager of 
public and government affairs 
at AAA Mid-Atlantic. "This 
year's record year-end holiday 
travel volume could also be 
attributed to Christmas and 


New Year's Day falling on 
a Friday, resulting in two 
three-day weekends for many 
employees." 

Record Number to 
Hit the Roads 

A record number and a 
greater share of travelers 
nationwide and in Maryland 
will take to the roads to reach 
their destination, thanks to 
low gas prices and the ex¬ 
tended length of the holiday 
period. 

"Car trips are expected to 
account for an even higher 
share of overall travel than 
during other holidays because 
of the 12-day travel window, 
which offers more opportu¬ 
nities to travel," commented 
Averella. "With gas prices at 
multi-year lows, it's not sur¬ 
prising that a record number 
of travelers are choosing to 


go by auto. For many- travel 
by car is more econ mical 
and flexible, particularly for 
those with families, pets, and 
presents in tow" 

Lowest Gas Prices in 
Seven Years Expected 
National and Maryland 
gas price averages remain 
poised to fall below the $2 per 
gallon benchmark by Christ¬ 
mas. Monday’s national aver¬ 
age was $2.01, a savings of 55 
cents per gallon compared to 
last year's price. Maryland's 
average price is slightly higher 
at $2.03 per gallon, 63 cents 
less than last year’s price. An 
abundance of stations across 
Maryland are already selling 
gasoline below $2 per gallon. 
AAA expects most drivers 
will pay the lowest gas prices 
on New Year's Day since 
2009. 


Airfares Fall, Hotel and

Scientist 


YES, VIRGINIA 
by Dr. Thomas Sheahen 

Q. The Bible says "God so loved the world that He sent His 
only-begotten Son ..." But my astronomer friends say that with 
the universe as old and as vast as it is, there is no way God 
could care about our dinky little planet going around a minor 
star in an ordinary galaxy. Can God possibly care about people 
like me? - Virginia 

A. Virginia, your learned friends are wrong. They have 
been affected by the skepticism of a skeptical age. They 
think that nothing can be which is not comprehensible by 
their little minds. All minds, Virginia, are little. In this great 
universe of ours, man is a mere insect, an ant, in his intel¬ 
lect as compared with the boundless world about him, as 
measured by the intelligence capable of grasping the whole 
of truth and knowledge. 

Some readers may recognize the words in the column 
adjacent to this one from an editorial in the New York Sun, 
written in 1897 by Francis Church. But after a century of 
astonishing advances in science, of tremendous theories 
beyond anyone’s imagination back then, these words are 
equally true today. 

We have indeed come a long way over a century, and 
physicists, chemists, and biologists know a lot more than 
in the past. But the most important thing a physicist learns 
is about the limits of our knowledge. There are things that 
scientists do not know and we can be sure that we are not 
going to know these things via science - human knowl¬ 
edge comes with limitations. One major advance of 20th 
century science was quantum mechanics, which includes 
the Uncertainty Principle, which sets a limit on how well 
you can possibly know extremely simple things, like where 
something is or how fast it's moving. 

A century ago, most scientists believed the entire uni¬ 
verse was deterministic, and that if you could only specify all 
the details at one instant of time, you could calculate what 
was going to happen, forever. As for God, many scientists 
believed that he just wound up the clock of the universe and 
set it in motion, and didn't do anything after that. Time was 
considered an absolute quantity that nothing could affect... 
not even God. 

And then along came Albert Einstein, who realized that 
space and time are not absolute quantities, but are related 
to each other, forming a space-time continuum. The absolute¬ 
ness of time was abandoned, determinism was discarded, 
and scientists realized they hadn't dug very deep after all. 

With that, our understanding of the universe changed 
dramatically. The mathematics underlying the universe 
said to even the most arrogant ofi scientists: "Hey, fella, 
somebody a whole lot smarter than you thought all this up!" 
We gradually realized that our viewpoint is terribly limited 
- that we can only grasp a small fraction of reality. It was 
a big dose of humility for scientists, but it was necessary. 
We understand now that there is a big difference between 
the very little human mind and "the intelligence capable of 
grasping the whole of truth and knowledge." 

Fast-forward over a century of progress. In physics: 
relativity, quantum mechanics, quantum electrodynamics, 
quantum chromodynamics. In engineering: airplanes, TV, 
computers. In biology: antibiotics, recombinant DNA-, ways 
to see inside the human body. The list goes on. Our belief in 
mathematics and symmetry and the scientific method has 
served us well. The latest hot topic in physics is superstring 
theory, which asserts that there are not three spatial dimen¬ 
sions but 10, and six of them are "rolled up" so you can't 
find them or make measurements upon them. All you can 
have is indirect knowledge, based on trusting theory to carry 
you many steps forward as strings form quarks which form 
nucleons which form atoms.... 

Francis Church’s editorial of 1897 makes another good 
point: "You tear apart the baby’s rattle and see what makes 
the noise inside, but there is a veil covering the unseen 
world which not the strongest man, nor even the united 
strength of all the strongest men that ever lived, could tear 
apart." Surprisingly, modern physics has bought us up to 
that veil, and the greatest atom-smashers in the world can't 
get us beyond it. Quantum theory assures us that we can't 
know it all. 

Through it all, scientists stand open-jawed and in awe¬ 
some wonder, considering all that lies before us, both 
known and unknown. On the one hand, we are very im¬ 
pressed with the vastness of the universe; but on the other, 
we are even more impressed that it all makes sense, that the 
entire story hangs together. There is a unity that pervades 
all of science, and that unity points very clearly to the real¬ 
ization that Someone is in charge. 

About 1,600 years ago, long before anybody heard of the 
theory of relativity, a learned man (St. Augustine) said that 
God created space and time together, and sees the entire 
universe as a unit. God is hot subject to the limitations that 
encumber human beings; God does not have to sit around 
and watch time go by; God is simply present to every point 
in space and time. 

As we progress through school, eventually we learn to 
read logarithmic graph paper, in which every factor of 10 
takes up the same amount of space. Two-cycle logarithmic 
graph paper covers from 1 to 10 to 100;. three cycle from 
1 to 1,000; and 20-cycle paper would cover 20 orders of 
magnitude. If time is the variable, we can fit all the times 
about which we know anything at all onto a single sheet of 
60-cycle graph paper - the age of the universe condensed 
onto one page. 

Well, if mere mortals can comprehend this, surely we’ll 
agree that God can understand advanced algebra too - 
probably got an A+ in the course. Is your location at some 
pinpoint X on a planet 3 x 10” meters from the center of 
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Glad Tidings to all for this 

Christmas Season.

That point has gradually sunk in with 
scientists. By accepting with humility that we don't know 
it all, and that our scientific instruments only investigate a 
small slice of the universe, we realize that reality extends 
far beyond the boundaries of science. "Love and generosity 
and devotion exist, and we know that they give to life its 
highest beauty and joy."

A Maryland Handgun 
Qualification License (HQL) 
class will be held on Saturday 
Jan. 23, 2016, from 9 a.m. to 
2 p.m. at Garrett College’s

HQL training is a four- 
hour block of instruction, 
which includes classroom 
instruction on the state fire¬ 
arm law, home firearm safety, 
handgun mechanisms and 
operation, and a component 
that requires the applicant 
to demonstrate the ability to 
safely fire a handgun.

Recapping the best and worst of TV in 2015

W here has 2015 gone? It 
seems like only yesterday 
we were ringing in the new year 
with Ryan Seacrest in Times 
Square, watching the ball drop 
and belting out *Auld Lang Syne.* 
Now, it's time to do it all over 
again, but not before taking a 
trip down memory lane to recap 
some of this year's best and 
worst TV moments. 

In a year, that has seen some 
serious highs and lows, it's tough 
to pick a place to begin — from 
new shows such as "Empire* and 
'Better Call Saul* making good 
first impressions, to series such as 
'Parks and Recreation* and 
*Mad Men* saying goodbye, 
quite a lot has happened on tele¬ 
vision since Jan. 1. 

Perhaps, then, it's fitting to 
start at the 67th Primetime Emmy 
Awards, which aired in September 
— the one night a year when 
television's best gather to cele¬ 
brate the cream of their own 
crop. It was then that Oscar- and 
Golden Globe-nominated actress 
Viola Davis took home an Emmy 
for Outstanding Lead Actress in a 
Drama Series for her role in ABC's 
*How to Get Away with Murder,* 
becoming the first black woman 
in the ceremony's history to win 
the prestigious award. 

That same night, actor and 
comedian Tracy Morgan (*30 
Rock*) surprised everyone with 
his first public appearance since a 
tragic car accident in June 2014 
put him in an eight-day coma and 
left him with traumatic brain 
injuries. 

The 2015 Emmys also served as 
the icing on the cake for triple¬ 
threat writer-comedian-actress 
Amy Schumer. This year alone, she 
premiered her first film, 
'Trainwreck*; released a new 


comedy special, 'Amy Schumer 
Live at the Apollo,' on HBO; was 
named one of Time magazine's 
100 most influential people; and 
took home an Emmy for 
Outstanding Variety Sketch Series 
for her Comedy Central show 
"Inside Amy Schumer.* 

Two other comedians who were 
making waves in 2015 were long¬ 
time "Late Show* host David 
Letterman and 16-year *The Daily 
Show* host Jon Stewart. Both 
stepped away from their desks for 
good (the former in May and the 
latter in August), leaving 
behind some enormous shoes 
for their successors to fill. 

It marked an end of an 
era for the two comedi 
ans who were pillars 
of their respective 
genres — Letterman 
revolutionized 
modern late-night 
talk shows, and 
Stewart turned 
satirical news 
into a comedy 
staple. 

It wasn't all *ou 
with the old* in 
2015, though. We were also 
introduced to a ton of new pro 
gramming as networks and cablers 
continued to vie for viewership. 

It's no surprise that CBS did 
well this year, having capitalized 
on its beloved NClS franchise 
with a New Orleans-based spinoff 
starring Scott Bakula ('Quantum 
Leap"). What did surprise us this 
year was Fox's 'Empire.* The 
series debuted in January with 
Taraji P. Henson ('Person of 
Interest*) and Terrence Howard 
('Hustle & Flow," 2005) headlin 
ing, and it took only 10 days for 
the network to order a second 
season, which premiered back in 
September. 

AMC also (unsurprisingly) hit it 
out of the park in 2015 with its

Also bid¬ 
ding us adieu this year 
were Emmy- and Golden 
Globe-winning Amy Poehler 
sitcom 'Parks and Recreation,* 
long-running police procedural 
CSI: Crime Scene Investigation,* 
critically acclaimed neo-Western 
Justified," critical darling and 
cable juggernaut 'Mad Men* and 
Tyra Banks-hosted reality series

Beware 
Holiday Foods,

DEAR PAW’S CORNER: Please remind 
your readers of how important it is to 
keep their pets away from holiday 
foods. Some foods, like chocolate, can 
be deadly poisonous to dogs, while rich 
foods and ingredients like onions or 
raisins can be dangerous for cats and 
dogs. -- Jessica L. in Camden, New 
Jersey 

DEAR JESSICA: You told them, and 
thank you! The holiday season, with 
plenty of parties, family and food, can 
be hectic for everyone, but it's 
important to monitor pets and make 
sure they're kept away from potentially 
harmful items. 

Many foods, not just chocolate but 
onions, grapes and raisins, nuts, 
avocados and other common holiday 
foods can cause house pets great harm. 
Store them well out of reach and keep 
pets out of the kitchen when cooking, 
and away from serving tables. A more 
extensive list is available from the 
Humane Society of the United States. 
Christmas tree ornaments can 
potentially be harmful. Cats love 
knocking down glass ornaments and 
also may accidentally ingest tinsel or 
other shiny strands. Dogs may gnaw on 
interesting packages or break into gift 
boxes of candy or fruit. 

Even plants need to be kept out of 
reach: poinsettias, for example, are 
toxic to cats. To minimize risk, place 
breakable ornaments higher in the tree 
and put plants well out of reach. During 
parties or dinners, place your pets in a 
separate area of the house with 
bedding, food and water, and check on 
them occasionally. (This also is helpful 
in keeping pets' stress levels down.)

Q: I have four swan planters that are 
marked "Hull." I bought them at a thrift 
shop for $150 for the set. They seem to be 
in excellent shape. I am enclosing 
pictures. What are your thoughts? -- 
Maryanne, Tyler, Texas 
A: The Hull Pottery Company produced 
many novelty items depicting fowl, but 
swans probably became the most widely 
produced design. The swans came in 
various sizes. I found your swans in 
"Warman’s Hull Pottery: Identification & 
Price Guide" by David Doyle and 
published by Krause Books. According to 
Doyle, your planters are worth $10 to $25 
each. 

**• 

Q: I inherited my uncle's record collection, 
which includes discs from the early years 
of the past century. Most are opera or 
classical selections, and some are recorded 
only on one side of the disc. Is there a 
market for them? — Jane, via e-mail 
A: Probably not. Most acoustical 
recordings from this period have very little 
value. For example, there is the mistaken 
belief that all Caruso recordings on Victor 
are priceless. They aren't. In fact, many are 
only worth a dollar or two each. On the 
Zonophone label, however, Caruso is 
worth his weight in gold. I suggest you 

donate the recordings to a charity.

Q: I bought a Jadite spice set at a flea 
market for $ 10. It was so cheap. I’m having 
doubts about it being authentic. - Sarah, 
Phoenix, Arizona 

A: Although only an expert can determine 
if your Jadite is fake or the real McCoy, 
this type of pale green, opaque glass has 
been mass-produced in both China and the 
United States since 1999. You might want 
to consult the "Guide to Fakes & 
Reproductions," 4th edition, by Mark 
Chervenka, published by KP Books. It has 
a lengthy chapter, complete with 
illustrations, documenting Jadite and the 
reproductions that are flooding 

marketplaces throughout the country.

Q: I have several thousand matchbook 
covers. How can I find out how much they 
are worth? — Niles, Palmetto, Florida 
A: One of the better reference books is 
"The Matchcover Collector's Price Guide: 
The Comprehensive Reference Book and 
Price Guide to Matchcovers" by Bill 
Retskin, now in its 2nd edition.

Governor Hogan 
Orders A Review Of 
Re-Entry Barriers 

ANNAPOLIS - Governor 
Larry Hogan announced 
Wednesday a multi-agency 
initiative, led by the Gover¬ 
nor’s Office of Crime Control 
& Prevention, to conduct an 
extensive review of the legal 
and regulatory barriers that 
individuals with a criminal 
record face when re-entering 
the community after time in 
prison. 

In addition to criminal 
penalties that may be im¬ 
posed at sentencing, there are 
many legal and regulatory 
penalties, sanctions, and re¬ 
strictions - commonly known 
as collateral consequences 
- that are distinct from the di¬ 
rect consequences imposed as 
part of the court’s judgment 
at sentencing. For example, 
those with a criminal record 
may lose their professional or 
occupational licenses. They 
may have difficulty getting 
a job, starting a business, ac¬ 
cessing public services and 
programs such as student 
loans and housing, or vol¬ 
unteering in the community. 
While these consequences 
are often discussed within 
the context of re-entry from 
incarceration, they can also 
affect those who serve *§0 
prison time. 

“These consequences have 
a lasting impact, making it 
more difficult for ex-offenders 
to re-enter society, find a job, 
and fully engage in the com¬ 
munity,” said “We took an 
important step to expand em¬ 
ployment opportunities with 
the Second Chance Act, but 
there are continued obstacles 
to re-entry that demand a 
thorough review.” 

“I look forward to col¬ 
laborating with stakeholders 
across Maryland to deter¬ 
mine whether certain restric¬ 
tions on ex-offenders can be 
more narrowly tailored or 
eliminated altogether without 
jeopardizing public safety,” 
said Christopher B. Shank, 
executive director of the Gov¬ 
ernor’s Office of Crime Con¬ 
trol & Prevention. 

According to the Ameri¬ 
can Bar Association’s Na¬ 


tional Inventory of Collateral 
Consequences of Conviction, 
there are over 1,000 collateral 
consequences associated with 
various criminal convictions 
in Maryland. 

Many ex-offenders are un¬ 
able to get a job or start a busi¬ 
ness, preventing them from 
leveraging entrepreneurial tal¬ 
ents or vocational skills. The 
Second Chance Act, signed 
by Gov. Hogan and effective 
October 1,2015, works to ad¬ 
dress this issue by allowing in¬ 
dividuals convicted of certain 
nonviolent crimes to petition 
the court to shield their record 
three years after satisfying 
any mandatory supervisory 
obligations. Hogan says con¬ 
tinuing to tackle the negative 
effects a criminal record has 
on employment will expand 
economic opportunity across 
the state. 

The effort is designed to 
build upon the work of the 
Justice Reinvestment Coordi¬ 
nating Council, a group orga¬ 
nized to develop recommen¬ 
dations to further decrease 
the state’s prison population, 
reduce recidivism, and con¬ 
trol corrections spending. 
The council’s final meeting 
is scheduled for today, at 
which the final report will be 
released along with recom¬ 
mendations to Gov. Hogan 
and the General Assembly. 

In its review, the Govef- 
nor’s Office of Crime Control 
& Prevention will appoint 
a working group of state 
agencies, including the de¬ 
partments of Public Safety 
and Correctional Services 
and Labor, Licensing, and 
Regulation, plus nonprofits, 
advocacy groups, ex-offend¬ 
ers, and the business com¬ 
munity. The workgroup will 
gather input on the impact 
of collateral consequences, 
research potential reforms, 
and formulate recommenda¬ 
tions on how to address the 
issue. The study will identify 
those restrictions that appear 
to serve as an unnecessary 
barrier to the successful re¬ 
integration of ex-offenders. 
The study will culminate in 
recommendations to Gov. 
Hogan by Dec. 1, 2016.

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Garrett noted that these 
opportunities can also be 
built as 2+2+2 articulation 
agreements (from high school 
to the two-year and four-year 
college institutions) through 
dual enrollment and bridge 
programs. 

GC associate vice presi¬ 
dent for instruction Dr. Alex¬ 
ander Tuel was also a keynote 
speaker at the summit. His 
presentation was titled "Sum¬ 
mer Refresher: A One-Day 
Course to Boost Placement 
Scores." Tuel explained how 
the five-hour refresher course 
at Garrett College is provided 
to students free of charge 
through a USA Funds grant. 
Ultimately, he said, students 
who enroll in a refresher 
course have the opportunity 
to save time and money to¬ 
ward their degree. 

At Garrett College, 103 
students took part in the re¬ 
fresher program, producing 
a favorable success rate of 
52.4%, with success defined 
as moving into college credit. 
Tuel used the program at 
GC as a prime example of 
how other institutions can 
develop and implement such 
a program, as well as how 
to achieve required learning 
outcomes. 

"USM (University System 
of Maryland) is committed 
to working together with 
leaders of community col¬ 
leges to continually enhance 
college completion, student 
success, and preparing citi¬ 
zens ready to work in all 
facets of life," said Dr. Robert 
L. Caret, USM chancellor, in 
his keynote address. "Nearly 
one-third of newly enrolled 
undergraduate students at 
USM institutions transfer 
from community colleges." 

Workers who have com¬ 
pleted a college degree or 
career certificate enjoy more 
stable employment and 
higher wages than workers 
with a high school degree or 
less, Caret said, adding that 
lifetime earnings are nearly 
$ 1,000,000 higher for workers 
with a college degree than for 
those with only a high school 
degree. During the recent 
economic downturn, workers 
with only a high school di¬ 
ploma were twice as likely to 
be unemployed as those with 
a bachelor's degree or higher. 

Additionally, Caret said 
that today's employers need 
more workers with postsec¬ 
ondary education. By 2018, 
63% of all jobs will require at 
least some training and edu¬ 
cation beyond high school, 
and those numbers will con¬ 
tinue to rise. 

"Six years of completion 
gains show that MACC's 
completion strategies are 
effective," said Dr. Bernie 
Sadusky, MACC executive 
director. "To build on our suc¬ 
cess, MACC hopes to work 
with USM and Maryland 
state agencies, such as the 
Department of Commerce, to 
leverage limited funding and

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Statewide Order Issued For Pharmacies 
To Dispense Overdose Reversal Drug 


To help further combat the 
heroin and opioid epidemic 
throughout the state, the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(MDHMH) announced this 
week a statewide standing 
order allowing pharmacists to 
dispense naloxone without a 
prescription under the state’s 
Overdose Response Program. 

Naloxone is a prescription 
medication that safely and 
effectively reverses overdoses 
related to opioids, a class of 
drugs that includes heroin 
and such prescription pain 
relievers as oxycodone, hy- 
drocodone, morphine, and 
methadone. 

According to a MDHMH 
spokesperson, expand¬ 
ing access to naloxone is 
an important component 
of Maryland's strategy for 
reducing overdose deaths, 
which increased 60 percent 
statewide between 2010 and 
2014. Eighty-six percent of all 
overdose deaths in 2014 were 
opioid related and potentially 
could have been prevented 
had naloxone been adminis¬ 
tered in a timely manner. 

The order was issued by 
Dr. Howard Haft, deputy 
secretary for public health 


services at MDHMH, using 
authority granted by a new 
law. The order allows all 
Maryland-licensed pharma¬ 
cists to dispense naloxone 
without a prescription to 
anyone trained and certified 
under the department's Over¬ 
dose Response Program. 

The department has au¬ 
thorized 41 organizations 
to conduct naloxone train¬ 
ings and to issue certificates, 
including all local health 
departments and a number 
of treatment programs, com¬ 
munity organizations, and 
law enforcement agencies. 
Nearly 13,000 people have 
been certified by these organi¬ 
zations since the MDHMH's 
Overdose Response Program 
began in March 2014. The 
program provides specialized, 
in-depth, hands-on training 
on opioid overdose response 
and naloxone administration. 

More than 150 people 
have completed the overdose 
response training given by 
the Garrett County Health 
Department. 

To assist pharmacists with 
naloxone dispensing under 
the standing order, the depart¬ 
ment is faxing copies ofi the 
order, a guidance document 


for pharmacists, and other 
materials to every pharmacy 
in the state. Pharmacists may 
immediately begin dispensing 
to anyone with an Overdose 
Response Program certificate. 
Certificate holders still must 
pay for the naloxone through 
their insurance, with cash, or 
via another method. Anyone 
completing the local training 
will receive a voucher to re¬ 
ceive the prescription for free. 

In addition to expanding 
access to naloxone through 
the Overdose Response Pro¬ 
gram, the new law also allows 
physicians, advanced practice 
nurses, dentists, and other 
healthcare providers to pre¬ 
scribe naloxone to a patient 
who they believe might be 
in a position to assist some¬ 
one experiencing an opioid 
overdose. This means that 
Marylanders can go directly 
to their trusted provider to 
get naloxone and can oe edu¬ 
cated on how to use it to save 
someone s life. 

MDHMH encourages 
pharmacists, other health¬ 
care providers, and anyone in 
interested in obtaining nalox¬ 
one to visit the Overdose Re¬ 
sponse Program web page at 
http://goo.gl/TdGm3v. The 
website contains copies ofi the 
standing order, pharmacist 
guidance, brochures for cer¬ 
tificate holders and patients, 
and other information. 

In October, the depart¬ 
ment helped sponsor a health¬ 
care provider training on 
best practices for prescribing 
medications to patients with 
chronic pain, in an effort to 
stem the tide of opioid abuse. 

Persons interested in re¬ 
ceiving the overdose pre¬ 
vention training in order to 
receive the required certificate

Online Program 
At FSU Among 
MostAffordable 

TopRNtoBSN.com, an 
online nursing school search 
resource, recently ranked 
Frostburg State University 
number 35 of the 50 most 
affordable schools that offer 
accredited online RN to BSN 
programs in the United States 
for 2016. 

The ranking includes only 
fully accredited schools that 
offer an online RN to BSN 
program. The 214 programs 
were compared based on 
tuition for students taking 
only the core nursing classes, 
tuition for those taking nurs¬ 
ing classes and the general 
education requirements, and 
the net cost, or average cost 
of tuition and fees minus 
financial aid, as determined 
by the U.S. Department of 
Education. The three scores 
were then averaged. 

“This ranking is intended 
to provide registered nurses 
with information about af¬ 
fordable schools that will 
meet their needs and help 
them fulfill their career aspira¬ 
tions," said Tim Otto, editor 
at TopRNtoBSN.com, 

Published tuition rates 
for each school were derived 
from the National Center 


for Education Statistics. For 
students who need just the 
core nursing classes, the most 
expensive school ranked is 
around $12,000 and the least 
expensive is below $4,000. 

FSU offers an RN to BSN 
program that can be done 
parttime (6 credits per semes¬ 
ter) or fulltime (12 credits per 
semester). FSU has a rate for 
“regional residents” - stu¬ 
dents who live in neighboring 
states within 120 miles of 
Frostburg.

The RN to BSN program 
prepares nurses to assume 
roles in leadership, com¬ 
plex clinical care coordina¬ 
tion, and community/public 
health, and serves as the 
academic foundation for 
graduate study The program 
is open to all registered nurses 
who meet the admission 
criteria. Courses are deliv¬ 
ered in a part-time plan of 
study in an entirely online 
format using synchronous on¬ 
line classrooms periodically 
throughout each semester to 
maximize student flexibility 
and maintain the student- 
faculty connection.

Men Charged In 
Connestion With

Two men have been 
charged in connection with a 
robbery and assault that oc¬ 
curred in downtown Friends- 
ville on Tuesday evening.

Bennett was ar¬ 
rested on Wednesday and 
held on $50,000 in the Gar¬ 
rett County Jail. Campbell 
was arrested in Fayette 
County Wedensday and is 
awaiting extradition. He was 
in possession of a stolen 
vehicle from the Friends¬ 
ville area and has also been 
charged in an armed bur¬ 
glary of the Friendsville 
Liberty Gas Station in Sep¬ 
tember.

Force To Be Formed 

A meeting to organize 
the Friendsville Community 
Partnership (FCP) will be 
held at Friendsville Town 
Hall 3H Chestnut Street, 
on Tuesday, Jan. 5, 2016, at 
6 p.m. 

The FCP will be a task 
force charged with the mis¬ 
sion of the economic revi¬ 
talization of the town of 
Friendsvile. The group will 
follow a recently completed 
economic revitalization plan, 
which was funded by the 
mayor, town council, and 
Appalachian Regional Com¬ 
mission. 

Terrell Ellis and Associ¬ 
ates of Charleston, WVa., 
developed the plan using local 
econometrics, public strategy 
development meetings, local 
citizen interviews, and meet¬ 
ings with local, state, and 
regional officials, it incorpo¬ 
rates studies of comparable 
towns and their revitalization 
histories. 

The FCP task force is open 
to Friendsville citizens, busi¬ 
ness owners, and officials, as 
well as county, state, and fed¬ 
eral service partners.

Runaways Are 
Located By Police 
In Ocean City, MD 

Juveniles Lindsey Nicho¬ 
le Chilson, 17, and Kirsten 
Paige Daugherty, 15, who 
were reportedly missing 
from the Garrett County 
area last week, have been 
safely located in Ocean City. 

Garrett County criminal 
investigators were assisted 
by the Ocean City Police, 
Calvert County Social Ser¬ 
vices, Garrett and Freder¬ 
ick County Juvenile Ser¬ 
vices, Maryland State Police 
Child Recovery Unit, and 
the Maryland State Police 
assigned to Calvert County. 


Samuel R. VanSickle, 51, 
Accident, pleaded guilty on 
Tuesday to conspiring to 
commit bank fraud arising 
from three fraudulent bank 
loans in which he received 
proceeds from the sale of real 
property in Garrett County 
and Cheat Lake, W.Va,, total¬ 
ing over $5.7 million. 

The plea agreement was 
announced by U.S. attorney 
for the District Court of 
Maryland Rod J. Rosenstein 
and special agent in charge 
Kevin Perkins of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

VanSickle and co-defen¬ 
dant W Louis Strosnider 
III, 49, Oakland, owned and 
developed property in Gar¬ 
rett County VanSickle used a 
number of different business 
names, including Freedom 
Church, Gospel Church, Eq¬ 


uity Exchange, Unity Mort¬ 
gage, Impartial Lenders, and 
Noble Forest Consultants, 
and aliases including "Don¬ 
ald Blunt,” "Jacob Aiken,” 
“Allen Helms,” and "Paul 
Walsh.” 

Strosnider operated Stony 
Brook Development Com¬ 
pany, located in McHenry, 

According to his plea 
agreement, from December 
2001 to May 2005, VanSickle 
conspired with Strosnider for 
Strosnider to fraudulently 
obtain real estate loans from 
banks in connection with 
the purchase of properties 
controlled through aliases by 
VanSickle. 

VanSickle concealed from 
the lenders his role as seller of 
the properties and recipient 
of the sales proceeds through 
fictitious identities such as 


“Donald Blunt, Trustee for 
Gospel Church,” "Donald 
Blunt, Trustee for Freedom 
Church,” “Equity Exchange,” 
“Unity Mortgage,” “Jacob 
Aiken” and "Allen Helms.” 
The scheme also involved 
Fictitious down payments, 
inflated collateral, and false 
contracts, according to 
Rosenstein. 

For example, in 2002, 
VanSickle provided $600,000 
for the purchase of Red Run, 
a restaurant and bed and 
breakfast which bordered on 
Deep Creek Lake. In April 
2003, VanSickle caused Red 
Run to be transferred for $0 
to “Donald Blunt, Trustee 
for Gospel Church” - a ficti¬ 
tious church with a fictitious 
trustee. 

In February 2004, Stros¬ 
nider signed a contract to buy 
Red Run fiom Gospel Church 
for $3 million. The contract 
recited a fictitious $750,000

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Man Sentenced For 
CDS Possession, 
Probation Violation 

A 25-year-old McHenry 
man pleaded guilty in Gar¬ 
rett County Circuit Court 
last week to possession of a 
controlled dangerous sub¬ 
stance not marijuana. Mi¬ 
chael George Reed also ad¬ 
mitted to violating probation. 

For the possession charge, 
Judge Ray Strubin imposed 
three years in the Division 
of Correction, and for the 
violation, he reimposed seven 
years to the Division ofi Cor¬ 
rection, with the sentences to 
run concurrently. 

Reed was arrested and 
charged by officers with the 
Garrett County Narcotics 
Task Force in March when 
they executed a search and 
seizure warrant at a McHenry 
residence. A quantity of clon¬ 
azepam pills was located in 
an area under his joint con¬ 
trol, according to the state’s 


attorney. 

In 2013, Reed had pleaded 
guilty to second degree bur¬ 
glary for entering a McHenry 
business to commit theft 
At that time, a sentence of 
10 years was imposed, with 
seven years suspended. After 
serving the balance of the 
sentence, Reed was placed 
on probation. The possession 
charge from March was the 
basis for the violation. 

Also last week, Chadwick 
Cooper, 42, Oakland, entered 
an Alford plea in circuit court 
and was found guilty follow¬ 
ing the state’s presentation 
of the facts of the case. By 
an Alford plea, a defendant 
does not admit guilt, but 
acknowledges the likelihood 
of a conviction based on the 
evidence. 

Judge Strubin then sen¬ 
tenced Cooper to six months 
in the Garrett County Jail and 
suspended the sentence. Coo¬ 
per is on probation for one 
year, with conditions that in¬ 


clude having no contact with 
the victim and completing an 
anger management course. 

Cooper was charged in 
March after the victim ap¬ 
plied for charges with the 
Garrett County District 
Court commissioner, alleg¬ 
ing Cooper had struck him 
multiple times following an 
argument between the victim 
and other persons. 

In an unrelated case, 
Conrad Chester Tressler, 
29, Somerset, Pa, admit¬ 
ted to violating his proba¬ 
tion by consuming alcohol. 
Strubin acknowledged the 
violation and accepted the 
recommendations of the 
state and Tressler’s probation 
agent that no additional sanc¬ 
tions be imposed, as Tressler 
had served/completed three 
months of confinement and 
alcohol treatment in Penn¬ 
sylvania before being trans¬ 
ported to Garrett County for 
this hearing. 

In 2012, Tressler pleaded 
guilty to second-degree bur¬ 
glary and was sentenced to 
18 months in the Garrett 
County Jail, with additional 
suspended time imposed. 

Once he was released from 
jail, Tressler was placed on 
supervision with conditions 
that included abstaining from 
alcohol. His supervising agent 
in Pennsylvania filed a report 
after a number of events dur¬ 
ing which it was determined 
he had consumed alcohol. 

Daryl James Goodall, 26, 
formerly of Oakland, was 
also tried in Garrett County 
Circuit Court last week for 
second-degree assault. Fol¬ 
lowing the jury trial, a mis¬ 
trial was declared by Judge 
Strubin when the jurors indi¬ 
cated they could not reach a 
unanimous verdict. 

The case was then placed 
on the stet (inactive) docket, 
with the condition Goodall 
have no contact with the 
victim. 

Goodall was charged by

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Resurrecting a Bad Idea... 

Just when this space was about to be used to convey 
some kind of Christmas/hohday-related thoughts/ 
greetings to our readers, the Garrett County Chamber 
of Commerce released its 2016 legislative agenda, and 
the #1, top priority on the chamber's list immediately 
displaced the aforementioned topic. 

That #1 priority is to support a post-Labor Day 
start for Maryland schools, tantamount to resurrecting 
a twice-deceased horse for continued beating. After 
the measure - being pushed hard for the past two 
years by Maryland comptroller Peter Franchot - did 
not even make it out of committee in the 2015 session, 
he is nonetheless going to resume this fight, and thus 
once again consume vast quantities of money, time, 
and energy. 

The chamber's position on this issue, as noted in the 
past, is a repeated slap in the face to local and state 
educators, as over 80% of Garrett County's teachers 
and administrators are opposed to the mandate, as are 
the vast majority of the state’s 24 county/Baltimore 
city superintendents. And they have sound reason¬ 
ing for their position. The following is taken from a 
document that resulted from a meeting of the Garrett 
and Allegany county boards of education held earlier 
this month: 

"Such a mandate would not be in the best inter¬ 
est of students, as it will shorten the instructional 
time available for students to prepare for high-stakes 
mandated testing. Additionally, a later start date may 
impede the ability to provide needed professional 
development for teachers. Decisions of this nature 
should be made by local boards of education in 
consultation with stakeholders. If a post-Labor Day 
start requirement had been in place for the 2013-2014 
academic year considering the number of days missed 
due to inclement weather, students would have been 
attending school up to the Fourth of July holiday in 
Allegany County." 

Two of the most significant reasons noted in the 
above paragraph are those concerning winter weather 
conditions in Garrett and Allegany counties, and per¬ 
haps most importantly, their respective boards being 
forced to give up local control of their own calendars 
to the state. The following is the #1 legislative agenda 
item of the Public School Superintendents' Associa¬ 
tion of Maryland, which in effect is in direct opposi¬ 
tion to the GC chamber's top priority: 

"Ensuring autonomy of local boards and districts - 
Maryland is home to a diverse population. It follows, 
then, that one size does not fit all in terms of local 
school and district education policies. To ensure the 
needs of all students are met, Maryland must continue 
its tradition of local school board autonomy. PSSAM 
strongly supports the independent governance of lo¬ 
cal school boards in all budget and education policy 
decisions." 

This is a bad idea that is being supported by a tiny 
handful of chamber members who happen to be on 
the chamber board of directors, a handful that is self¬ 
ishly putting the almighty dollar ahead of the overall 
quality of education of our children. Bah! 

Oh, and may all of our readers have a blessed 
Christmas (or whatever other holiday they choose to 
celebrate this year).

farm in northern Garrett 
County. 

First, full disclosure: Ms. 
Alexander is a friend and col¬ 
league, while I do not know 
Mr. Miller. But, in failing to 
mention renewables, I as¬ 
sume he would put residential 
wind and also hemp - see Eric 
Robison's excellent Dec. 17 
letter - in the same category 
as the solar plan that Ms. 
Alexander outlines. His omis¬ 
sion suggests he dismisses all 
renewables as unworkable 
hooey. 

He reminds me of how so 
many Americans talk about 
gun violence: Because there 
is no agreement on what 
single action can be taken 
to change the disgraceful 
reality - a typical American 
owns, on average, something 
like eight times as many guns 
as a typical Syrian, while a 
civil war occurs there - then, 


the thinking goes, we can do 
nothing! Because one single 
renewable technology can't 
change our future, don’t con¬ 
sider any of them? 

Meanwhile, uh, we me¬ 
thodically gas ourselves. 

Yet, don't be discouraged, 
Kim and Eric and Kathleen 
Powell! The renewable, ef¬ 
ficient, conservation-driven 
future that we know is worth 
the investment will save many 
- perhaps even the Larry 
Millers - because our two- 
century experiment with car¬ 
bon pollution is having such 
widespread impact that those 
humans who survive will, in 
the coming years, have no 
other choice. 

Meanwhile, Germany gets 
half its electricity from solar. 
Several countries heat most 
hot water for homes with 
solar (as do thousands in 
Portland, Seattle, Gainesville, 
Fla.). Solar energy serves 
more than 20 percent of 
southeast Australia's homes. 
Sweden and Norway use bio¬ 
mass to power public transit. 

Mr. Miller says, "It’s not 
the gas companies, it's you 
and me; if we didn't use it, 
they wouldn't produce it." I 


self, Mr. Miller. And, also, tell 
your dang neighbors, 'Don’t 
lease your land for gas and 
the companies won't drill."' 

Meanwhile, my neighbor 
installed s olar panels s ix years 
ago, and her return on invest¬ 
ment is way better than that 
for locals who sold gas leases 
during that time. 

As soon as we feel we can 
make such investments - 
once no fracking is allowed 
in Maryland - we can do a 
solar array that will be visible 
from Jupiter.

Continued from Page A-l 
down payment. Strosnider 
applied to a bank for a loan 
to complete the purchase of 
Red Run. When the bank 
required additional collateral, 
VanSickle supplied a timber 
contract for land in Garrett 
County with a valuation 
sisned by “Paul Walsh” of 
"Noble Forest Consultants.” 
Both “Noble Forest Consul¬ 
tants” and "Paul Walsh” were 
fictitious. 

The settlement for the 
sale of the property was con¬ 
ducted by attorney Angela M. 
Blythe, 52, Oakland. Blythe 
failed to collect Strosnider’s 
funds to close the loan. At 
VanSickle s direction, Blythe 
paid over the sales proceeds 
of $1.6 million to “Unity 


Mortgage,” which was Van¬ 
Sickle. “Unity Mortgage” did 
not, in fact, have a mortgage 
on Red Run. 

Strosnider and VanSickle 
used similar fraudulent meth¬ 
ods in Strosnider’s purchase 
from VanSickle of 5.87 acres 
on State Park Road, border¬ 
ing Deep Creek Lake, and 
116 acres of undeveloped 
land at Cheat Lake, according 
to Rosenstein. 

VanSickle received over 
$5.7 million in sales proceeds 
from the fraudulent transac¬ 
tions. Strosnider defaulted 
on all three loans. As a result 
of the scheme, the loss to 
the financial institutions was 
$2,755,102.50, the amount of 
the loans minus the recovery 
from foreclosure and sale of 
the collateral. 

Rosenstein said VanSickle 
has agreed to forfeit and pay 
restitution in that amount, 
and forfeit his interest in 40 
properties held in VanSickle’s 
name or in the names of nom¬ 
inees in Maryland, West Vir¬ 
ginia and Pennsylvania, up to 
the value of $2,755 102.50. 

VanSickle faces a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of 30 years 
in prison for the conspiracy. 
U.S. District Judge Marvin J. 
Garbis scheduled sentencing 
for March 17, 2016, at 9:30 
a.m. 

Strosnider previously 
pleaded guilty to his partici¬ 
pation in the conspiracy and 
awaits sentencing. 

Blythe was convicted by 
a federal jury on Oct. 9, 
after a nine-day trial, of con¬ 
spiring with VanSickle to 
commit bank fraud, bank 
fraud, and two counts of 
making a false statement to 
a bank. U.S. District Judge 
William D. Quarles sentenced 
Blythe to a year and a day in 
prison, and entered an order 
requiring Blythe to forfeit 
$696,517 and pay restitution 
of $948,203.25. 

Rosenstein praised the FBI 
for its work in the investiga¬ 
tion and thanked assistant 
U.S. attorney Joyce K. Mc¬ 
Donald and Philip A. Selden, 
who are prosecuting the case. 

Tuesday's announcement 
is part of the efforts under¬ 
taken in connection with the 
President's Financial Fraud 
Enforcement Task Force. 
The task force was established 
to wage an aggressive, coor¬ 
dinated, and proactive effort 
to investigate and prosecute 
financial crimes. 

With more than 20 federal 
agencies, 94 U.S. attorneys’ 
offices, and state and local 
partners, it is the broadest 
coalition of law enforcement, 
investigatory, and regulatory 
agencies ever assembled to 
combat fraud, according to a 
District Court of Maryland 
spokesperson. 

"Since its formation," 
she said, "the task force has 
made great strides in facilitat¬ 
ing increased investigation 
and prosecution of finan¬ 
cial crimes; enhancing co¬ 
ordination and cooperation 
among federal, state, and 


local authorities; addressing 
discrimination in the lend¬ 
ing and financial markets; 
and conducting outreach to 
the public, victims, financial 
institutions and other orga¬ 
nizations. Since fiscal year 
2009, the Justice Department 
has filed over 18,000 financial 
fraud cases against more than 
25,000 defendants."

Unclaimed Property List Includes 
State Agencies, Famous Marylanders

ANNAPOLIS - Ray Rice,

Despite these efforts, the 
list includes more than one 
million entries: property sit¬ 
ting unclaimed in the govern¬ 
ment's possession, available 
for spending by the state. 

Some surplus funds that 
aren't returned to the owner 
are sent to the state’s General 
Fund, which the General As¬ 
sembly appropriates annually 
in connection with the state 
budget, a spokeswoman from 
the comptroller’s office said. 

Over each of the past four 
fiscal years, the state received 
an average of $142.5 million 
in unclaimed property and 
was able to return an average 
of $54.1 million to owners 
- roughly a third of what 
financial organizations and 
businesses sent in to the state. 

There are no limits placed 
on how much or how little the 
value of each unclaimed asset 
holding must be, a spokes¬ 
woman from the comptrol¬ 
ler's office said, and the office 
does not track the average 
amount associated with the 
holdings. Last year, an un¬ 
named woman claimed more 
than $1 million in stocks and 
dividends through the un¬ 
claimed property program, 
according to a news release 
from the comptroller’s office. 

Maryland law currently 
requires banks and holders 
of assets to declare property 
as unclaimed after a period 
of three years. That time 
frame was accelerated fol¬ 
lowing the 2001 recession, as 
the state looked for ways to 
increase revenues in the Gen¬ 
eral Fund, said David Juppe, 
operating budget manager at 
the Department of Legisla¬ 
tive Services. 

To increase the money 
flowing into the General 
Fund, the state could cut 
spending, raise taxes, or turn 
to other special funds, he said, 
like improving tax compli¬ 
ance, boosting state gambling 
revenue - or increasing funds 
from abandoned property. 

In 2003, the period of 
time to declare property as 
unclaimed was accelerated 
from five years to four, and 
in 2004 it was set at three. 
Juppe called this time frame 
’’pretty aggressive" and added 
that "it doesn’t seem like very 
long before it's claimed aban¬ 
doned." 

Prior to the change, the 


voters, changing the time 
frame for unclaimed property 
allowed for increased revenue 
without much blow back. 

"When Program Open 
Space lost funding, environ¬ 
mentalists were very upset," 
Juppe said. "Abandoned 
property, though, seems pret¬ 
ty innocuous. I can't believe 
anyone would be too upset 
over that." 

Maryland isn't the only 
state to rely on revenue from 
unclaimed property. An Asso¬ 
ciated Press report found that 
in total, state governments 
are holding $41.7 billion in 
unclaimed property, and cited 
a growing trend toward using 
such revenue to patch holes in 
tKflr budgets.

unclaimed assets in its pos¬ 
session, but that he had "no 
idea” he was on it. 

The property listed under 
his congressional campaign, 
he told Capital News Ser¬ 
vice, would have been from 
roughly 13 years ago, but 
he believed the address as¬ 
sociated with the listing was 
one of his offices between 10 
and 15 years ago - located 
"right around the corner” 
from where Ehrlich lived at 
the time. 

Other familiar names on 
the state database include 
Edgar Poe (listed with no ad¬ 
dress, though it's safe to say 
it most likely isn't the famous 
author); the University of 
Maryland/College Park's in¬ 
dependent student newspaper 
The Diamondback; Cal Rip¬ 
ken's wife Kelly; a business 
named Ripken Professional 
(the famous Orioles family 
ran a baseball organization 
by this name); the chairman 
of Special Olympics and 
Kennedy cousin Tim Shriver; 
and that of convicted killer 
Benjamin Sifrit, who is cur¬ 
rently housed in the Roxbury 
Correctional Institute in Hag¬ 
erstown. 

Sometimes the names may 
be the same, but relatives may 
be the intended recipient, 
as in the case of the Prince 
George’s County executive. 
There’s a Rushem Baker on 
the list, but no identifying 
numerals; he is Baker III. 

And, though Donna 
Edwards, Barbara Mikul- 
ski, John Waters, and Harry 
Hughes also appear in the 


listings, representatives for 
the congresswoman, sena¬ 
tor, screenwriter, and former 
governor told Capital News 
Service the property listings 
were not associated with 
them - and perhaps instead 
belonged to someone with an 
identical name. 

The town of Aberdeen, 
while not a famous Mary¬ 
lander, had unclaimed prop¬ 
erty in the state's database, 
and in response to a public in¬ 
formation request from Capi¬ 
tal News Service, Monica 
Correll, the city clerk, shared 
that the finance department 
was in the process of claiming 
the item. 

In an email from the comp¬ 
troller’s office, the Unclaimed 
Property Unit wrote that 
attached to claim number 
01582159, under the town 
of Aberdeen, was $175 in a 
check from a private company 
dating back to 2008. 

And, Mary Bohlen, ad¬ 
ministrative services director 
for the town of Berlin, Mary¬ 
land, shared that it was prac¬ 
tice for Berlin administrators 
to review the comptroller's 
records "at least annually” to 
determine whether they had 
any unclaimed property. 

"Typically, we undertake 
this review at the end of the 
calendar year,” Bohlen wrote 
in an email.

WIND GUSTS 
by Dr. Thomas Sheahen 

Q. The weather forecast often says "winds 10-15 miles per 
hour, gusting to 40.” Why isn't wind steady? What causes 
wind gusts? 

A. The phenomenon of wind gusts is one example of tur¬ 
bulence in the flow of air, where an eddy is formed and exists 
for a little while. The relatively new branch of mathematics 
(1980s) known as Chaos Theory has provided improved 
understanding of this kind of fluid motion. 

To start off, imagine air moving slowly and steadily 
across a flat surface; that type of flow is termed laminar. The 
air molecules right at the ground don’t move at all, but there 
is a boundary layer in which the air begins to move faster, so 
that a few feet above the ground the air might be moving 
10-15 mph. That’s typical of a lot of days, and we wouldn’t 
call that abnormally windy. Way up in the stratosphere, the 
wind might be blowing 150 mph, and that’s called the jet 
stream. 

Trouble is, no surface is ever really a mathematically 
flat plane. Mountains and hills and buildings and trees all 
constitute obstructions of various sizes, and so there are 
disturbances in the moving air. Those irregularities set off 
little zones of curly air motion known as eddies. 

What happens next depends on mathematical details of 
the fluid motion, but engineers usually describe it in terms 
of one parameter known as the Reynolds Number, which 
is related to the speed of the wind and the size of the ob¬ 
struction. If the wind is pretty slow, the eddies die out and 
laminar flow predominates. At higher wind speeds, eddies 
grow larger and the entire flow bf$aks into turbulence. The 
direction of these curly irregularities is totally random, in 
all three dimensions. 

One interesting thing about turbulent flow comes from

chaos theory: There are eddies of all different sizes - person¬ 
sized, tree-sized, building-sized, etc., and their details are un¬ 
predictable. There can be circular loops of wind in the space 
of a street width or of a village. It’s easy to observe evidence 
of this happening on a windy day in autumn, when swirls 
of dried leaves circle around in the air for a minute or so. 

Now visualize such a loop, vertical and 2 miles in diam¬ 
eter. Its top is over 10,000 feet, where it can pick up a lot 
of speed. The wind at the top of the loop is moving in the 
opposite direction from the bottom. If you’re standing on 
the ground, you might experience this as a 20 mph wind, in 
addition to whatever steady wind happens to be blowing. So 
if the steady wind is 15 mph, as the eddy passes by, the total 
could be 35 mph - We call that a “gust” of wind. It could 
last for a few seconds or a minute. 

On the other hand, since the turbulent motion is random, 
the sum total might just as easily be 5 mph in the opposite 
direction! Hence, on a gusty day, there can be periods of 
calm interspersed with high winds. 

At night when the wind dies down, the entire system 
resets and is ready to start again the next day. Usually the 
strongest winds arise in the afternoon, when the sun has 
pumped a lot of energy into the atmosphere.

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Taylor Gets Win 250 As Rams 
Go 7-2 At Musselman Tourney 


The Southern High wres¬ 
tling team traveled to Mussel- 
man High School in Inwood, 
W.Va., over the weekend, 
where it faced a 16-team field, 
which included schools from 
Maryland, Virginia, West 
Virginia, and New York. 

The Rams, who placed 
three wrestlers on the All- 
Tournament Team, finished 
third overall, rolling through 
the event with a 7-2 team re¬ 
cord, while picking up head 
coach Dave Taylor’s 250th 
career coaching win. 

Brison Dixon (106), Jake 
Sweitzer (120 and 126), 
and Devan Hamrick (138) 
were each chosen as the best 
wrestlers in their respective 
weight classes to garner all¬ 
tournament honors. Dixon 
concluded the event perfect 
at 8-0, as did Hamrick, while 
Sweitzer finished at 8-1. 

Wrestling commenced on 
Friday versus Hedgesville, 
W.Va., and the Rams pock¬ 
eted their first victory of the 
event, 54-30. The follow¬ 
ing match pitted Southern 
against Central Square High 
School, a team from near 
Syracuse, N.Y. 

Traditionally, one of the

Square, but were forced to 
hold off a late charge in order 
to secure the 46-31 win and 
sit at 2-0 with three West Vir¬ 
ginia teams slated to follow. 

Spring Mills had little fight 
to offer Southern, as Taylor’s 
squad breezed past the Cardi¬ 
nals, 72-12; however, Spring 
Valley, the Rams’ next oppo¬ 
nent, would put up a stiffer 
challenge. 

Spring Valley built a 30-15 
lead, but the Rams battled 
back to take a 33-30 advan¬ 
tage heading to the duel’s 
final bout, which featured 
Southern’s Jake Sweitzer. He 
found himself trailing 3-1 as 
the final period approached, 
but with the match on the 
line, Sweitzer was able to 
knot up the score in the third 
period. He finished off his op¬ 
ponent with a pinfall to seal 
the Southern victory, 39-30, 
and cap off a perfect Friday 
for the Rams at 4-0.

Saturday’s schedule kicked 
off with a match against the

advantage over the Rams. 
Although Southern managed 
to cut into the deficit, the 
Indians held on for a 39-36 
win, giving the Rams their 


first loss of the tournament. 

A pair of Virginia teams, 
Riverbend and Mountain 
View, followed to toe the line 
next against Southern. The 
Rams held off Riverbend 41- 
33 to improve to 5-1 at the 
tournament; however, last 
year’s defending tournament 
champion Mountain View 
proved too much to handle, 
defeating the Rams, 42-35. 

"In last season’s match 
versus Mountain View, we 
lost all but one of the 14 
weight classes. This year 
things were different,” said 
Taylor. “We started off with a 
big pin by Hamrick and a vic¬ 
tory by Corey Homer to take 
a 9-6 lead. Unfortunately, we 
lost the next six matches by 
pin and found ourselves in a 
big hole 42-9. We were able 
to win the final five bouts for 
a 7-7 match split, but their 
pins were too much for us to 
overcome.” 

The Rams returned to 
the mats with a flurry of 
victories in a 66-15 defeat 
of East Hardy, setting the 
stage for the final match of 
the day against host school 
Musselman. 

“It was an exciting match 


with many close, well-wres¬ 
tled matches,” said Taylor. 
But in the end, Southern was 
just too strong for the Apple- 
man, defeating them 45-33 
to finish the tournament at 
7-2 and earn third place as 
a team. 

Freshman Nate Tasker 
(113) was snubbed in his 
bid for the All-Tournament 
Team, but completed the 
event with an 8-1 record. Jace

Firearm Season 
Harvest Yields 
31,390 Deer 

Maryland hunters report¬ 
ed taking 31,390 deer during 
the popular two-week deer 
firearm season. Despite mild 
weather across the state, rain 
on key hunting days resulted 
in an eight percent decline in 
harvest compared to last sea¬ 
son’s. More than 3,200 deer 
were taken on the Sunday 
hunting days. 

Garrett County’s harvest 
totaled 1,731, with 323 of 
those taken during the two- 
day junior hunt season. 

“Scattered rain across the 
state on opening weekend, 
combined with warm weather 
throughout the season, made 
for challenging hunting con¬ 
ditions this year,” Wildlife 
and Heritage Service direc¬ 
tor Paul Peditto said. “With 
Sunday hunting available 
in most counties, hunters 
had more opportunities to 
adapt to these conditions and 
achieve the harvest necessary 
to meet our deer management 
objectives.” 

During the firearm sea¬ 
son, hunters reported taking 
20,041 antlerless white-tailed 
deer - nearly double the ant¬ 
lered white-tailed deer taken 
(11,349). Focusing harvest on 
antlerless deer remains a fuh- 
damental component in the 
effort to manage Maryland’s 
population. 

The harvest of sika deer 
in the eastern part of the 


state declined, with hunters 
reporting 390 antlered and 
581 antlerless deer, compared 
to 471 antlered and 670 ant¬ 
lerless in 2014. The bag limit 
for antlerless sika deer was 
increased in 2014 in response 
to rising agricultural damage 
complaints in the region. 

Hunters have responded 
favorably by harvesting more 
antlerless sika deer to help 
stabilize the population and 
reduce it to more acceptable 
levels in problem areas, ac¬ 
cording to Peditto. 

Hunters in Region A 
(which includes Garrett 
County) reported taking 
3,965 white-tailed deer dur¬ 


ing the season, down slightly 
from last year’s harvest of 
4,128. The region’s harvest 
comprised 2,643 antlered and 
1,322 antlerless deer. 

The Region B harvest de¬ 
creased eight percent from 
last year’s to 27,425 deer. The 
region total included 8,706 
antlered and 18,719 antler¬ 
less deer. 

Junior hunters reported 
taking 2,537 deer during the 
November junior deer hunt 
weekend, slightly above last 
year’s harvest. Junior hunters 


registered 1,575 antlered and 
962 antlerless deer in 2015. 

Hunting dates, regula¬ 
tions, and deer registration 
procedures are located in the 
2015-2016 Guide to Hunting 
and Trapping. Additional 
information may be found 
on the Hunting in Maryland 
webpage. 

The total deer kill in neigh¬ 
boring Allegany County was 
1,575, while Frederick Coun¬ 
ty’s harvest was 3,036, and 
Washington County hunters 
bagged 2,250.

Enforcement Of 
Traffic Laws To 
Be Stepped Up 

The Maryland State Police 
(MSP) are warning drivers 
they can expect enforcement 
of speed, occupant restraint, 
and most importantly DUI 
laws this holiday season. 

The State Police Impaired 
Driving Reduction Effort and 
troopers statewide will be 
out in force focusing efforts 
on impaired, distracted, and 
aggressive drivers. According 
to an MSP spokesperson, this 
effort is intended to reduce 
traffic crashes and the result¬ 
ing injuries and deaths on 
Maryland roads. The MSP 
reminds drivers all year, but 
especially during the holiday 
season, that drinking alcohol 
and driving should never mix. 

“There is no excuse for 
impaired driving, so we will 
accept no excuse,” Maryland 
State Police superintendent 
Col. William M. Pallozzi 
said. “State troopers and law 
enforcement officers through¬ 
out Maryland are focused 
on identifying and arresting 
impaired drivers, whose num¬ 
bers always increase during 
the holiday season. We are 
dedicating our efforts this 
year to the memory of Mont¬ 
gomery County police officer 
Noah Leotta, who was struck 
less than three weeks ago by 
an alleged impaired driver 
and died at the age of 24.” 

On average, one-third (31 
percent) of all fatal crashes 
in America involve drunk 
driving. In the month of 
December 2014, there were 
82 people killed in Maryland 
crashes, involving at least one 
driver or motorcycle operator 
with a blood alcohol concen¬ 
tration of .08 or higher. Two 
of those deaths occurred on 
Christmas Day. So far this 
year, Maryland State Police 
have made more than 6,700 
DUI arrests. 

As Maryland state troop¬ 
ers support the state highway 
safety plan "Toward Zero 
Deaths," motorists need to be 
aware of the dangers of alco¬ 
hol, Pallozzi said, adding that 
alcohol takes effect quickly 
and wears off slowly. It tends 
to reduce one’s control, judg¬ 
ment, and coordination. In 
addition, perceptual abilities, 
speech, and speed of reflexes 
can be impaired. 

Impaired drivers can face 
jail time, lose their driver’s 
licenses, incur higher insur¬ 
ance rates, and face dozens of 
other expenses ranging from 
attorney fees, court costs, car 
towing repairs, to lost wages 
because of time off from 
work. 

"Even worse, a drunk 
driver can claim someone’s 
life, or even one’s own,” said 
Pallozzi. 

Earlier this year, the MSP 
received a national award 
from the International Asso¬ 
ciation of Chiefs of Police for 
traffic safety initiatives. The 
MSP was recognized for its 
commitment and continuous 
efforts to keep Maryland’s 
roads safe. 

The MSP offers the follow¬ 
ing tips to help keep Mary¬ 
land roads safe this holiday 
season: 

•Have a plan before you 
drink any alcoholic bever¬ 
ages. One drink can impair 
your judgment and increase

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Using public-private part¬ 
nership to safeguard the 
health of its children, the 
state of Maryland has helped 
reduce by 56 percent so far 
this fiscal year the number of 
retailers who have attempted 
to illegally sell tobacco prod¬ 
ucts to minors. As a result of 
this year’s partnership, Mary¬ 
land’s noncompliance rate for 
federal Fiscal Year 2016 has 
fallen to below 14 percent. 

Each state is required to 
conduct annual random com¬ 
pliance checks of retailers to 
ensure they are complying 
with the law. After years of 
compliance with this stan¬ 
dard, Maryland Department 
of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene (MDHMH) inspections 
found that Maryland retailers 
were noncompliant, with 
sales thresholds in federal 
Fiscal Years 2014 and 2015, 
respectively, near 25 percent 
and to more than 30 percent. 

In spring 2015, Maryland’s 
health department developed 
a comprehensive strategy to 
ensure that youth access to 
tobacco products from retail 
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environments was swiftly 
addressed. The department 
also executed a marketing 
blitz that included billboards, 
social media posts, broadcast 
media ads, and educational 
packets and materials that 
were sent to retailers. 

“This reduction in illegal 
tobacco sales to Maryland’s 
youth could not have been 
done without a partnership 
between the state and the 
retail community,” said Gov 
Larry Hogan. “We know 
most smokers start when they 
are underage. This partner¬ 
ship is literally an investment 
in Maryland’s future.” 

“The success in achiev¬ 
ing such a significant reduc¬ 
tion was a team effort,” said 
health and mental hygiene 
secretary Van T. Mitchell. "I 
would like to thank my staffs 
local health departments, 
community-based organiza¬ 
tions, tobacco retailers, and 
Maryland comptroller Peter 
Franchot in collaborating to 
achieve this accomplishment 
for Maryland’s children.”

and the overall use of tobacco 
products, according to the 
department. 

In a series of subsequent 


random inspections con¬ 
ducted May 2014 through 
September 2014,31.9 percent 
of retailers sold cigarettes to 
underage youth, with rates 
in one jurisdiction as high as 
54.7 percent. The U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
similarly found that 23.8 
percent of retailers across 
Maryland had sold tobacco 
to minors during that time 
period.

W ith the holiday season wind¬ 
ing down, most of us are 
about to fall back into our usual 
routines.

Come April, however, it's

CBS brings 'Rush Hour' to the small screen

Odd couple: A big-screen powerhouse is being 
revamped for network television. In what's 
described as a 'reimagining' of the popular 
movie frarchise starring Jackie Chan ('Rumble in 
the Bronx,' 1995) and Chris Tucker ('The Fifth 
Element,' 1997), 'Rush Hour' is set to premiere 
on CBS some time in 2016. 

The reboot stars Justin Hires ('21 Jump Street,' 
2012) as Det. James Carter, the role Tucker origi¬ 
nated in the films. He's a boisterous LAPD officer 
who plays by his own rules and exasperates his 
superiors, but still manages to earn his reputation 
as a comp?tent officer who gets the job done. 

Jon Foo ('The Protector,' 2005) steps into 
Chan's shoes as Det. Lee, a straight-laced cop 
from Hong Kong who has come stateside in search 
of answers to his many burning questions about 
his sister's death. 

As in the films, the pair are like oil and water, 
so fundamentally different that they struggle to 
work together effectively — a struggle that 
results in comedy gold, if the show manages to 
capture even a fraction of the movies' chemistry. 
Their oddball relationship provides unique chal¬ 
lenges and opportunities, and as they work to 
hunt dowr those responsible for the death of 
Lee's sister, they begin to turn their contradictory 
skill sets into complementary ones, their differenc¬ 
es to strengths. 

Aimee Garcia ('Dexter') and Page Kennedy 
('Backstrom') co-star as Sgt. Didi Diaz, Carter's 
close friend and former partner, and Gerald, 
Carter's cousin and informant. Comedy veteran 
Wendie M.alick ('Hot in Cleveland') lends her 
expertise to the fresh-faced cast as Capt. Cole, 
Carter's boss and the matchmaker who unites 
these strange bedfellows. 

It's hard to say whether the formula that made 
the Rush Hour franchise a huge success will trans¬ 
late to the small screen — there's a lot riding on 
the chemistry of Hires and Foo — but it's worth 
tuning in to find out. 'Rush Hour' premieres in 
2016 on CBS. 

Dangerous 'Game': From David Hudgins, writ¬

Why Are Cats 
Such Finicky Eaters? 


DEAR PAW'S CORNER: I find it weird 
that my two dogs, "Shep" and "Bull," 
can eat just about anything (I have to 
hide ail the pet food), while my cat, 
’Trudy," will turn up her nose at most 
food. And although she's perfectly 
healthy, sometimes she gets sick after 
eating wet or fresh food. Why? - Sarah 
in Madison, Wisconsin 

DEAR SARAH: Cats' eating behaviors 
have long been a source of curiosity for 
both pet owners and the scientific 
community. Why do they turn their nose 
up at certain foods and chow down on 
others? Why do they sometimes throw 
up after eating? Why do they gnaw on 
grass when they're meat-eaters? 

The answer is: It's complicated, and no 
one is entirely sure. A recent study, for 
example, found that cats have some 
genes that are more commonly 
possessed by herbivores (animals that 
eat only plants, like cows). These 
particular genes help them detect bitter 
flavors, alerting them to potentially 
poisonous plants. This research opens a 
new avenue into understanding why 
cats are more picky about their food 
than dogs -- also meat-eaters -- tend to 
be. If cats are detecting a bitter taste in 
their food then they may be less Inclined 
to eat it. And, a bitter taste also may 
trigger a vomiting response to 
safeguard against ingesting what Is 
perceived to be poison. 

The study's results could lead to 
changes In how commercial producers 
formulate their cat food. Whether that is 
a good thing remains to be seen. 

In the meantime, feeding a finicky cat 
remains a triai-and-error process. Try 
small amounts of different foods -- dry, 
wet and fresh -- and note Trudy's likes 
and dislikes.

The Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) is seeking public com¬ 
ment on the first portion 
of Maryland’s draft State 
Wildlife Action Plan. This 
first section focuses on threat¬ 
ened wildlife species and their 
habitat. 

“The purpose of this 
document is to outline up- 
to-date, strategic conserva¬ 
tion approaches for wildlife 
and wildlife habitats across 
Maryland,” DNR secretary 
Mark Belton said. “From 
biologists to hunters to local 
governments, collaboration 
among our stakeholders is 
critical to producing a suc¬ 
cessful, comprehensive State 
Wildlife Action Plan that will 
create and guide conservation 
management practices." 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service requires that each 
state review and revise its ac¬ 
tion plan every 10 years. The 
department is leading this 
effort for Maryland, working 
with other federal, state, and 
local organizations to de¬ 
scribe recommended projects 
for wildlife conservation.

His Big Game Harvest 
Record did not show any deer 
kills for the 2015-16 season. 
Furthermore, the only deer 
hunting legal at the time of 
the incident was for antlered 
deer taken with a muzzle- 
loader. 

He provided a written 
statement and the officer 
seized the rifle and the deer 
meat, which was donated to 
charity. 

If found guilty of both 
counts, Spear could be fined 
as much as $3,000. A date 
has not been set in Garrett 
County District Court.

Garrett And Allegany BOEs Present 
Legislative "Wishes" To Lawmakers 


The Garrett and Allegany 
county boards of education 
met early this month, along 
with several elected officials, 
to discuss the upcoming 
Maryland General Assembly 
session. The educators meet 
with the elected annually 
to express their legislative 
“wishes.” The gathering took 
place at Northern Middle 
School on Dec. 9. 

Among the top priorities 
of the western Maryland 
educators is their wish to 
have state funding formulas 
amended to better serve the 
local systems, and the desire 
to keep the local autonomy 
over such things as the school 
calendars. 

A proposed bill to force all 
public schools of the state to 
delay the start of the school 
year until after Labor Day 
is again being brought to the 
legislators by Comptroller 
Peter Franchot, although the 
pursuit has been unsuccessful 
for the past two sessions, and 
is stringently opposed by the 
majority of the state’s educa¬ 
tors. Both western Maryland 
education boards are opposed 


to the proposal, as losing the 
ability to make calendars 
specific to the area is seen as 
a detriment. 

Some of the key issues and 
requests made by the educa¬ 
tors are as follows. 

Equity in Funding: The 
two education boards support 
restoring the inflation factor 
and adjusting funding formu¬ 
las that take into account the 
reality of both growing and 
declining school systems, the 
percent of students who qual¬ 
ify for free and reduced-price 
meals (FARMs), the needs of 
special education students, 
transportation costs, the age 
of schools, and the wealth of 
the local county. 

The original inflation fac¬ 
tor in formulas was changed 
in fiscal year 2008 and held 
constant for five fiscal years. 
The educators are requesting 
that the formula be reformat¬ 
ted to better consider and 
count the factors noted above. 

BOAST (Building Oppor¬ 
tunities for All Students and 
Teachers) Tax Credit opposi¬ 
tion: BOAST is essentially a 
voucher system which would 


reduce the amount of fund¬ 
ing to public education and 
provide funding for private 
institutions. The educators 
feel that the tax credit will 
result in educational inequi¬ 
ties between public and non¬ 
public institutions. 

Commission on Educa¬ 
tion Finance, Equity, and 
Excellence: The state aid 
formulas are currently being 
studied in order to determine 
adequate and equitable fund¬ 
ing to public school systems. 
The commission is analyzing 
whether the current funding 
formulas should be retained 
or modified. 

The western Maryland 
educators feel that a modifi¬ 
cation is needed to take into 
account systems that have de¬ 
creasing student populations 
coupled with rising wealth, as 
has been the case in both Al¬ 
legany and Garrett counties. 
Garrett County’s increase in 
wealth has been rapid. 

In some cases, a modest 
decline in student popula¬ 
tions does not mean there are 
decreased costs of operating 
the school system. The boards 
support the creation of a com¬ 
mission to begin preliminary 
steps in the review of final¬ 
ized reports within the Study 


of Adequacy of Funding for 
Education in the State of 
Maryland by Augenblick, 
Palaich, and Associates. 

Maintenance of Effort 
(MOE): The boards support 
the current maintenance of 
effort law enacted in 2012 
(Senate Bill 848), and oppose 
any attempt to reduce the 
level of funding. 

According to the Mary¬ 
land State Department of 
Education, since 2011 MSDE 
has received $97 million in 
requests and approved $79 
million. Of the $18 million 
in denied requests since 2011, 
one was an $8 million school 
construction request. Exclud¬ 
ing that one request, the ap¬ 
proval rate is 89%. The num¬ 
ber of counties submitting re¬ 
quests has increased from 7 to 
10 during that period. MSDE 
has also communicated that 
it will entertain nonrecur¬ 
ring cost requests for supple¬ 
mental appropriations after 
the March 31 deadline. The 
responsibility for submitting 
a nonrecurring cost waiver 
request is the responsibility 
of local county governments. 

Allegany and Garrett 
Counties’ education effort 
is below the statewide aver¬ 
age. This is because county 
government does not fund 
the local school system to the 
level of other county govern¬ 
ments when comparing the 
school system appropriation 
to local wealth. If there is a 
change in maintenance of 
effort, the local boards would 
support removing the state 
average in local wealth as a 
factor in determining if the 
local maintenance of effort 
is to be changed. 

The Exploration of Fi¬ 
nancial Implications Result¬ 
ing from State Mandated 
Requirements Placed on 
School Construction: The 
two boards support the study 
of the financial implications 
of state-mandated require¬ 
ments put on school construc¬ 
tion projects. 

The Exploration of a New 
Funding Mechanism Should 
be Explored for Public School 
Construction: During the 
2013 legislative session, land¬ 
mark legislation was enacted 
to provide $1 billion in new 
funding to Baltimore City 
Public Schools over a 10-year 
period to support its school 
construction program. The 
boards maintain that similar 
legislation should be explored 
to provide additional fund¬ 
ing to the other 23 boards of 
education in Maryland. The 
local educators recommend 
new enhanced construction 
funding should be provided, 
in addition to funds that have 
already been earmarked, to 
support innovative learning 
environments where alterna¬ 
tive financing is utilized. 

Fund Pre-Kindergarten: 
The boards support the need 
for providing all pre-kinder- 
garten-age students the op¬ 
portunity for a “meaningftxl 
educational experience.” The 
educators maintain that these 
programs are essential as the 
students transition to become 
“school-ready.” Currently,

districts receive no founda¬ 
tion aid for pre-kindergarten 
programs. The boards sup¬ 
port, at a minimum, a portion 
of direct aid being approved 
for these currently unfunded 
state mandates. 

Continued Governance 
Authority for Local Boards of 
Education to Set Educational 
Policy and School Budgets: 
The boards of Allegany and 
Garrett counties support 
continued autonomy for all 
local boards of education to 
adopt education policies that 
promote high standards for 
academic and fiscal account¬ 
ability. 

“Students are best served 
by having an independent 
local board of education that 
is engaged with its superinten¬ 
dent and the school commu¬ 
nity to discuss and to debate 
important issues that directly 
impact the quality of educa¬ 
tion,” the educators stated in 
their written request. “The 
widely recognized success of 
Maryland schools is a testa¬ 
ment to the effectiveness of 
this governance model. The 
boards of education of Alle¬ 
gany and Garrett counties op¬ 
pose any legislation or regula¬ 
tory initiatives which would 
have the effect of reducing 
local board governance or 
budgetary authority." 

The School Calendar: The 
Garrett County Board of 
Education has a calendar 
committee that develops the 
school calendar to maximize

student instruction days prior 
to the county’s often severe, 
inclement weather. Both Al¬ 
legany and Garrett school 
systems design their school 
calendars to provide students 
with as many instructional 
days as possible to better pre¬ 
pare students for assessments, 
the educators said.

As we conclude what will likely be the warmest 
December on record, at least for the eastern half of 
the United States, it is hoped that the new year will 
bring more seasonable conditions. 

Yes, many have been enjoying the unusually warm 
temperatures and severe lack of snow in Garrett 
County so far this season. Our home heating bills 
are much lower than normal, there has not been a 
single missed day of school, our roads and driveways 
have been clear of snow and ice with only a few brief 
exceptions, and outdoor activities such as biking, run¬ 
ning, and even golf and cookouts have continued right 
through the holidays. It’s just plain weird. 

Those are among the ups; but there are many 
downs to having such conditions this time of year, 
most of which have to do with economics, and nearly 
everyone is affected. 

The Wisp Resort is among the first local businesses 
that come to mind. The Wisp is one of the county’s 
largest employers, but when there are so few custom¬ 
ers - in this case, skiers - there is little income being 
generated. So the lack of snow negatively affects not 
only the owners of the Wisp but all of their employ¬ 
ees, many of whom are not working right now - the 
lift operators, the snow-making crews, and the snow¬ 
grooming crews, not to mention the waiters, wait¬ 
resses, and bartenders. 

That brings us to the many other restaurants, not 
only at Deep Creek Lake but everywhere in the county. 
They should be exceedingly busy right now feeding all 
those skiers and snowmobilers who would normally 
be here. Tips this time of year for wait staff should be 
relatively sizable. Then there are the gasoline stations 
and the motels and various other retail businesses that 
depend so heavily upon the same guests to the county. 
Also generated by these visitors is accommodations 
tax money for the county, so that source of income is 
also taking a significant hit. 

The state and county road employees usually have 
many hours of extra time by now, meaning more 
money in their pockets. Yes, that is money currently 
being saved by the county, but it is also money that is 
not being spent by all of those guys who work extra 
long hours to keep our roads clear. They undoubtedly 
have come to depend on that extra cash this time of 
year, so without it, they are having to tighten their 
belts. The same is true for all of the independent 
individuals and private operations that are typically 
plowing snow right now. 

The numbers of those attending the other fun 
places, including Garrett 8 Cinemas and Funland 
and Smiley’s, are probably down too. And we here at 
The Republican office are likewise affected, as neither 
last week’s nor today's issue of our paper contains(ed) 
much of anything in the way of advertising for special 
New Year's menus/buffets at local restaurar s. 

So, the list of downs, with its far-reaching, domino, 
negative economic effects of the total lack of winter 
weather conditions, greatly out-weighs the list of ups.

To the Editor: 

Outside Los Angeles, the 
Aliso Canyon natural gas 
storage facility has been leak¬ 
ing methane gas at a rate 
close to 15% of the hourly gas 
emissions from the entire U.S. 
natural gas industry. News 
about this has been sparse on 
the East Coast, though the 
leak was detected October 23, 
is not expected to be plugged 
until maybe March 2016, 
and has displaced over 2,000 
households at nearby Porter 
Ranch. 

Some 6,500 families have 
applied for aid. Two neaiby 
elementary schools are clos¬ 
ing, displacing nearly 2,000 
children to different schools. 
The area is a no-fly zone for 
low-level flights. Hallibur¬ 
ton’s subsidiary, the Boots & 
Coots world-renowned well 
control team, has not suc¬ 
ceeded in either capturing the 
gas or plugging the leak. 


The leak is coming from 
one of 115 vertical gas 
wells connecting the stor¬ 
age field over a mile below 
the surface, and there is not 
a shut-off valve between 
that underground storage 
and the 1953-vintage leaking 
well. The facility is similar to 
the gas storage in Accident, 
where 83 vertical gas wells, 
some drilled in the 1940s, 
access gas stored under a 
rock cap. 

Citizens of Porter Ranch 
knew that this significant gas 
leak occurred because they 
smelled mercaptans - added 
odorants required by Califor¬ 
nia state law for stored gas so 
that leaks can be detected. 
Maryland does not require 
that mercaptans be added 
to underground gas storage 
fields. 

Methane is 100 times more 
potent as a greenhouse gas 
than carbon dioxide in a 
10-year period, and 34 times 
more potent over 100 years. 
Incidents like that at Aliso 
Canyon, and the 10,000 tons 
per year of fugitive methane 
emissions from Accident, are 
startling examples of how 
natural gas infrastructure 
incidents and leakage are 
undermining the climate 
change advances being made 
by limiting carbon dioxide 
emissions. 

Methane is odorless and 
not visible by the unaided hu¬ 
man eye. It is already leaking 
from Accident at unaccept¬ 
able levels, given its climate 
forcing capacity. Currently, 
there are no federal or state 
regulations limiting emissions 
from the Accident storage 
field, including the gas wells. 

EPA has embarked on 
rule-making to cut methane 
leaks from the natural gas 
transmission and distribu¬ 
tion system. This would only 
cover new or modified com¬ 
pressor stations and storage 
fields. Please contact EPA 
and ask that rule-making also 
include existing facilities, like 
those at Accident.

Electronic cigarettes: *Afe 
they safer than tobacco? Or 
are they a high-tech way to 
hook a new generation on a 
bad nicotine habit? 

Nobody knows yet. I do 
know that e-cigs/vapes con¬ 
tain glycol that over time can 
cause damage to the nervous 
system. The CDC warns that 
the oil in the fluid can coat 
the alveoli (airs sacks) in the 
lungs, causing respiratory 
problems. After 50 years of 
research, we may find that 
these devices are more risky 
than tobacco. 

Research into the effects of 
e-cigarettes lags behind their 
popularity. But ready or not, 
the era of e-cigarettes is here. 
It’s a booming, billion-dollar 
industry - on track to outsell 
tobacco products within a 
decade. The number of teens 
and tweens using these prod¬ 
ucts doubled between 2011 
and 2012. 
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The nicotine inside the 
cartridges is addictive. When 
you stop using it, you can 
get withdrawal symptoms 
including feeling irritable, 
depressed, restless, and anx¬ 
ious. It can be dangerous for 
people with heart problems. 
It may also harm our arteries 
over time. 

So far, evidence suggests 
that e-cigarettes may be safer 
than regular cigarettes. The 
biggest danger from tobacco 
is the smoke, and e-cigarettes 
don’t burn. Tests show the 
levels of dangerous chemicals 
they give off are a fraction of 
what you’d get from a real 
cigarette. But what's in them 
can vary. 

E-cigarettes may be less 
harmful than cigarettes, but 
we still don't know enough 
about their long-term risks 
or the effects of secondhand 
exposure. 

The Garrett County 
Health Department is of¬ 
fering a Tobacco Cessation 
Program for people that are 
thinking about quitting smok¬ 
ing or using e-devices. It will 
be offered in two areas of the 
county, just in time for your 
New Year's resolution. 

One will be held at the 
health department in Oak 
land, beginning Tuesday, Jan. 
5, at 5:30 p.m. The second 
will be held at the Friendsville 
rescue squad building, begin 
ning Wednesday, Jan. 13, at 
5:30 p.m.

Jon Schachter, director of 
state communications from 
the Campaign for Tobacco- 
Free Kids, argues that, while 
treatment spending has been 
successful, it is cheaper to 
prioritize tobacco-use pre¬ 
vention. 

“The state spends over a 
billion dollars each year on 
health care costs because of 
tobacco usage,” Schachter 
said. “If we curtail tobacco 
usage and cut smoking rates 
among kids and adults, you 
are going to start saving a lot 
of money. It’s a lot cheaper 
than dealing with the symp¬ 
toms..."

Partial funding through 
the Cigarette Restitution 
Fund allowed researcher 
Angela Brodie to develop the 
drug aromatase inhibitors at 
the Cancer Center that helped 
cure Greenebaum of cancer, 
according to Cullen. 

"It’s a clear example of 
how state funds from the set¬ 
tlement agreement produced 
treatment possibilities that 
can save lives," Cullen added. 

Aromatase inhibitors is a 
drug that prohibits new breast 
cancer cells from forming by 
blocking estrogen production 
in the body. 

“It’s had a significant im¬ 
pact on cancers that are also 
very important,” Cullen said. 
“So I think we have taken the 
[restitution] investment and 
developed an infrastructure 
for research and treatment 
that benefits patients with 
cancer, no matter what type 
of cancer they have.”

CDL Training Program Continues To 
Meet The Needs Of Garrett County 


According to Maryland 
Fast Facts from the Maryland 
Motor Truck Association 
Inc., as of April 2014 there 
were over 15,260 trucking 
companies located in the state 
of Maryland. Most recently, 
labor market information pro¬ 
vided by the Maryland Work¬ 
force Exchange indicates 
that truck driving remains an 
in-demand occupation; there 
are currently over 260 truck 
driving positions available in 
western Maryland alone. 

"Our commitment to the 
truck industry - and our stu¬ 
dents - is illustrated by the 
recent lease of two new trac¬ 
tor trailers for the workforce 
development program at Gar¬ 
rett College," said Julie Yoder, 
dean of continuing education 
& workforce development. 
"State-of-the-art equipment, 
relevant curriculum, and 
qualified instructors are criti¬ 
cal components of our stu¬ 
dents’ success in earning a 
commercial driver’s license 
(CDL). As a result, our stu¬ 
dents are well-prepared to 
go to work for our industry 
partners and are often being 
recruited as they are complet¬ 
ing the program." 

GC's Continuing Educa¬ 
tion & Workforce Develop¬ 
ment offers Class A CDL, 
Class B CDL, and a learner’s 
permit prep course at the 
college’s Mountaintop Truck 
Driving Institute, located 
in Grantsville. The Class A 
CDL skills-oriented training 
program offers a professional 
truck driving curriculum for 
the purpose of qualifying stu¬ 
dents for entry-level positions 
as drivers in over-the-road or 
local driving vehicles. Topics 
covered include the following: 
pre-trip inspection, various 
skills in the yard, and over- 
the-road instruction, along 
with a basic overview of map 
reading and log books. At the 
completion of the training, 
the student will be taken to 
demonstrate at his/her local 
Maryland Vehicle Adminis¬ 
tration (MVA) office to obtain 
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a Class A license. 

The Class A curriculum 
consists of 30 days (210 
hours) of training and is of¬ 
fered in a weekday, evening, 
or a weekend setting. The 
weekday option is offered in a 
7.5 week time frame, Monday 
through Thursday, 8 a.m. un¬ 
til 4 p.m. The evening option 
entails 10 weeks, Monday 
through Thursday, 5 p.m. 
until 10:30 p.m. The weekend 
option has a duration of 15 
weeks: Saturday and Sunday, 
8 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The curriculum consists of 
classroom, range skills, and 
over-the-road instruction to 
acquire the fundamentals for 
operating trucks and tractor 
trailers for those that require 
a Class A license. 

Tim Holler, a resident of 
Oakland, recently completed 
the Class A CDL program at 
the Garrett College Moun¬ 
taintop Truck Driving Insti¬ 
tute. 

"The program at Garrett 
College was a great place for 
me tfL^etthe skills I needed, 
feed tEe Instructors in the 
fMhgtam were the best,” he 
said. "I highly recommend 
looking into the truck driving 
program if you or someone 
you know is looking to get 
either a Class A or Class B

The Class B CDL training 
course covers the essentials 
to obtain a Class B license, 
including the following: pre¬ 
trip inspection, various skills 
in the yard, and over-the-road 
instruction, along with a basic 
overview of map reading and 
log books. At the comple¬ 
tion of training, the student 
will demonstrate skills to 
the MVA to obtain a Class 
B license. 

To expand, the Class B 
license allows an individual 
to operate any single vehicle 
with a gross vehicle weight 
rating (GVWR) of 26,001 or 
more pounds, with any such 
vehicle towing a vehicle not 
in excess of 10,000 pounds 
GVWR. To register for the 
course, the student must al¬ 
ready possess the following 
paperwork: a current De¬ 
partment of Transportation 
(DOT) physical, which can¬ 
not expire during the training 


period; a drug screen less than 
60 days old; and a Class B, 
CDL learner's permit. 

The Class B course entails 
six days of training that is 
arranged prior to class. With 
a Class B CDL, students can 
drive cement, gravel, delivery, 
and refuse trucks. 

The learner’s permit prep 
course is also offered at the 
Mountaintop Truck Driving 
Institute.

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Health Dept. To 
Conduct Tobacco 
Cessation Classes 

In an ongoing effort to 
promote healthful lifestyles, 
the Garrett County Health 
Department has announced 
the scheduling of two tobacco 
cessation classes, to begin in 
early 2016. 

“We really should call it a 
‘nicotine cessation program’ 
because it is great for anyone 
wanting to stop smoking 
cigarettes, chewing tobacco, 
rubbing snuff, or using e-cig¬ 
arettes,” said Mike Wilburn, 
health educator at the Garrett 
County Health Department. 
“Now is the perfect time to 
make a healthy choice and 
free yourself of nicotine ad¬ 
diction.” 

Classes are scheduled to 
begin Tuesday, Jan. 5, at 5:30 
p.m. at the health department 
in Oakland, and Wednesday, 
Jan. 13, at 5:30 p.m. at the 
Friendsville rescue squad 
building. 

Research has shown that 
tobacco use is linked to can¬ 
cer, but there are more ques¬ 
tions than answers when it 
comes to electronic cigarettes, 
Wilburn said. Research into 
the effects of e-cigarettes lags 
behind their popularity. 

“Nobody has the answers 


yet,” said Wilburn. “We do 
know that e-cigs/vapes con¬ 
tain glycol, which over time 
can cause damage to the 
nervous system. And the 
CDC warns that the oil in 
the fluid can coat the alveoli 
(airs sacks) in the lungs, caus¬ 
ing respiratory problems. 
Preliminary evidence sug¬ 
gests that e-cigarettes may be 
safer than regular cigarettes 
because there is no smoke 
involved, but we still don’t 
know enough about their 
long-term risks or the effects 
of secondhand exposure."

Tri-State Hay, 
Pasture Event 
Set On Jan. 16 

Forage and equine ex¬ 
perts will be featured at the 
Tri-State Hay and Pasture 
Conferences at the Salisbury 
Fire Hall in Salisbury, Pa., 
on Saturday, Jan. 16. Regis¬ 
tration will begin at 8 a.m. 

Topics will include man¬ 
agement practices affecting 
the stand productivity and 
persistence of hay and pas¬ 
ture stands, cutting and graz¬ 
ing at the proper height, ap¬ 
plying appropriate amounts 
of lime and fertilizer at the 
correct times, and weed con¬ 
trol. 

Featured speakers are Dr. 
Marvin Hall, forage special¬ 
ist at Penn State University; 
Dr. Sidney Bosworth, agron¬ 
omy extension specialist at 
the University of Vermont; 
and Dr. Jessica William¬ 
son, forage specialist at Penn 
State University. 

Hall will relate forage 
management to how farm 
machinery works. Under¬ 
standing how a piece of 
machinery works can help 
keep it working at peak per¬ 
formance or at least keep it 
from breaking down. Under¬ 
standing how forage plants 
grow can likewise help keep 
those plants at peak perfor¬ 
mance or at least keep them 
from dying. 

His presentation, “Plant 
Growth, Development, and 
Implications for Manage¬ 
ment Decisions,” will ex¬ 
plain how different forage 
plants grow, and how that 
should affect harvest or graz¬ 
ing management. 

He will also discuss how 
small changes in the plant 
cell ultimately affects how 
much tofi the forage can be 
eaten and utilized by ani¬ 
mals. 

“Unfortunately, what 
your grandma told you about 
‘what you don’t know not 
hurting you’ was wrong,” 
he said. “What you don’t 
know about plant growth 
and development can hurt 
your farming operation.” 

Bosworth will address a 
topic of particular relevance 
given the difficult weather 
conditions for haymaking 
the last several years and 
almost daily news stories 
about climate change. 

His topic for this presen¬ 
tation will be “Managing 
Forage Quality with Fluc¬ 
tuating Weather.” He will 
discuss how cool, cloudy 
conditions vs. hot, sunny 
conditions prior to harvest 
affect forage quality, wheth¬ 
er for hay/silage or grazing. 

In a second presenta¬ 
tion, Bosworth will address 
“Improving Farm Viability 
Through Advanced Forage 
Crop Selection and Manage¬ 
ment.” 

Genetic variation among 
forage species and varietal 
selection within a species 
has been shown to impact 
fiber content of feed. Fi¬ 
ber digestibility, a relatively 


new means to measure qual¬ 
ity, has not been extensively 
evaluated on forages. Many 
research projects have docu¬ 
mented that improved fiber 
digestibility can increase ani¬ 
mal production and lower 
the amount of concentrate 
fed. 

Variation in neutral deter¬ 
gent fiber (NDF) and digest¬ 
ible NDF has been docu¬ 
mented in Vermont studies 
evaluating changes in fiber 
content of cool-season grass¬ 
es in the spring. Bosworth 
found orchardgrass to have 
higher digestible NDF than 
reed canarygrass or timothy, 
even though total NDF was 
typically higher for the or¬ 
chardgrass since it matures 
earlier than the other grass¬ 
es. New studies are evaluat¬ 
ing variation in fiber content 
and digestibility of the tall 
fescue and ryegrass group 
of grasses. 

Williamson will cover a 
frequently overlooked man¬ 
agement practice that will 
help improve pasture pro¬ 
ductivity - better weed con¬ 
trol. Producers must take 
management factors into 
consideration in developing 
a good pasture weed control 
plan.

- definitely more than one. Over 320 to be exact, but here 
are my Top Picks of 2015. 

FICTION 

I always loved author John Boyne’s books; in fact, The 
Absolutist is one of my top five ever. But A History of Loneli¬ 
ness has to be right up there. 

In this book, a priest explains his relationship with a col¬ 
league who always seems to be moved around from parish 
to parish. What’s wrong will slowly dawn on you, but our 
narrator is a little slower on the uptake. What happens will 
make you want to crawl into bed and cry for an hour. 

In One Night by Eric Jerome Dickey, a woman who has 
nothing left to lose meets a man who has everything in 
life. She needs money. He decides that he needs her and 
they embark on a one-night stand that’s almost unbearably 
taught. I loved the mixture of this book: psychological, 
erotic, and sass. 

Also tightly written is The Magician’s Lie by Greer Ma- 
callister. It’s the story of a small-town sheriff who finally 
captures a killer who’s been on the loose for some time. 
She’s a slippery one - an illusionist - and he hopes she’ll 
offer a confession. Instead, she tells him a story... 

The sheriff doesn’t know what’s lie and what’s not - and 
neither will you in this wrap-you-up tale with an ending you 
totally won’t see coming. 

Remember what it was like to be a kid? You’ll revisit it 
again in My Grandmother Asked Me to Tell You She’s Sorry by 
Fredrik Backman, the story of a 7-year-old who loses her 
grandmother.

If you ever had an imaginary friend, then The Imaginary 
by A.E Harrold, illustrated by Emily Gravett, is a book to 
read or to give to your 9-to-12-year-old.

The Hired Girl by Laura Amy Schlitz might be found on 
the young adult section of your bookstore or library, but I 
definitely thought it was more of an adult novel. It’s the 
story of a teenager who leaves her family because her father 
is abusive, and she moves to Baltimore to become a house¬ 
maid. It’s 1911, she’s Catholic, but her new employers are 
Jewish and the learning curve is steep. There’s adventure, 
heartbreak, romance, and history here - and, yes, you can 
still share it with your favorite teen... 

NON-FICTION 

You may find Dead Wake: The Last Crossing of the Lu¬ 
sitania by Erik Larson on other best-of lists this year, for 
a reason. This is a historical account of the sinking of a 
ship, but there’s more: Larson is known to tease a story 
out, adding small side notes and spinning off in ways that 
enhance the tale he’s telling. That makes for a fascinating, 
heart-pounding true account you won’t want to put down. 

Bobby Wonderful: An Imperfect Son Buries His Parents by 
Bob Morris made me laugh, and it made me cry a small 
creek. It’s the story of Morris’ mother, her life and her 
death, and the relationships she had with her family. It’s 
also a gay man’s love letter to his very supportive mom, and 
it definitely lives up to its name: It’s wonderful. 

Though it may sound odd, Rain: A Natural and Cultural 
History by Cynthia Barnett put me in a good mood when I 
read it - maybe because it was as refreshing as its subject. 

Here, Barnett writes about all aspects of that stuff that 
falls from the sky - historically, culturally, and meteoro¬ 
logically speaking - and she sprinkles readers with facts, 
disasters, and sunshine. This book simply made me happy, 
which is why it’s on this list. 

As a lover of all things scandalous, I found Good Mourn¬ 
ing: A Memoir by Elizabeth Meyer with Caitlin Moscatello 
to be absolutely delicious. After Meyer lost her father, a 
high-powered lawyer, she realized that she was rather fas¬ 
cinated with death, just a little bit. So she marched into one 
of Manhattan’s premiere funeral homes, asked for a job, 
and ended up being a funeral planner (think: services that 
are anything but dead). I loved this book for its behind-the- 
scenes peeks, and for the tales that only an insider can tell. 

There’s a tie for the last slot on this non-fiction list: I 
loved Rosemary by Kate Clifford Larson for its jaw-dropping 
look at history, the Kennedys, and power gone wrong. I also

In only his second season 
in organized basketball, Gib¬ 
son became a starter during 
his sophomore campaign, 
leading Garrett to a 17-9 
record. 

After graduating from 
Garrett Community College, 
as it was called at the time, 
he moved on to Bridgewa¬ 
ter College, Va., where he 
garnered Second Team Old 
Dominion Athletic Confer¬ 
ence honors, before moving 
on for a cup of coffee with 
the Baltimore Metros of the 
Continental Basketball As¬ 
sociation (CBA).

Continued from Page A-3 
ism and Maryland's economy. 
The Task Force has recom¬ 
mended that school districts 
should be required to start 
the school year after Labor 
Day. A later start time in the 
school year would also result 
in a later ending date. 

The western Maryland 
boards of Education of Al¬ 
legany and Garrett Counties, 
for a number of reasons, op¬ 
pose legislation that would 
mandate the school year 
begin after Labor Day. 

’’Such a mandate would 
not be in the best interest of 
students, as it will shorten 
the instructional time avail¬ 
able for students to prepare 
for high-stakes mandated 
testing," the educators stated. 
’’Additionally, a later start 
date may impede the ability to 
provide needed professional 
development for teachers. De¬ 
cisions of this nature should 
be made by local boards of 
education in consultation 
with stakeholders. 

(This stance is in opposi¬ 
tion of the Garrett County 
Chamber of Commerce’s 
legislative wish list, as its pri¬ 
ority is specifically in support 
of the mandated post-Labor 
Day start, as announced last 
week.) 

Mandated Start Time 
for the School Day: Dur¬ 
ing the 2014 session of the 
General Assembly, House 
Bill 883 was adopted and 
established the Task Force 
to Study Safe and Healthy 
School Hours for Maryland 
Public Schools. This task 
force has been charged with 
determining whether public 
schools should implement a 
minimum start time of 8 a.m. 

Again the local boards do 
not feel that legislature should 
dictate the starting time for 
the school day. 


’’Such a statewide mandate 
fails to take into consideration 
the unique aspects of how 
each of the school systems 
provide transportation ser¬ 
vices to students, delivers 
educational programs, and 
offers after-school athletic 
programs and extracurricu¬ 
lar activities,” the educators 
stated. 

The educators also main¬ 
tain that such a mandate 
will also have ’’significant 
financial implications" for 
school systems, as many 
school systems will need to 
purchase additional school 
buses and employ additional 
staff to satisfy a time schedule 
that will not allow for the 
most efficient utilization of 
its resources. 

Legislative Mandates 
Should be Limited and Fully 
I unded by ihe State: The 

boards oppose new mandates 
and uree the leeislature to 
carefully consider the finan¬ 
cial and tne policy implica¬ 
tions ot any new mandates. 

Finally, Garrett County's 
board has requested that 
progress be made toward hav¬ 
ing air conditioning in all of 
its buildings. 

The General Assembly 
will begin on Jan. 13, 2016, 
in Annapolis.

Scientist 

ice storms and blackouts 

by Dr. Thomas Sheahen 

Q. A recent article about the weather said, “An inch of ice 
can add thousands of pounds of additional weight to trees and 
power lines. ,> Can you explain how this works? 

A. This statement is a rough generalization, but it is not 
too far off, and can be (roughly) calculated. A cascade of 
assumptions must be made to show how it works out. 

One known fact provides a good starting point: A cubic 
foot of water weighs 62.5 pounds. Also, when water freezes 
into ice, its density is about 10% less than liquid water (which 
is why icebergs float with only about 10% above the water). 
So we’ll use 56 pounds/cubic foot as the density of ice. 

Next, consider a power line stretched between two utility 
poles 100 yards apart. Whatever ice gets on the wires will be 
300 feet long, just on that one section.

If the ice on the wire is 1” thick (per the article you 
quoted), we can calculate the cross-sectional area. One inch 
= 1/12 foot, and so for a circular ring of ice with 1” radius, 
the area is n*(l/12)2 = 0.0218 ft. 2 . Multiply by the length 
of 300 feet and obtain 6.545 ft . 3 of ice. Multiply again by 56 
lbs./ft. 3 and get 366.5 pounds of ice on one wire. 

Next, remember that 3-phase electricity is carried via three 
wires (all supported by the same poles), so the total weight of 
ice is ~ 1,100 pounds. That accords with what you quoted. 

Of course, if it is the diameter of the ice coating that is 1 ” 
(not the radius), then the total amount of ice is only V* as 
much, and so is the weight. 

Power lines very rarely break of their owr accord. Usually 
what happens is that a nearby old weak tree gets ice-coated 
and then falls onto the power line, causing either a short 
circuit or a break. Either way, the result is a power outage, 
a blackout. 

As for trees, it’s a matter of guessing how many branches 
there are, of what length, etc. To keep the calculation simple, 
imagine an idealized tree with 100 branches each 3 feet long. 
The ice coating is actually a ring (an annu'us ) around each 
branch. If the branch itself is 1” thick it has a radius of Vi". 
The ice adds another inch to the radius, making the diam¬ 
eter 3”. There is no point in trying to refine the calculation, 
since the assumption of idealized perfect branches never

actually happens. If we assume simply a 1 ” radius, the cross- 
sectional area is again 0.0218 ft. 2 . Multiply by 3 ft., then by 
100 branches, and by 56 lbs./ft. 3 to get 472 lbs. of ice on the 
tree. Increase the branch length or the number of branches 
and you can estimate up to 1,000 lbs. 

Usually, that’s not enough to topple a healthy tree, but 
some old branches will easily snap off. If such debris falls 
across a power line, the short circuit will trip a circuit breaker 
and you’re in a blackout.

JANUARY SUN AND MOON - In early January, Gar¬ 
rett County sunrises are at about 7:38 a.m., with sunsets at 
about 5:08 p.m., a duration ofi 9.5 hours of sunlight each 
day. The sun is then in Sagittarius, the southernmost star 
group along the sun’s path. The Earth is closest to the sun 
for the year on Jan. 2, at a distance of 91.4 million miles. 
The reason for the seasons is the tilt of the Earth's axis. In 
early winter, the Earth is tipped away from the sun, caus¬ 
ing the sun's sky path to be low with a smaller amount of 
sunlight each day. At the end of January, Garrett County 
sunrises are at about 7:28 a.m., and sunsets at about 5:35 
p.m., with the sunlight lasting 10.1 hours each day. 

On Jan. 2, the moon appears half full in the morning 
sky. The moon will appear near Mars in the early morning 
hours of Jan. 3. On Jan. 7, the crescent moon will appear 
near both the brilliant planet Venus and the planet Saturn 
in the southeastern dawn. The moon will swing from the 
morning to the evening side of the sun on the evening of 
Jan. 9. A few days later, the moon will appear as a slender 
crescent low in the southwestern dusk. On the evening of 
Jan. 16, the moon will appear half full in the southwestern 
sky, offering the best viewing of its craters and mountain 
ridges with binoculars. On the evening of Jan. 23, the moon 
is full in the dim star group Cancer. The moon will appear 
near the bright planet Jupiter in the late evening sky on 
Jan. 27. On Jan. 31, the moon will appear half-full in the 
southern dawn sky. 

JANUARY PLANETS - In the first week of January, 
the planet Mercury can be seen low in the southwestern 
5:40 p.m. sky. The planets Venus and Saturn are in the 
southeast dawn all month, being closest to each other on 
Jan. 9 (only one-half degree apart). In early January, the 
planet Jupiter rises in the east in the first hour of the morn¬ 
ing. By the end of January, Jupiter will be rising in the east 
in the last hour of the evening. Mars can be seen high in 
the south at dawn in January. At the end of January, the 
planet Mercury can be seen low in the southeastern dawn, 
rising more than an hour ahead of the sun. 

JANUARY STARS - In mid-evening (8 p.m.), the gor¬ 
geous winter evening stars are on full display. The lowest 
and brightest star is Sirius (pronounced "serious"), mark¬ 
ing the head of the Big Dog. Orion’s belt of three stars in 
a row points down and left to Sirius. Above and to the left 
of Sirius is procyon (pro-SEE-on), marking the head of the 
Little Dog. Orion's belt points right and up to the orange 
star Aldebaran. Sirius and Procyon, the two brightest stars 
of Orion, and Aldebaran form a tilted "W" in the southeast¬ 
ern sky. The Big Dipper is emerging in the north-northeast 
with its bowl on top and handle underneath. The two top 
stars of the bowl point left to the North Star, a rather mod¬ 
est star about halfway up in the north. 

JANUARY PROGRAMS - The Frostburg State 
Planetarium will be closed in January, to reopen in early 
February. The February feature will be "Hubble's Greatest 
Hits," with show times and dates to be announced later.

"Arrest him when he gets 
to Oakland and hold the girl 
until we get there." 

It was an all-too-familiar 
call that the clerk of the cir¬ 
cuit court and Garrett County 
sheriff used to receive from 
someone trying to prevent a 
marriage from taking place 
in Oakland. 

"There is no law against a 
man thinking that he would 
like to get married, and even 
going so far as to get the 


consent of his 'one and only' 
and bringing her to Oakland 
for that purpose, but judging 
from the number of letters 
and telephone calls received 
at the office of the clerk of 
the circuit court and by the 
sheriff of Garrett County, 
practically everyone appears 
to think so," The Republican 
reported in 1930 just before 
Valentine's Day.

name of the parties marrying, 
their places of residence, their 
ages, their occupations, and 
the name of the minister who 
married them. This could tie 
up the clerk's office for a day 
in an effort to gather it. 

"Other letters come in 
asking that a license be not 
issued to Miss Take and Mr. 
Nogood for various reasons," 
according to The Republican. 

These were the ones that 
raised concern because the 
county clerk didn't want to is¬ 
sue a license to a couple who 
were ineligible for one for 
some hidden reason. How¬ 
ever, it was also possible that 
the caller was joking, a rival 
stalling for time, or someone 
with a gnidge against either 
the bride Or the groom. 

"The only thing we can 
do in cases like these is to 
question the applicant more 
closely than usual, and tell 
him the consequences of 
perjuring himself," said A. 
G. Ross, deputy clerk of the 
court. 

With the applicants under 
oath, it gave their answers to 
the clerk's questions more 
weight than those of a caller 
who was not under any obli¬ 
gation to tell the truth. 

"If the applicant, under 
affidavit, says he is 21 years 
of age, and the girl 18 years 
of age, and other questions 
are satisfactorily answered, 
there is no reason why a li¬ 
cense should not be issued," 
Ross said. 

It didn't stop people from 
trying to halt a wedding, 
though. 

"But the letters and tele¬ 


phone messages continue 
to come and probably will 
continue until Oakland ceases 
to become the mecca for pro¬ 
spective husbands and wives," 
The Republican noted.

no waiting period involved.

Young Puppy 
Just Can't 'Hold It' 

DEAR PAW'S CORNER: We adopted a 
puppy last month. "Jake" is having 
some problems adjusting to his new 
home. He has soiled his own bed three 
times so far (we crate him at night) and 
doesn't make it through the day - he 
starts whining by the door around 
lunchtime and, if we're not home, will 
just go anywhere in the house. How can 
we fix this? -- Carl B., via email 

DEAR CARL: How old is Jake? It sounds 
like, barring any' unknown physical 
issues or illness, that he is a young 
puppy with a small bladder. He simply 
can't hold it as long as a fully grown dog. 
The fact that Jake makes it a point to 
whine by the door means that the house 
training is effective, but you may be 
waiting much too long to take him out. 
When he has to go, he will go. That 
includes soiling his crate, which is an 
absolute last resort for a dog. 

Follow this guideline, published by the 
American Kennel Club, called the 
"month-plus-one" rule: Take your 
puppy's age in months, and add one. 
That gives you a rough estimate of the 
maximum number of hours Jake should 
wait before going outside to pee or 
poop. For example, if Jake is four 
months old, add one to that number. 
The total, five, means he should be 
taken outside every five hours. Every 
puppy is different, so Jake may need to 
go out a little sooner And yes, that 
| means he may need to go out in the 
middle of the night, or on a pee pad. He 
| should always be taken out just before 
| bedtime and first thing in the morning, 
£ regardless of his age.

A: "White Christmas" was first issued by 
Decca in October 1942. An estimated 100 
million copies of the song sold in some 
350 versions. Simply put, is remains one 
of the most popular songs ever. Ironically, 
it was written by Irving Berlin while he 
soaked up the sun poolside at the Biltmore 
in Phoenix. "White Christmas" was 
selected for the NARAS Hall of Fame. 
Keep or sell? Since so many copies were 
sold, I suggest you sell it. Your recording is 
probably valued in the $5-$ 10 range. 

Q: I have inherited a Flow Blue pitcher, 
eight-sided and featuring an Oriental 
scene.

A: According to several collectors I have 
consulted, Flow Blue pieces are worth less 
than they were just a few years ago.

New Fox comedy celebrates the post-college struggle

E very spring, countless wide- 
eyed 20-somethings cross a 
stage, pick up a diploma and 
shake the Dean's hand, envision¬ 
ing what they're going to do, 
what esteemed and high-paying 
position they'll soon hold now 
that college is finally behind 
them and real life is about to 
begin. 

Of course, reality soon sets in. 
There are loans to repay and the 
economy stinks and no one's hir¬ 
ing and what the heck job does 
an Arts degree get you anyway? 
You're flat broke, you still can't 
cook and not once, in the count¬ 
less hours you spent in class¬ 
rooms and lecture halls, did any¬ 
one teach you how to produce a 
well-crafted resume True adult¬ 
hood, as it turns out, is still a 
long way off. 

The coming-of-age story has 
long been explored on screen, 
and now Fox is presenting its 
own look at life after college in 
'Cooper Barrett's Guide to 
Surviving Life,' premiering 
Sunday, Jan. 3 on Fox. 

Fox is really delivering on the 
comedies this season. The Emmy- 
and Golden Globe-winning 
'Brooklyn Nine-Nine' just 
wrapped its third successful sea¬ 
son, while the ever-popular 'New 
Girl' is about to kick off its fifth. 
'Grandfathered' and 'The 
Grinder,' two sitcoms new to the 
fall lineup, have secured full-sea¬ 
son orders, while 'Scream 
Queens,' which debuted in 
September, won the Critics' 

Choice Television Award for Most 
Exciting New Series. Clearly, 
'Cooper Barrett,' already extend¬ 
ed from six episodes to 13, is in 
good company. 

When we meet the titular 
Cooper Barrett, played by blue¬ 


eyed Brit Jack Cutmore-Scott 
("Kingsman: The Secret Service,’ 
2014), he's graduating college, 
moving into a new apartment 
with his friends and getting ready 
for life as a learned adult. As the 
series progresses, however, it 
becomes clear that he's still got 
an awful lot to learn. 

The show is a frank and funny 
celebration of the types of idiotic 
mistakes and absurd misadven 
tures that many of us encoun 
ter in that half-adult period 
of our 20s, when we're no 
longer students but not yet 
in a position to settle 
down. As Cooper says in 
the pilot: 'No one has 
ever bothered to properly 
prepare anyone for this next 
decade of your life ... until 
now.' 

The premise of the show is 
that, through his own mistakes, 
embarrassments and dubious 
exploits, Cooper serves as a guide 
for his fellow 20-something 
Americans who struggle to navi 
gate life and love during this 
transitory phase of life. 



’Your 20s feel like one decade- 
long practical joke that everyone 
over the age of 30 is playing on 
you,’ said Cutmore-Scott in a 
promo. ’Cooper is essentially 
your lens of 'don't do what I did' 
— all the while, kind of dueing

us into the fact that the joke is 
actually pretty funny." 

He also compares his character 
to famed goof-offer Ferris Bueller: 
'You go with [Cooper] on the 
journey, no matter what hap¬ 
pens.' 

His equally goofy pals help 
with all of that. Barry (James Earl, 
’Ground Floor’) is, as Cutmore 
Scott describes him, the show's 
disaster waiting to happen. 

He's huge, loud and completely 
over-the-top, but loveable 
despite his clownish 


destructiveness. Naive, 


bespectacled and decidedly 
un-suave Neal (Charlie 


Saxton, "Hung ) would like 
to see himself as the group's 


voice of reason (trying in vain 


to get his roommates to look 
over the lease instead of 


throwing a housewarming rager, 
for instance) but he's acutely 
aware that he's every bit as lost 
and unsure of himself as the rest 


of them. 



The token gal pal of the group 
is Kelly (Meaghan Rath, "Being 
Human'), their sharp and free- 
spirited new neighbor who, while 
so far just friends with Cooper 
and his buddies, is plainly being 
set up as a potential love interest 
for the show's lead. After all, no 
sitcom would be complete with¬ 
out the will-they-won't-they sce¬ 
nario that's practically a staple in 
the genre. 

Cooper's older brother, Josh 
(Justin Bartha, "The Hangover," 
2009), is a clear foil for the 
rowdy and wayward trio. Having 
opened his own law firm at 22 
and married at 23, Josh is a per¬ 
fect example of how you're "sup¬ 
posed' to do things after gradu¬ 
ating college. He's aware now, 
however, that he missed a lot of 
opportunities and failed to live 
his young years to the fullest. In 
taking up with Cooper and his 
friends, Josh sees the opportunity 
for a second chance at his 20s — 
to let loose, be irresponsible and 
make some bad decisions, despite 
being 37 and married with a 
baby on the way. 

Rounding off the group is 
Josh's wife, Leslie, a successful 
lawyer who, as actress Liza Lapira 
('Crazy, Stupid, Love,' 2011) 
describes her character, is, of the 
six of them, the closest to having 
it all together. Indeed, she's at 
the opposite end of the spec¬ 
trum from the rest of the gang 
and Josh, though he loves her 
dearly, refers to her as a 'fun 
sucker.' She symbolizes all 
the things Josh is trying to 
escape as he joins his much- 
younger cohorts in their 
carefree antics.

The end is nigh: The final season of one of televi¬ 
sion's most celebrated dramas kicks off on PBS this 
week, a bittersweet event for the millions of fans 
who are both psyched to see new episodes and sorry 
to see the show end.

'Downton' fans likely don't need to be told the 
series premiere approaches — they've been waiting 
for it with bated breath. Season 6 of the hit drama 
starts Sunday, Jan. 3, on PBS.
